Most  Ex.  Comp.  John  A.  M.  Taylor  was  born  February  26th,  1887,  at  Jones 
Falls,  Leeds  County,  Ontario,  the  son  of  John  Taylor  and  his  wife  Louise  Van 
Ransier.  In  1911  he  was  married  to  Ellen  Ann  MacMillan  of  Kirkhill,  Glengarry 
County,  Ontario.  They  have  a  daughter  and  a  son.  All  the  family  are  members 
of  the  United  Church  of  Canada. 

He  received  his  early  education  in  a  country  school  at  Latimer  in  Frontenac 
County,  and  graduated  from  Sydenham  High  School,  at  Sydenham,  Ontario. 

In  1905  he  took  a  complete  course  in  bookkeeping  and  business  administration 
in  the  Kingston  Business  College.  Graduating  in  1906.  Next  he  took  a  six 
months  course  in  salesmanship  with  the  Sheldon  Business  Institute. 

In  November  1906,  he  left  for  Montreal  and  secured  a  position  with  a  whole- 
sale tool  firm  where  he  remained  for  eleven  years.  Nine  years  in  Montreal  and 
two  years  in  Toronto,  where  they  had  transferred  him. 

In  1918  he  formed  his  own  business  under  the  name  of  J.  A.  M.  Taylor 
Tool  Co.  Ltd.  A  family  corporation,  owned  and  operated  by  four  shareholders 
and  four  directors,  his  wife,  his  son,  his  daughter,  and  himself.  He  is  still  the 
president.     Head  Office,  Toronto.    Factory  at  Gait,  and  branch  in  Montreal. 

In  Masonic  circles,  he  was  initiated,  passed  and  raised  in  Georgina  Lodge, 
No.  343,  Toronto  in  1917.  A  Charter  member  of  Bay  of  Quinte  Lodge,  No.  620, 
when  instituted  in  1923,  and  is  a  Life  Member.  Worshipful  Master  in  1932. 
District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  Toronto  District  B  in  1936-1937. 

He  was  exalted  in  Sheikinah  Chapter,  No.  138  in  1918,  where  he  is  a  Life 
Member.  Affiliating  with  King  Cyrus  Chapter,  No.  232  in  1938,  where  he  is 
also  a  life  member.  First  Principal  in  1944.  A  life  member  of  Prince  Edward 
Chapter,  No.  218  at  Shelburne.  A  member  of  St.  Clair  Chapter,  No.  75  at 
Milton.  Elected  Grand  Scribe  N  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  Canada  in  1946.  Elected  to  the  Grand  Executive  in  1947  and  again  in  1948. 
Elected  Grand  Third  Principal  J.  in  1949-1950.  Elected  Grand  Second  Principal 
H  in  1951-1952.  Elected  Grand  First  Principal  Z  in  1953.  He  is  the  Grand 
Representative  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Quebec,  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada,  also  a  member  of  the  High  Priesthood  of  Ontario. 

He  is  a  life  member  of  the  Toronto  Lodge  of  Perfection.  Also  a  life  mem- 
ber of  Toronto  Rose  Croix.  A  life  member  32  degree  Moore  Consistory  Hamil- 
ton of  the  Ancient  and  accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Canada.  A  life  member  of 
Cyrene  Preceptory,  No.  29,  Toronto.  A  Noble  of  Rameses  Temple  A.A.O.N.M.S., 
Toronto.  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters 
of  Ontario.  Past  Grand  Commander  Noah,  Royal  Ark  Mariners  of  Ontario. 
Past  Most  Puissant  Sovereign  of  Holy  Land  Conclave.  Past  Grand  Sovereign  of 
the  Masonic  and  Military  Orders  of  Knights  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre  and  Knights 
of  St.  John  the  Evanglist,  and  a  Knight  Grand  Cross  of  that  Order.

Resolution  of  Loyalty  to  Her  Majesty  the  Queen 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada: 

It  has  been  said  with  some  justification  that,  the  British 
Commonwealth  of  Nations  had  "gone  starry  eyed"  over  the  Cor- 
onation of  Her  Gracious  Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth  II.

The  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  The  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada 
assembled  in  Annual  Convocation  in  this  your  City  of  Toronto, 
on  this  the  28th  day  of  April,  1954,  and  in  this  the  Coronation  year, 
again  pledge  to  you,  Our  Most  Gracious  Sovereign  Liege  Lady,  our 
devoted  loyalty  and  heartfelt  love.  Deign  to  receive,  Most  Gracious 
Sovereign,  this  pledge  of  loyalty  and  love  from  these  your  humble, 
devoted  and  obedient  servants  the  officers  and  members  of  this 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada.  To  Your 
Husband,  His  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh,  His  Royal 
Highness  Prince  Charles,  Her  Royal  Highness  the  Princess  Anne, 
the  Queen  Mother  and  all  Members  of  The  Royal  Family,  wre  like- 
wise pledge  our  loyalty  and  love. 

We  rejoice,  and  in  spirit  join,  with  those  of  Your  subjects  who 
have  been  privileged  to  see  and  greet  Your  Majesty  during  the  tour 
of  Eastern  countries. 

Gracious  Sovereign,  we  humbly  pray  that  God  will  continue 
to  bless  Your  reign  with  peace  and  prosperity  so  that  Your  peoples 
throughout  the  world,  guided  and  inspired  by  Your  glorious  ex- 
ample, may  go  forward  together  in  peace,  seeking  justice  and  free-

OBSERVATIONS 

During  my  Visitations  I  have  noticed  that  some  Chapters  are  a 
little  over  zealous  in  presenting  the  Ritual  work,  and  as  a  result 
innovations  have  been  creeping  in.  I  am  sure  we  all  know  this  is 
unconstitutional. 

Another  thought  is  the  number  of  Chapters  failing  to  make 
returns  on  time,  according  to  the  Constitution  "See  section  192." 
This  year  56  Chapters  were  from  4  to  6  weeks  late.  Eight  were  so  late 
that  estimates  had  to  be  made  in  order  to  bring  them  into  the  Grand 
Chapter  statistical  Report. 

This  condition  must  be  righted.  It  is  not  fair  to  the  Grand 
Scribe  E,  as  the  Grand  Z  must  have  the  figures  to  complete  his  Re- 
port at  a  given  time. 
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It  was  also  noted  that  one  Chapter  did  not  collect  the  minimum 
Fee  of  $30.00  for  exaltation.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Z  of  the  Chapter 
to  check  on  all  such  matters  "See  page  89  of  the  Constitution." 

RULINGS 
It  has  not  been  necessary  to  give  any  new  rulings  during  the  year. 
However  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  some  Chapters  are  overlooking 
a  number  of  essential  rulings  of  the  past.  I  cannot  be  too  critical, 
because  of  the  fact  that  many  Excellent  Principals  are  not  aware 
that  these  rulings  can  be  found  in  the  Grand  Zs  address  of  each  year. 

In  order  to  bring  this  matter  before  the  Officers  of  each  Chapter, 
I  recommend  that  all  rulings  be  printed  in  our  Constitution  in  the 
next  re-printing.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Laws  and 
Jurisprudence,  Most  Excellent  Companion  John  M.  Burden,  has 
kindly  consented  to  put  these  in  a  condensed  form  before  publishing. 
I  shall  be  very  grateful  to  him,  as  I  consider  this  important. 
SEVENTH  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  OF  GRAND  CHAPTERS 

This  Conference  was  held  in  Moncton  on  August  24th  and  25th, 
and  I  was  the  official  representative  for  this  Grand  Chapter.  R.  Ex.

John  M.  Burden  (Chair- 
man) with  the  Grand  Council  and  the  Past  Grand  Z's  to  comprise 
the  Committee.  A  certain  amount  of  work  and  investigation  has 
been  carried  on.

While  the  work  was  done  with  varying  degrees 
of  efficiency,  the  zeal  and  sincerity  of  the  participating  Companions 
was  quite  apparent. 
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In  most  cases  the  records  of  the  Chapters  were  found  to  be  in 
good  hands  and  shape,  and  the  interest  and  guidance  of  sound  busi- 
ness heads  in  the  management  of  business  affairs  was  evident. 

I  was  favourably  impressed  with  the  appearance  and  furnish- 
ings of  the  Chapter  rooms,  and  while,  in  some  cases,  the  equipment 
was  not  complete,  in  every  case  it  was  sufficient.

On  the  average  they  were  young,  and  of  fine  intelligence. 

Twice  during  the  year  Wellington  District  was  honoured  with 
visits  by  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.  On  November  3rd,  Most 
Excellent  Companion  Taylor  delivered  an  inspiring  address  at  the 
75th  Anniversary  of  Ionic  Chapter,  No.  83,  Orangeville.  On 
November  27th,  he  was  tendered  a  Reception  by  Prince  Edward 
Chapter,  No.  218,  Shelburne.  These  well  attended  especial  Con- 
vocations were  the  highlights  of  the  year. 

Every  Chapter  in  the  District  was  active  during  the  year,  and 
all  received  candidates.  In  every  case  the  Chapters  were  most 
courteous  to  the  representative  of  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand 
First  Principal.

All  are  working  in  the  authorized  manner  and  have  made  the 
required  returns  to  Grand  Chapter.

Apparently  a  good  effort  is  being 
made  to  carry  out  the  work  according  to  the  Ritual  and  the  Manual 
of  Instructions. 

The  books  of  the  Scribe  E's.  and  Treasurers  are  in  most  cases 
in  order.    Some  Scribe  E's.  are  doing  outstanding  work. 

Instruction.  A  Chapter  of  Instruction,  Royal  Arch  Degree, 
was  held  in  University  Chapter,  No.  241  on  Tuesday,  March  2nd, 
1954.  Principals  of  the  Chapters  and  Present  and  Past  Grand 
Chapter  Officers  of  Toronto  District  8,  took  part  in  the  work,  in 
which  four  candidates  were  Exalted.  In  selecting  the  team,  con- 
sideration was  given  to  selecting  members  who  were  expert  in  the 
work  they  were  to  do.  This  was  evident,  as  a  very  fine  degree  was 
conferred  with  a  minimum  of  errors.  The  attendance  was  very 
good  and  it  was  considered  a  very  profitable  evening. 

A  Lodge  of  Instruction  is  to  be  held  in  King  Solomon's  Chap- 
ter, No.  8  on  Thursday,  March  25th,  1954.  Correct  methods  of 
performing  the  work,  in  parts  of  the  M.M.M.  and  M.E.M.  degrees, 
in  which  errors  have  occurred  most  frequently  during  the  past  year, 
will  be  demonstrated.  Discussion  will  be  encouraged.  It  is  hoped 
that  this  method  of  training  will  prove  beneficial. 

Membership.  M.  Ex.  Comp.  John  A.  M.  Taylor,  on  his  elec- 
tion to  the  office  of  Grand  First  Principal,  set  an  increase  in 
membership  as  one  of  the  important  objectives  of  the  year. 
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Toronto  District  No.  8  has  shown  a  net  decrease  in  membership 
for  the  last  two  years,  so  it  was  very  important  for  this  District  to 
change  the  trend  and  obtain  an  increase.  Deaths  are  unfortunately 
heavy,  amounting  to  48  in  the  District  for  1953. 

A  gain  will  not  be  obtained  if  the  members  do  not  maintain 
their  membership.  It  will  therefore  be  necesasry  to  give  attention 
to  the  withdrawals  and  suspensions.  Every  effort  should  be  made 
to  find  out  the  reason  for  these  losses  and  take  steps  to  remedy  the 
condition.  Toronto  District,  No.  8  has  done  this  during  1953  as 
our  losses  are  29  less  than  in  1952  and  the  gains  are  30  more,  giving 
the  District  a  net  gain  in  1953  of  37,  from  a  loss  of  22  in  1952.  The 
District  is  to  be  congratulated  on  doing  such  a  fine  job  and  we  all 
hope  the  favourable  trend  will  continue.

This  committee, 
elected  and  supported  by  the  two  Toronto  Districts,  continues  to  do 
a  very  fine  job.  During  the  summer  of  1953,  they  have  been  re- 
sponsible for  the  transportation  of  705  women  and  children  to  and 
from  the  Bronte  camp  for  the  Toronto  City  Mission.  They  also 
entertain  and  provide  comforts  for  the  veterans  of  the  First  World 
War,  at  the  Red  Chevron  Hospital.  They  have  recently  under- 
taken the  work  of  visiting  all  out  of  town  Royal  Arch  Masons  who 
may  be  confined  to  Toronto  hospitals.  Over  $700  per  year  is  re- 
quired to  carry  on  the  work,  which  is  raised  by  the  Committee 
through  its  own  activities  within  Royal  Arch  Masonry.

At  all  Official  Visits  the  District  Chaplain  briefly  addressed 
the  Companions  on  the  Spiritual  aspects  of  our  great  and  glorious 
Fraternity,  and  I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  religious  contri- 
bution of  Ex.  Comp.  The  Reverend  C.  E.  Armstrong. 

I  would  recommend,  it  possible  that  the  social  activities  of  the 
Chapters  be  extended  to  strengthen  the  bonds  of  fellowship.  My 
wife  and  I  had  the  delightful  pleasure  of  attending  Carleton  Chap- 
ter, No.  16  Christmas  Party,  where  over  320  Companions  and  their 
ladies  were  in  attendance.  That  wonderful  gentleman  of  Royal 
Arch  Masonry,  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Fergus  A.  McDiarmid  was  in  charge 
of  arrangements  for  that  marvellous  evening. 

In  closing,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  state  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry,  in  the  Ottawa  District,  is  excellent  with  the  exception  of 
one  Constituent  Chapter,  whose  problems,  I  believe,  will  soon  be 
adjusted.

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He  thanked  the  Grand  Z.  for  the  honour  conferred  on  him 
and  his  delight  at  seeing  so  many  Companions  and  Distinguished 
Guests  from  Canada,  New  Zealand  and  United  States,  and  hoped 
that  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  would 
grow  and  continue  in  its  splendid  traditions  and  interest  for 
Masonry  in  Canada.

Most  Excellent  Sir: 

Having  been  appointed  Auditor,  under  date  of  February  2,  1954, 
subsequent  to  the  most  regrettable  demise  of  F.  A.  R.  MacFadden. 
C.A..  late  in  1953,  I  present  herewith  my  annual  Audit  Report  of 
the  financial  affairs  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  Canada  for  its  fiscal  year  ended  February  28,  1954,  consisting  of 
the  following  statements  and  my  comments  thereon: 
Exhibit  "A"-Balance  Sheet  as  at  February  28,  1954. 
Exhibit    "B"— Comparative  Revenue  and  Expenditure  Account 

for  the  year  ended  February  28,  1954. 
Schedule  "1"— The  Victory  Thanksgiving  Benevolent  Fund   as 

at  February  28,  1954. 
Schedule  "2"— The  Life  Membership  Fund— Grand  Chapter  as  at 

February  28,  1954. 
Schedule  "3"-The  Centennial  Fund  as  at  February  28,  1954. 
Schedule  "4"— The    Chapters'    Life    Membership    Fund    as    at 
February  28,  1954. 

COMMENTS 

The  Petty  Cash  Fund  was  counted  from  time  to  time  during  the 
fiscal  year  ended  February  28,  1954  and  again  on  April  2,  1954  and 
on  each  occasion  was  found  to  be  in  order.  The  bank  balances  of 
the  several  accounts  set  out  in  Exhibit  "A"  and  Schedules  "1",  "2", 
"3"  and  "4"  were  verified  by  the  certificate  of  your  bankers  as  at 
February  28,  1954  and  all  of  the  bank  transactions  in  the  respective 
accounts,  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  on  that  date,  were  examined 
in  detail. 

The  undipped  bond  coupons  shown  in  Exhibit  "A"  and 
Schedules  "1"  and  "2"  were  attached  to  new  securities,  purchased  in 
January,  1954  but  not  delivered  until  subsequent  to  February  28, 
1954.  These  coupons  were  examined  when  the  investments  were 
counted  on  April  2,  1954. 

The  Accounts  Receivable  from  the  constituent  Chapters  and 
other  sources  have  been  examined  in  detail  and  in  my  opinion  the 
balances  shown  in  Exhibit  "A"  and  Schedule  "2"  are  proper  charges. 
From  information  presently  available,  it  would  appear  that  the 
Reserve  for  Uncollected  Accounts  should  prove  adequate  to  cover 
probable  losses. 

The  investments  of  the  several  Funds,  as  set  out  in  Exhibit  "A" 
and  Schedules  "1",  "2"  and  "3"  were  examined  on  April  2,  1954, 
in  the  presence  of  the  Grand  First  Principal  and  the  Grand  Scribe 
E,  and  were  found  to  be  as  stated  in  the  statements  already  referred 
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to  herein.  They  continue  to  be  held  in  the  place  and  custody  auth- 
orized by  the  Grand  Chapter. 

So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  from  due  inquiry  of  the 
Officials  concerned,  all  known  liabilities  of  the  various  Funds  have 
been  taken  up  in  the  books  of  account  and  are  reflected  in  Exhibit 
"A"  and  Schedules  "1",  "2",  "3"  and  "4". 

Operations  of  the  General  Fund  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
February  28,  1954,  as  shown  by  the  books  of  account  of  the  Grand 
Scribe  E,  are  set  out  in  Exhibit  "B"  and  compared  with  the  budget 
for  that  fiscal  year,  as  approved  by  the  Grand  Chapter.  The  year's 
operations  resulted  in  a  Net  Revenue  of  $4,555.88  which  has  been 
credited  to  the  General  Reserve  in  Exhibit  "A". 

As  in  preceding  years,  interim  examinations  were  made  of  the 
books  of  account  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E  and  tentative  interim  re- 
ports were  submitted  under  date  of  August  31,  and  November  30, 
1953.  The  books  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  have  been  examined  and 
were  found  to  be  in  excellent  order;  and  the  returns  from  the  con- 
stituent Chapters  have  been  tested.  I  have  obtained  all  the  infor- 
mation and  explanations  which  I  have  required.  My  examination 
included  a  general  review  of  the  accounting  procedures  and  such 
tests  of  accounting  records  and  other  supporting  evidence  as  I  have 
deemed  necessary  under  the  circumstances. 

In  my  opinion,  the  attached  Balance  Sheet  and  related  state- 
ments are  properly  drawn  up  so  as  to  exhibit  a  true  and  correct  view 
of  the  state  of  the  affairs  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  Canada  as  at  February  28,  1954,  and  the  result  of  operations  for 
the  year  then  ended,  according  to  the  best  of  my  information  and 
the  explanations  afforded  to  me  and  as  shown  by  the  books  of  the 
Grand  Chapter.

To    the   Most   Excellent    the    Grand   First   Principal,   Officers  and 
Members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arcli  Masons  of  Canada: 
Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions — 

Your  Committee  on  Warrants  has  nothing  to  report  as  new 
business  for  this  year.  We  take  this  opportunity,  however,  to  advise 
that  the  new  Chapter  reported  on  last  year,  Espanola,  No.  257, 
received  its  Warrant  from  the  hands  of  our  Grand  First  Principal, 
John  A.  M.  Taylor,  June  20th,  1953,  at  the  same  time  the  Chapter 
Room  was  Dedicated.  In  December,  1952,  this  Chapter  had  a 
membership  of  2b.  For  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1953,  it 
had  2b  applications  for  membership;  22  of  these  were  acted  upon 
during  the  year. 

We  woidd  like  to  take  a  few  minutes  time  of  this  Convocation 
to  pav  tribute  for  the  splendid  Masonic  work  of  our  Chairman  of 
this  Committee,  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Benjamin  F.  Nott,  of  North  Bay, 
Ontario,  who,  at  the  present  time,  is  ill  and  cannot  be  with  us. 
Ben,  or  "Benny"  as  he  is  known  in  Masonic  Circles,  has  been  a 
tower  of  strength  for  Masonry  north  of  Huntsville  and  is  well 
known  lor  his  consistent  efforts  on  behalf  of  Capitular  Masonry. 
One  of  his  last  official  duties  before  his  illness,  was  to  act  as  Grand 
H.  at  the  Royal  Arch  Ceremonies  in  Espanola  in  June,  and  those 
who  were  present  know  that  this  privilege  was  highly  regarded  by 
him.  In  October  he  also  acted  as  Grand  H.  at  the  District  meet- 
ing in  Sudbury,  where  22  candidates  received  the  Royal  Arch 
Degrees. 

There  are  many  things  we  could  say  about  Benny  and  the 
happy  manner  he  had  of  becoming  acquainted  with  Brothers  and 
Companions  of  our  Masonic  Orders.  It  is  doubtful  if  we  have 
another  Companion  in  our  Order  who  has  put  so  much  time  and 
energy  of  his  life  into  Royal  Arch  Masonry.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  CONDITION  OF 
CAPITULAR  MASONRY 

To  tJie  Most  Excellent,  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and 
Members  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada, 
Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions:  — 

In  presenting  this  report  your  Committee  is  again  forcibly  re- 
minded of  the  great  loss  sustained  by  this  Grand  Chapter  in  the 
death  of  R.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  Bailie  Stothers,  who  passed  to  his  reward 
on  January  9th  of  this  year.  For  many  years  he  had  been  the  Chair- 
man of  this  Committee  and  a  review  of  the  reports  submitted  by  him 
is  perhaps  the  best  illustration  of  his  knowledge  of  the  conditions 
in  our  Grand  jurisdiction  and  that  he  patterned  his  life  on  the 
highest  masonic  principles.  Your  Committee  would  be  most  neglect- 
ful if  it  did  not  pay  tribute  to  him  for  the  marked  contribution  he 
made  at  all  times  to  our  Grand  jurisdiction.  It  is  significant  that 
he  completed  his  report  to  the  Grand  Chapter  Convocation  in  1949 
with  the  following,  which  we  believe  exemplifies  his  thoughts  and 
actions: 

"Motives  are  seeds 

From  which,  at  times,  spring  deeds 

Not  equal  to  the  soul's  outreaching  hope. 

Strive  for  the  stars! 

Count  not  "well  done"  but  "best"! 

Then,  with  brave  patience,  leave  the  rest 

To  Him  Who  knows, 

He'll  judge  you  justly,  'ere  the  record  close." 
It  is  well  recognized  that  the  information  upon  which  this  Com- 
mittee prepares  its  report  is  gleaned  from  reports  submitted  by  the 
various  Grand  Superintendents,  together  with  information  procured 
from  the  Grand  Chapter  Office  and  other  Grand  Chapter  Com- 
mittees. From  the  material  obtained  in  this  connection  we  can 
rejoice  that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  progression  in  every  phase 
of  our  activities.  Furthermore,  we  have  formed  the  opinion  that 
there  has  been  rekindled  a  fire  of  enthusiasm  throughout  the  Grand 
jurisdiction  which  must  be  maintained  and  thus  enable  us  to  con- 
stantly experience  the  joy  of  achievement. 

Your  Committee  observes  that  all  Chapters  but  three  have  had 
new  admissions  during  the  year  thereby  enabling  Degrees  to  be 
conferred  at  regular  and  emergent  meetings.  The  Grand  Superin- 
tendents all  report  that  the  Degree  work  is  of  the  highest  quality, 
although  in  some  instances  corrections  have  been  necessary  to  attain 
proper  uniformity.  Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  all 
Chapter  Officers  continually  study  the  "Manual  of  Instructions" 
readily  available  through  the  Grand  Chapter  Office  and  accepted 
by  this  Grand  jurisdiction  in  1947.  Such  a  practice  would  we  believe 
not  only  bring  about  a  continual  degree  of  efficiency  among  the 
respective  officers  but  would  also  help  to  maintain  the  desired 
uniformity  in  the  work  of  all  Chapters.  We  would  also  suggest  that 
all  Chapters  investigate  carefully  and  utilize  every  opportunity  of 
conferring  Degrees  with  the  prescribed  musical  ritual.     Any  Chap- 
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ters  not  fully  acquainted  with  the  musical  requirements  accepted 
1)\  this  Grand  Chapter,  an  inquiry  directed  to  the  Grand  Scribe  "E" 
will  bring  forth  the  necessary  information.  Your  Committee  believes 
that  musical  ritual  adds  much  to  the  beauty  of  the  respective 
Degrees. 

While  \ve  have  observed  attendance  at  Chapters  maintains  a 
level  similar  to  that  of  past  years  yet  we  are  constrained  to  say  that 
a  marked  improvement  is  necessary,  because  this  is  a  sure  barometer 
by  which  Chapter  progression  and  enthusiasm  may  be  determined. 
We  believe  that  small  attendances  at  Chapter  Convocations  are 
brought  about  in  the  main  by  First  Principals  failing  to  open  Chap- 
ters on  time  thereby  resulting  in  Companions  being  retained  until 
a  late  hour.  We  would,  therefore,  not  only  urge  promptness  in  open- 
ing but  First  Principals  should  plan  all  meetings  thoroughly  so  that 
not  only  is  business  conducted  with  despatch  thus  permitting  De- 
grees to  commence  at  an  early  hour,  but  ample  time  is  left  for  a 
period  of  social  discourse,  which  we  feel  will  undoubtely  stimulate 
the  interest  of  all  Companions.  We  would  also  urge  that  wherever 
possible  arrangements  be  made  for  an  interchange  of  Chapter  visit- 
ations. Your  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  previous  recommendations 
on  this  important  matter  have  been  to  a  great  extent  negelected. 
Such  visitations  accomplish  much  and  have  a  tendency  to  increase 
interest  and  attendance. 

Your  Committee  has  been  pleased  to  note  that  many  districts 
hold  Divine  Services.  In  some  instances,  however,  District  Divine 
Services  are  not  possible  due  to  the  geographical  position  of  the 
various  Chapters.  Your  Committee,  therefore,  would  suggest  that  in 
such  cases  an  Annual  Divine  Service  be  sponsored  in  the  particular 
areas  in  which  the  Chapters  are  located,  but  the  importance  of 
excellent  attendances  must  never  be  underestimated. 

Your  Committee  has  observed  that  some  Chapters  have  not 
acted  upon  the  resolution  passed  by  this  Grand  Chapter  that  the 
minimum  fee  for  Exaltation  be  $30.00.  Chapters  in  this  category 
should  note  that  an  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  has  amended 
Chapter  Bylaws  in  this  regard  automatically  Section  290A.  We  also 
observe  that  annual  Dues  in  too  many  Chapters  range  from  two 
dollars  to  five  dollars.  Without  any  desire  to  trespass  upon  the 
rights  of  constituent  Chapters  we  would,  however,  earnestly  urge 
these  Chapters  to  consider  very  carefully  the  question  of  an  increase 
in  annual  Dues  because  we  find  it  difficult  to  understand  how  they 
can  meet  ordinary  expenses  based  on  the  small  income  derived  from 
this  source.  It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  all  Chapters 
should  endeavour  to  keep  their  expenses  not  in  excess  of  the  amount 
received  by  way  of  annual  Dues  thereby  enabling  a  surplus  or  con- 
tingent fund  to  be  built  through  the  medium  of  exaltation  fees. 
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NOTE 

Just  to  digress  at  this  point,  we  have  noted  the  Membership 
Committee  in  its  report  refers  to  the  number  of  Companions  being 
suspended  for  nonpayment  of  Dues  who  have  held  membership  for 
a  period  ranging  from  25  to  43  years. 

If  Chapters  had  a  healthy  Reserve  or  Contingent  Fund  it  would 
certainly  enable  them  to  act  on  the  suggestion  made  by  the  Member- 
ship Committee  that  Companions  who  have  held  membership  for 
long  periods  should  not  be  suspended  for  non-payment  of  Dues 
but  rather  carried  by  payment  of  Grand  Chapter  per  capita  from 
the  Reserve  or  Contingent  Fund. 

We  have  noted  with  pleasure  that  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  Wel- 
fare Committee  of  the  Toronto  Districts  has  continued  its  excellent 
work  in  transporting  mothers  and  children  to  Bronte  Camp  for  the 
Toronto  City  Mission,  and  regularly  supplies  comforts  and  enter- 
tainment for  First  World  War  veterans  confined  to  the  Red  Chevron 
Hospital  in  Toronto.  Furthermore,  it  has  now  accepted  the  responsi- 
bility of  visiting  out-of-town  Royal  Arch  Masons  confined  to  hospi- 
tals in  Toronto  or  its  vicinity.  We  express  the  highest  commendation 
for  this  great  example  of  Masonic  benevolence. 

We  would  also  express  appreciation  and  congratulations  to  the 
Grand  Superintendents  for  the  contribution  they  have  made  during 
their  term  of  office.  As  an  example  of  their  fidelity  and  zeal  to  Grand 
Chapter,  and  acceptance  and  knowledge  of  their  responsibilities,  we 
quote  the  following  excerpt  from  a  Grand  Superintendent's  report: 

'  Throughout  the  District  I  am  impressed  with  the  following 
favourable  aspects: 

"An  attitude  of  co-operation  and  loyalty  to  the  policy  and  suggestions  of 
Grand  Chapter. 

Definite  preparation  and  endeavour  on  the  part  of  officers  to  confer 
Degrees  accurate  and  impressively. 

Continued  guidance  and  assistance  being  given  to  constituent  Chapters  by 
Past  Superintendents  and  Principals. 

A  large  number  of  new  members  qualified  by  age  and  ability  to  give  valu- 
able assistance  and  enterprising  leadership  when  the  opportunity  and 
need  arises. 

I  have  urged  the  various  Chapters  to  give  adequate  consideration  to  such 

details  as  the  thoughtful  selection  of  officers;  to  utilizing  the  services  of 

every  member  in  some  capacity;  to  providing  supplemental  instruction  in 

regard  to  the  historical  background,  symbolism  and  ultimate  goal  of  each 

degree;  to  participate  in  other  activities  in  addition  to  that  of  conferring 

Degrees,  and  to  maintain  an  adequate  organization  of  Chapter  members  for 

stimulating  attendance  and  augmenting  Chapter  membership." 

This  Grand  Superintendent  also  gave  addresses  on  such  subjects  as: 

Some  Moral  Lessons  of  the  Mark  Master  Mason's  Degree";  "Royal 

Arch    Ideals    in    contrast    to    Materialistic    Objectives",    and    Four 

Qualities  that  should  characterize  a  Royal  Arch  Mason." 

The  records  perused  in  the  office  of  the  Grand  Scribe  "E"  lead 
us  to  voice  praise  and  commendation  to  the  Scribes  "E"  and  Trea- 
surers of  the  constituent  Chapters.  However,  here  again  your  Com- 
mittee would  urge  that  First  Principals  and  Scribes  "E"  collaborate 
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so  that  Chapter  returns  are  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Scribe  "E"  on 
or  before  January  31st  of  each  year,  which  is  a  requirement  under 
the  Constitution.  Your  Committee  found,  for  instance,  that  the 
Grand  Scribe  "E"  received  56  returns  over  the  period  from  February 
7th  to  March  31st  last.  This  makes  it  most  difficult  for  the  various 
reports  to  be  prepared  and  made  available  for  the  Grand  Chapter 
Convocation. 

Your  Committee  furthermore  noted  with  pride  that  44  Chapters 
spent  a  total  of  $2,198.63  from  their  funds  for  benevolent  purposes 
and  we  believe  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  one  Chapter  expended  $440. 
in  this  great  field  of  Masonic  endeavour.  We  believe  at  this  time 
it  is  necessary  to  remind  Chapters  that  the  field  of  Masonic  bene- 
volence is  not  covered  alone  by  the  granting  of  financial  assistance 
but  includes  special  attention  to  those  Companions  who  suffer 
because  of  physical  or  mental  illness.  Regular  visitations  by  mem- 
bers of  Chapter  Sick  Visiting  Committees  are  essential  and  First 
Principals  should  constantly  supervise  this  phase  of  Chapter  activ- 
ities to  insure  that  no  Companion  confined  to  hospital  or  home 
because  of  illness,  is  neglected. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  large  majority  of  Chapters 
have  adequate  Fire  Insurance  but  there  are  a  few  who  have  neglected 
to  consider  the  advice  or  recommendation  of  previous  Committees 
and  to  them  we  would  urge  that  this  important  matter  be  acted 
upon  immediately. 

Your  Committee  in  its  review  has  found  that  the  past  year  has 
been  full  of  conscientious  service  and  sincere  endeavours  to  promul- 
gate Masonic  principles  in  their  true  and  fullest  sense.  Everywhere 
there  seems  to  be  a  greater  unfolding  and  practical  application  of 
the  principles  and  tenets  which  are  the  very  essence  of  our  great 
fraternity  thereby  pointing  to  a  bright  and  hopeful  future. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  desires  to  particularly  express 
its  thanks  and  appreciation  to  Most  Excellent  Companion  John  A. 
M.  Taylor,  the  Grand  First  Principal  for  the  magnificent  contri- 
bution he  has  made  to  Grand  Chapter  during  his  first  year  of  office. 
We  have  observed  his  unselfish  devotion  to  his  responsibilities  and 
the  stimulus  he  has  given  throughout  the  Grand  jurisdiction  is 
surely  a  challenge  to  all  of  us  to  emulate  him  in  the  sphere  of  activity 
of  our  respective  Chapters  and  Grand  Chapter  generally.  He  has, 
indeed,  endeared  himself  to  the  Companions  of  this  and  other 
Grand  Chapters. 

We  also  express  our  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  Grand 
Scribe  "E",  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  F.  J.  Johnson  for  the  diligent  and  thor- 
ough manner  in  which  he  has  discharged  the  manifold  responsibil- 
ities of  his  important  office  and  his  kindly  co-operation  and  helpful- 
ness to  this  Committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  GRAND  Z's. 

ADDRESS 

To  the  Most  Excellent,  the  Grand  Z,  Officers  and  Members  of  the 

Grand  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada. 
Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions:— 

Your  Committee  has  reviewed  the  address  of  our  Grand  First 
Principal,  Most  Excellent  Companion  John  A.  M.  Taylor,  and  joins 
with  him  in  his  Greetings  to  our  distinguished  guests  and  in  his 
welcome  to  our  Grand  Master,  Most  Worshipful  Brother  Joseph 
A.  Hearn. 

In  his  expressions  of  loyalty  and  allegance  to  Her  Majesty  our 
Gracious  Queen  he  has  voiced  the  thoughts  of  every  Companion  in 
this  Grand  Jurisdiction  and  we  proudly  commend  his  action  in  for- 
warding through  official  channels  an  appropriate  resolution  to  Her 
Majesty.  , 

We  unite  with  our  Grand  First  Principal  in  his  words  of  sym- 
pathy for  all  who  mourn  the  loss  of  loved  ones— Companions  who 
"walked  with  us  this  majestic  highway  of  life  and  now  have  passed 
from  our  sight."  We  are  reminded  that  because  wre  need  them  so 
greatly  we  mourn  their  loss  so  keenly,  and  Ave  share  in  his  hope  that 
their  examples  will  be  patterns  and  incentives  for  the  emulation 
of  all  who  come  after. 

Most  Excellent  Companion  Taylor  has  made  many  visitations 
and  attended  various  meetings  in  this  and  other  Grand  Jurisdictions. 
These  meetings  enhance  the  esteem  in  which  our  Grand  Body  is 
held.  Wrhile  we  may  envy  his  energy,  we  note  his  accomplishments. 
Dedications,  presentation  of  jewels,  district  meetings  and  Anniver- 
sary Convocations  demand  special  attention,  but  your  Committee 
expresses  the  hope  that  our  Companions  will  bear  in  mind  that 
there  is  a  limit  to  the  time  and  health  of  Our  Grand  Z. 

We  endorse  his  words  of  commendation  of  the  Toronto  Welfare 
Committee  in  providing  transportation  for  needy  children  and  assist- 
ance to  the  aged  and  infirm. 

Our  Grand  First  Principal  expresses  his  desire  to  increase  the 
Victory  Thanksgiving  Fund  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  and  your  Com- 
mittee approves  his  action  in  referring  this  matter  to  the  Grand 
Executive  and  Grand  Chapter  for  consideration. 

Your  Committee  notes  with  pleasure  Our  Grand  Z's  comments 
on  Masonic  Church  Services  and  agrees  that  from  such  meetings 
can  come  the  greatest  inspiration  and  help  to  us  all. 

We  congratulate  our  Veteran  Companions  who  have  had  con- 
ferred on  them  jewels  as  tribute  of  long  and  faithful  service. 

Your  Committee  approves  of  our  Grand  Z's  recommendation 
that  R.  Ex.  Comp.  B.  F.  Nott  be  elected  to  honourary  membership 
in  our  Grand  Executive  and  recommends  that  Grand  Chapter 
concur. 

Your  Committee  is  pleased  to  approve  the  action  of  our  Grand 
First  Principal  in  conferring  the  rank  of  a  Past  Z,  upon  our  Grand 
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Master,  Most  Worshipful  Brother  Joseph  A.  Hearn.  We  join  in 
this  tribute  to  our  Grand  Master  knowing  that  this  is  a  further  link 
in  that  great  chain  of  Masonic  good  will  and  fraternal  regard  bind- 
ing together  our  Grand  Lodge  and  our  Grand  Chapter. 

The  dispensations  granted  by  Most  Excellent  Companion 
Taylor  appear  to  be  in  order,  and  subject  to  the  power  conferred 
on  the  Grand  Z,  are  confirmed. 

Your  Committee  approves  the  appointments  by  our  Grand  First 
Principal  of  Grand  Representatives  of  other  Grand  Chapters  near 
this  Grand  Body  and  compliments  him  on  his  selections. 

Your  Committee  is  pleased  to  note  that  no  rulings  were  required 
during  the  past  year  and  concurs  in  his  recommendation  that  the 
rulings  of  past  years  be  codified  and  made  readily  available  for 
future  use. 

We  have  perused  his  report  on  the  Seventh  Annual  Conference 
of  Grand  Chapters  and  note  interesting  papers  were  presented  and 
that  its  sphere  of  greater  service  is  to  be  enlarged  through  the  efforts 
of  a  Special  Committee. 

Your  Committee  approves  the  action  of  our  Grand  Z,  in  making 
a  grant  of  $50.00  to  the  Canadian  Masonic  Research  Association 
and  recommends  same  to  Grand  Chapter  for  approval.  Research 
efforts  in  Masonry  should  not  be  nullified  through  lack  of  financing 
and  any  contribution  made  by  our  Grand  Chapter  will  materially 
assist. 

We  agree  with  our  Grand  First  Principal  that  Notices  of  Motion 
must  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution  of  Grand 
Chapter. 

Our  Grand  Z  draws  our  attention,  and  rightly  so,  to  the  neces- 
sity of  Liability  Insurance  similar  to  a  plan  approved  by  our  Grand 
Lodge.  We  concur  in  his  recommendation  that  a  Special  Committee 
be  appointed  to  report  on  this  important  matter  and  recommends 
that  Grand  Chapter  approve. 

A  year  ago  this  Grand  Body  appointed  a  special  committee  to 
report  on  the  observance  of  our  Centenary  Convocation  and  Most 
Excellent  Companion  Taylor  now  recommends  that  a  complete 
history  of  this  Grand  Chapter  since  1857,  be  prepared.  In  this  we 
concur. 

Our  Grand  Z,  experienced  great  difficulty  during  the  past  year 
through  the  loss  by  death  and  illness  of  four  Committee  Chairmen 
and  the  Grand  Auditor.  We  congratulate  him  on  his  choice  of 
temporary  Chairman  and  Auditor. 

An  innovation  during  the  past  year  was  a  new  nomination  form 
and  specially  designated  envelope  for  election  of  officers  in  this 
Grand  Chapter.  This  appears  to  be  an  improvement  on  the  former 
system,  and  we  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Z  that 
this  new  plan  be  continued. 

Your  Committee  recognizes  the  contribution  made  by  Most 
Excellent  Companion  Taylor  as  our  Grand  First  Principal.  Against 
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those  false  doctrines  which  deny  the  existenee  of  a  Supreme  Being, 
which  seek  to  upset  the  spiritual  balance  of  men's  minds  under  the 
pretense  of  caring  for  man's  welfare  and  which  tend  to  enslave  all 
in  the  design  for  world  domination,  our  Grand  Z  points  to  the  "Way 
of  Life"  based  on  spiritual  values,  the  secret  of  Masonry. 

We  congratulate  him  on  his  informative  address.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal  Z.,  Officers  and 

Members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada 
Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  for 
the  year  ending  February  28th,  1954. 

It  is  a  matter  of  deep  regret  that  this  Committee  has  to  report 
the  untimely  passing  mid-way  through  the  year  of  R.  E.  Comp. 
Ken.  Carrie,  whose  steady  and  kindly  hand  has  guided  the  helm  of 
this  Committee  for  the  past  number  of  years.  A  loss  also  has  been 
suffered  in  the  death  of  our  Auditor,  Comp.  F.  A.  R.  MacFadden. 

We  pay  to  these  devoted  Members  of  our  Craft  unstinted 
tribute  for  all  their  efforts  and  particularly  those  which  were  beyond 
the  ordinary  scopes  of  their  respective  activities. 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  and 
the  Auditor  for  the  year  ending  February  28,  1954,  have  been  re- 
viewed by  this  Committee  and  are  now  being  submitted  to  this 
Grand  Body  for  consideration.  It  is  our  opinion  that  these  reports 
present  a  full,  complete  and  accurate  state  of  the  financial  affairs 
of  this  Grand  Chapter  and  we  recommend  them  for  your  approval. 

Exhibit  "A"  is  a  Balance  Sheet  showing  all  assets  and  all  liabil- 
ities of  Grand  Chapter.  It  includes  all  of  the  funds  which  are  en- 
trusted to  and  over  which  Grand  Chapter  has  any  control. 

The  undipped  coupons  amounting  to  $55.00,  are  coupons 
which  were  attached  to  bonds  Avhich  had  been  purchased  before  the 
close  of  the  year  but  had  not  been  actually  delivered  to  our  custody 
until  after  the  close  of  the  year.  In  order  to  account  for  them,  they 
were  shown  as  set  forth  in  the  Statement  of  Assets. 

It  will  be  noted  that  rather  a  substantial  amount,  namely, 
$805.81  is  owing  by  the  constituent  Chapters.     In  comparison  with 
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similar  items  during  the  past  three  years,  this  amount  is  on  the 
increase.  It  would  very  materially  assist  in  the  finances  of  Grand 
Chapter  if,  and  we  urge,  that  the  constituent  Chapters  make  their 
remittances  more  promptly. 

Among  the  liabilities  you  will  note  that  there  is  an  unexpended 
reserve  of  $998.70.  This  is  made  up  of  an  appropriation  set  aside 
for  Masonic  Education  amounting  to  $951.47  and  $47.70  for  Disting- 
uished Service  Medals.  Notwithstanding  of  this  reserve,  a  further 
appropriation  of  $500  is  being  included  in  the  estimates  for  Edu- 
cation for  the  coming  year. 

The  details  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Victory 
Thanksgiving  Benevolent  fund,  the  Life  Membership  fund,  the 
Centennial  fund  and  the  Chapters'  Life  Membership  fund  are  set 
out  in  Schedule  1,  2,  3,  and  4  of  Exhibit  "B"  and  scarcely  need  any 
comment.  You  will  note  that  the  income  account  of  the  Victory 
Thanksgiving  Fund  has  increased  by  unspent  accrued  interest  to  the 
extent  of  $666.55.  The  Centennial  fund  should,  we  believe,  have 
$1000.00  allocated  as  its  contribution  for  next  year  and  this  Com- 
mittee so  recommends  as  is  indicated  in  the  estimates  below. 

The  comparative  revenue  and  expenditure  account  marked 
Exhibit  "B"  is  worthy  of  some  comment.  The  actual  revenue  ex- 
ceeds the  estimated  revenue  by  $2118.76.  The  actual  expenses  are 
less  than  the  estimated  expenses  by  $1550.12.  This  shows  quite 
clearly  that  all  available  sources  of  revenue  were  utilized  and  the 
expenditures  were  kept  well  within  bounds. 

The  office  assistant  to  our  Scribe  E.  is  a  person  of  experience 
who  is  very  faithful  and  performs  her  duties  well.  There  is  every 
indication  that  in  the  Scribe  E's  office  matters  which  she  cannot 
avoid  hearing  because  of  its  layout,  are  treated  by  her  with  the  ut- 
most confidence.  An  analysis  of  her  salary  indicates  that  her  gross 
pay  is  $37.50  per  week.  In  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  this  is 
not  having  regard  to  prevailing  secretarial  wages  and  adequate 
compensation.  The  duties  are  such  that  every  applicant  could  not 
fulfil  satisfactorily.  For  the  oncoming  year,  this  Committee  recom- 
mends that  her  salary  be  increased  to  $2200.00  per  year. 

Postage  occupies  a  considerable  portion  of  the  miscellaneous 
expenditures  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  Altogether  the  actual  expenses 
under  this  heading  amounted  to  $833.17  for  the  year  just  ended.  Of 
this  amount,  $713.47  covers  telephone,  office  supplies  and  multi- 
graphing.  The  increase  in  postage  will  necessitate  an  increase  in  the 
estimate  for  this  item  to  $1200.00. 

Your  Committee  appointed  a  Sub-committee  consisting  of  R.  E. 
Comp.  Mel.  S.  Gooderham,  M.E.  Comp.  R.  V.  Conover  and  R.  E. 
Comp.  Andrew  Tannahill  to  consider  economies  in  the  publication 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  proceedings.  After  some  research,  this  Sub- 
committee reported  that  some  $300.00  could  be  lopped  off  the  costs 
of  printing.  In  estimating  the  allotment  for  printing  for  the  next 
year,  this  economy  has  been  taken  into  account  but  there  will  be 
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some  additional  printing  items  which  will  use  up  part  of  this  saving. 

Last  year  you  were  asked  to  approve  a  small  grant  of  $50.00  to 
the  Canadian  Masonic  Research  Association.  Once  again  the  Com- 
mittee is  asking  you  to  approve  a  similar  contribution  for  next  year. 

We  submit  for  your  approval  the  following  estimates  of 
Revenue  and  Expenditure  for  the  fiseal  year  ending  February  28th, 
1955.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FRATERNAL  DEAD 

To  the  Most  Excellent,  the  Grand  First  Principal  Z,  Officers  and 
Members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

Your  Executive  Committee  through  the  Committee  on  Fra- 
ternal Dead  begs  to  submit  the  following  report.  Regret  illness  of  Rt. 
Ex.  Comp.  W.  G.  Blackwell. 

Over  the  years  the  remembrance,  by  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  assembled  in  Annual  Convocation 
with  their  guests,  of  those  Companions  who  have  finished  their 
course,  has  become  an  integral  part  of  its  proceedings. 

There  are  few  characteristics  of  human  life  which  keep  us 
intent  on  our  common  heritage  as  does  the  knowledge  of  its  begin- 
ning and  its  goal.  We  believe  it  to  be  happily  true  of  us  gathered 
here  to-day,  and  of  those  whose  memory  is  dear  to  us,  that  we  have 
been  bound  more  closely  in  the  bundle  of  life  by  a  common  con- 
viction that  it  is  good  for  us  to  dwell  together  in  the  earthly  temples 
of  the  God  whom  we  worship. 

In  the  dedication  of  our  lives  to  the  service  of  our  God,  and  in 
the  sharing  of  that  service  in  our  daily  walk  and  conversation,  we 
have  entered  into  a  joy  which  has  deepened  with  the  passing  years. 
As  the  fellowship  which  our  Convocations  engender  becomes  thus 
more  significant,  so  the  sense  of  life's  purposefulness,  which  is  born 
of  the  knowledge  that  we  come  from  God  and  go  to  God,  imparts 
to  us  that  serenity  and  steadfastness  which  ought  to  be  outstanding 
among  those  characteristics  that  mark  us  for  what  we  are  in  the  eyes 
of  the  world.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION 
AND  INSTRUCTION 

To  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  First  Principal,  the  Officers  and 
Companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 

of  Canada. 

Your  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Grand  Council,  the  Past 
Grand  Z's  and  Rt.  Ex.  Companions  W.  S.  M.  Enouy  and  J.  H. 
Coleman,  held  one  meeting  during  the  year  on  December  15,  1953, 
when  the  matter  of  the  instructions  to  Grand  Superintendents  was 
discussed  at  length.  Because  of  the  size  and  personnel  of  this 
Committee,  it  is  difficult  to  arrange  for  full  meetings  so  much  of  the 
work  of  conference  has  to  be  done  by  correspondence. 

As  an  outcome  of  the  deliberations  and  correspondence,  a  re- 
vised pamphlet  of  "Instructions  to  Grand  Superintendents"  has 
been  approved  by  the  Grand  Z  and  will  be  available  at  this  Grand 
Convocation. 

The  question  of  the  material  comprising  the  "kit"  given  each 
new  Grand  Superintendent  as  he  assumes  office  has  been  carefully 
reviewed.  Sufficient  material  is  available  to  complete  these  kits  for 
this  Grand  Convocation.  The  general  reaction  of  this  year's  Grand 
Superintendents  to  the  present  kits  and  instructions  was  favourable, 
and  even  enthusiastic  as  to  its  usefulness  and  helpfulness,  and  many 
expressed  the  desirability  of  continuity  in  presentation.  However, 
there  has  been  suggested  a  thorough  reorientation  of  our  method  of 
instruction  of  these  exceedingly  important  officers.  It  has  been 
pointed  out  that  instruction  must  progress  through  the  Grand 
Superintendents  to  the  First  Principals  of  the  Chapters  and  their 
officers  and  on  to  the  Companions.  Criticism  has  been  expressed 
that  this  is  not  being  accomplished  and  that  the  Companions  and 
Officers  in  the  Chapters  are  not  receiving  the  information  and  in- 
spiration needed  to  cause  them  to  undertake  responsibilities  and 
develop  leadership  training  in  the  Chapter  itself.  Attention  has 
also  been  directed  to  the  necessity  of  requiring  a  more  detailed  report 
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from  each  Grand  Superintendent  on  all  the  particulars  concerning 
the  Chapters  in  his  District,  such  as  details  of  his  visitation,  number 
of  all  convocations  held  during  the  year  (regular  and  special),  the 
attendances,  finances,  condition  of  records,  insurance,  condition  of 
equipment,  robes,  ritual  and  work,  attendance  of  officers  during 
the  year,  and  recommendations  for  improvement  of  conditions  in 
each  Chapter,  all  of  which  may  lead  to  the  adoption  of  a  more  ex- 
tended form  of  report. 

Matters  connected  with  "Education  and  Instruction"  have 
been  discussed  from  time  to  time  in  the  meetings  of  the  Advisory 
Committee  of  Past  Grand  Z's  with  the  Grand  Council,  which  of 
necessity  are  more  frequent  than  meetings  of  individual  committees. 

In  the  report  of  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee  to  Grand 
Chapter  last  year,  reference  was  made  to  a  special  pamphlet  approv- 
ed by  the  Conference  of  Canadian  Grand  Chapters,  which  was  con- 
sidered as  an  helpful  aid  to  Master  Masons  in  the  better  appreciation 
of  the  philosophy,  teachings,  legend,  and  connection  with  Craft 
Masonry  as  the  completion  of  the  Master  Mason's  degree  as  found 
in  the  Holy  Royal  Arch.  Grand  Chapter  approved  the  report  and 
the  recommendation  that  this  material  as  presented  should  be 
printed  in  a  pamphlet,  with  extra  copies,  if  required,  for  the  use  of 
other  Grand  Chapters  in  Canada,  for  information  of  Craft  Masons 
interested  in  Capitular  Masonry  or  the  "Royal  Craft." 

This  pamphlet  has  received  a  mixed  reception,  ranging  from 
enthusiasm  and  complete  approbation  to  definite  criticism  of  specific 
portions  which  were  felt  capable  of  being  misconstrued. 

At  the  request  of  our  Grand  Z,  your  Chairman,  after  consul- 
tation, compiled  a  revised  second  edition  of  the  pamphlet  to  meet 
such  criticisms  as  might  fairly  be  construed  as  in  the  interests  of  all 
the  Masonic  family,  without  the  sacrifice  of  what  are  considered  the 
fundamental  traditional  "landmarks"  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch. 

In  compliance  with  this  direction,  the  Chairman  submits  the 
following  as  the  proposed  2nd  Edition  of  this  informative  pamphlet. 

2nd  EDITION  PAMPHLET  ROYAL  ARCH  MASONRY 

The  purpose  of  this  Pamphlet  is  to  provide  information  which 
may  be  helpful  in  increasing  interest  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 
Capitular,  or  Royal  Arch,  Masonry  provides  the  additional  cere- 
monies which  round  out  and  complete  the  Master  Mason's  Degree 
and,  together  with  the  three  degrees  of  the  "Symbolic"  Lodge,  con- 
stitute Ancient  Craft  Masonry. 

Every  Brother  who  has  sought  the  Light  of  Freemasonry  of 
his  own  free  will  and  accord  and  has  been  raised  to  the  Sublime 
Degree  of  a  Master  Mason,  has  been  rewarded  by  receiving  one  of 
the  highest  honours  to  which  he  will  attain  in  this  life.  He  is  a 
member  of  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  honourable  of  all  fraternal 
fellowships.  Clothed  in  his  Master  Mason's  Apron,  he  is  welcomed 
in  all  regular  Masonic  Craft  Lodges  around  the  world.    While  others 
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may  wear  decorations  and  jewels  which  indicate  distinguished 
service  which  go  with  office  or  long  years  of  membership  young 
and  old  still  are  most  proud  of  their  Mother  Lodge,  and  their  attain- 
ment to  full  standing  as  Master  Masons  among  their  brethren. 

None  but  Master  Masons  who  have  entered  fully  into  that  ex- 
perience, with  all  its  allegorical  teachings  can  adequately  appreciate 
the  inner  satisfaction  which  fills  the  mind  and  soul  of  the  candidate 
thus  reunited  with  the  companions  of  his  former  toil.  Some  may 
be  disturbed  that  the  sequence  of  unfortunate  circumstances  have 
deprived  them  of  the  opportunity  of  sharing  as  fully  as  did  our  first 
three  Grand  Masters  in  knowledge  and  understanding  and  partic- 
ularly in  the  genuine  secrets.  Others  are  qiute  content  with  the 
revelation  of  truth  as  vouchsafed  to  the  Master  Mason  and  with 
their  individual  interpretations  of  its  hidden  mysteries. 

Early  in  Ancient  Craft  Masonry,  (our  traditional  Masonic 
Mother),  the  Grand  Lodges  of  England,  "Modern"  and  "Ancients" 
as  they  were  called,  had  provided  for  the  Masters  in  their  Lodges, 
a  further  revelation  of  Truth  and  the  sharing  of  the  "True  Word" 
in  the  "Degree"  or  "Order"  of  the  "Holy  Royal  Arch." 

In  1813,  when  these  Grand  Lodges  merged  to  form  the  United 
Grand  Lodge  of  England,  they  adopted  a  firm  and  solid  landmark, 
being  the  second  of  the  twenty-one  "Articles  of  Union"  to  guide 
Masons  throughout  the  world  forever  on  this  matter  as  follows: 

"It  is  declared  and  pronounced  that  pure  Ancient  Masonry 
consists  of  three  degrees,  and  no  more;  viz,  those  of  the  Entered 
Apprentice,  the  Fellowcraft  and  the  Master  Mason,  including  the 
Supreme  Order  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch." 

This  landmark  has  never  been  changed  and  to  this  day  no  other 
degree  has  been  officially  recognized  by  the  United  Grand  Lodge, 
thus  showing  the  importance  of  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  in  the 
Masonic  System.  As  the  authenticated  completion  of  the  Master 
Mason's  degree,  the  Supreme  Degree  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch  is  for 
Ancient  Craft  Masonry  the  authorized  source  from  which  the 
Master  Mason  should  seek  to  receive  and  to  share  the  Master's  word 
as  traditionally  was  done  by  the  original  three  Grand  Masters  when 
their  number  was  complete. 

As  an  illustration  of  the  importance  placed  upon  this  matter  by 
this  "fountain-head"  of  Masonry,  the  following  is  quoted  from  the 
Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  England,  January  1952: 

"We  have  for  generations  held  that  the  Holy  Royal  Arch  is  ^n 
integral  part  of  Masonic  progress,  and  is,  indeed,  the  climax  of 
Masonry.  We  hold  that  every  Master  Mason,  if  thought  worthy  by 
his  brethren,  should  be  given  the  opportunity  of  thus  completing 
the  Third  Degree.  So  we  do  all  we  can  to  make  it  possible  for  them 
to  enter  the  Order  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch,  among  their  Masonic 
friends  and  with  every  reasonable  chance  of  rising  in  due  course  to 
the  Chairs  of  their  Chapter. 
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We  find  that  those  who  are  already  in  the  Order  arc  not  slow 
to  attract  into  it  those  whom  they  consider  likely  to  be  worthy  of  it." 

Capitular,  or  Royal  Arch,  Masonry,  in  the  Jurisdictions  of  the 
several  (.rand  Chapters  in  Canada,  (with  one  exception),  consists  of 
three  degrees,  the  Mark  Master  Mason,  the  Most  Excellent  Master 
Mason  and  the  Supreme  Degree  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch. 

To  those  who  have  an  interest  in  Masonic  philosophy  or  ritual, 
the  Capitular  Degrees  will  have  a  particular  appeal.  They  contain 
no  abstruse  philosophy  or  nnintelligle  doctrines,  but  do  contain 
simple,  plain  statements  of  Truth,  easily  understandable  and  helpful 
in  our  relations  to  life. 

The  following  brief  outline  of  the  scope  and  purpose  of  the 
progressive  steps  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  of  necessity,  only  a  fleet- 
ing glimpse  of  the  panorama  that  has  its  beginning  obscured  by  the 
mists  of  antiquity  and  its  ending  veiled  in  that  far  distant  country 
from  whose  bourne  no  traveller  ever  returns. 

CAPITULAR  DEGREES  OF  THE 
CHAPTER  OF  ROYAL  ARCH  MASONRY 
MARK  MASTER  DEGREE 

The  degree  of  Mark  Master  is  the  first  of  the  Capitular  degrees 
and  is  one  of  great  importance.  It  is  illustrative  of  the  Fellowcraft 
degree  and  some  writers  assert  that  at  one  time  it  formed  a  part  of 
that  degree. 

It  explains  the  manner  in  which  the  operative  craftsmen  engaged 
in  the  building  of  King  Solomon's  Temple  were  known  and  dis- 
tinguished in  receiving  their  wages. 

The  traditions  of  Freemasonry  inform  us  that  at  the  building 
of  the  Temple  of  Solomon,  the  order  of  Mark  Masters  was  selected 
from  the  great  body  of  Craftsmen,  of  which  there  were  two  divisions. 
The  first,  or  higher  class,  worked  in  the  quarries  in  "hewing,  squar- 
ing and  numbering"  the  stones,  as  explained  in  our  lectures.  Each 
craftsman  identified  the  work  he  had  completed  by  placing  thereon 
his  personal  mark.  Hence  this  class  of  Craftsmen  were  called  Mark 
Masters  and  received  their  pay  from  the  Senior  Warden. 

The  second  class,  though  predominating  in  numbers,  were 
younger  and  more  inexperienced  men,  with  less  skill  and  knowledge 
and  hence  were  not  entitled  to,  or  in  possession  of,  a  Mark  which 
distinguished  a  Mark  Master.  They  were,  therefore,  given  another 
token  and  received  their  wages  in  the  middle  chamber,  in  the  form 
of  corn,  wine  and  oil,  agreeable  to  the  stipulation  of  King  Solomon 
with  Hiram,  King  of  Tyre. 

Jn  this  degree  important  lessons  are  taught  in  regard  to  honesty 
of  purpose  and  performance  of  actions,  which  lay  the  foundation 
stones   tor   the   character   building   developed   in    the   degrees   that 
follow. 
MOST  EXCELLENT  MASTER  DEGREE 

The  ceremonies  of  this  degree  refer  to  the  completion  and  dedi- 
cation ol  the  First  Temple.       Approximately  seven  and  one  half 
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years  were  consumed  in  its  erection,  and  at  the  completion  of  this 
magnificent  edifice,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  King  Solomon 
should  bestow  some  special  form  of  recognition  upon  the  zealous  and 
skilful  builders  for  the  perfection  of  their  labours. 

To  this  end,  no  greater  evidence  of  approval  and  appreciation 
could  have  been  devised  than  the  honorable  title  of  "Most  Excellent 
Master,"  which  was  bestowed  upon  those  who  had  proved  themselves 
to  be  proficient  and  outstanding  masters  of  their  profession. 

It  was,  therefore,  not  conferred  upon  the  whole  body  of  work- 
men, but  was  limited  to  those  who,  through  diligence  and  industry, 
had  progressed  far  toward  perfection,  and  by  so  doing  had  merited 
recognition  for  their  efficient  and  praiseworthy  efforts. 

The  degree  is  based  upon  Biblical  and  historical  facts  and  is 
presented  in  a  manner  designed  to  carry  nearer  to  completion  that 
character  building,  the  foundations  of  which  were  laid  in  the  pro- 
ceding  degrees. 
THE  SUPREME  DEGREE  OF  THE  HOLY  ROYAL  ARCH 

This  beautiful  degree,  referred  to  as  "the  summit  of  Ancient 
Craft  Masonry,"  was  considered  so  important  in  our  earlier  history 
that  none  but  actual  Masters  of  Craft  Lodges  were  peimitted  to  take 
it.  This  prerequisite  was  considered  a  hardship,  as  it  prevented 
worthy  men  from  participating  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  This  re- 
striction is  not  at  present  effective  in  Canadian  Jurisdictions.  All 
Master  Masons  are  now  eligible  for  membership  in  a  Royal  Arch 
Chapter. 

Chronologically,  the  setting  of  this  degree  is  some  470  years 
from  the  completion  of  the  First  Temple,  as  depicted  in  the  Most 
Excellent  Master  Degree.  The  First  Temple  had  been  destroyed 
and  now  preparations  were  under  way  for  the  building  of  the 
Second  Temple. 

In  the  preparatory  work  for  the  building  of  the  Second  Temple 
many  valuable  relics  belonging  to  the  craft  were  discovered,  a 
knowledge  of  which  was  essential  in  providing  explanatory  answers 
to  various  items  which  up  to  this  time  had  been  hidden  from  the 
vision  of  the  Master  Mason. 

The  central  idea  of  the  entire  system  of  Freemasonry  being  the 
LOSS  and  RECOVERY  of  the  WORD,  the  WORD  is  the  pivotal 
point  about  which  the  entire  system  of  Masonic  Symbolism  revolves. 
"Its  possession  is  the  consummation  of  all  Masonic  knowledge." 
Wherever  there  is  a  "loss"  there  should  be  a  "recovery,"  and  the 
Royal  Arch  Degree  vividly  portrays  that  recovery. 

The  Royal  Arch  Degree  explains  many  things  that  possibly 
were  not  understood  in  the  first  three  degrees.  It  is  not  a  "Higher 
Degree,"  but  the  last  volume  of  the  series  in  a  sublime  story  fulfills 
the  anticipation  of  the  Candidate  that  ultimately  the  "substitute" 
will  become  the  "genuine",  that  the  earnest  searchers  after  Truth 
are  rewarded;  that  darkness  gives  place,  not  to  a  feeble  ray  of  light, 
but  to  the  full  radiance  which  comes  with  the  knowledge  of  the 
attributes  and  the  eternal  Presence  of  God. 
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The  Royal  Arch  stands  as  the  last  of  the  degrees  in  Ancient 
Craft  Masonry  and  no  Master  Mason  is  in  possession  of  all  that 
Ancient  Craft  Masonry  teaches  without  the  Royal  Arch  Degree. 

There  is  no  impropriety  in  inviting  or  urging  a  Master  Mason 
to  complete  his  Masonic  knowledge  by  becoming  a  Royal  Arch 
Mason;  on  the  contrary,  every  Most  Excellent  Master  is  obligated  to 
"dispense  light  and  knowledge  to  uninformed  Brethren."  There 
seems  to  be  no  better  way  of  doing  this  than  by  showing  a  Brother 
how  he  can  join  the  fellowship  of  those  to  whom  the  traditional 
genuine  secrets  have  been  communicated  and  thus  have  attained 
the  Summit  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry. 

The  Chapter  degrees  and  particularly  the  Supreme  Degree  of 
the  Holy  Royal  Arch,  deal  with  the  Spiritual  side  of  life.  To  the 
newly  exalted  Companion  is  revealed  the  full  significance  of  the 
most  important  and  beautiful  lesson  of  the  whole  Masonic 
Structure. 

To  be  a  Master  Mason  is  to  have  the  highest  and  most  honour- 
able degree  that  any  man  can  attain  in  Ancient  Craft  Masonry;  it 
entitles  him  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Craft;  all  the  ac- 
cumulated so-called  Higher  Degrees  do  not  add  anything  to  his 
Masonic  stature.  The  Royal  Arch  is  a  part  of  the  Master  Mason's 
degree— the  summit  of  its  excellencies.  It  is  the  privilege  and 
should  be  the  duty  of  Master  Masons  to  complete  the  Masonic  story, 
told  in  allegory  and  revealed  in  symbolism,  by  receiving  the  Royal 
Arch  Degree. 

Another  matter  which  has  been  referred  to  the  special  attention 
of  the  Chairman,  was  the  re-editing  of  the  third  section  of  "The 
Chapter  Companion,"  a  book  on  Royal  Arch  Masonry  commenced 
over  ten  years  ago  and  completed  and  approved  up  to,  but  not  in- 
cluding, the  concluding  section  on  "The  Name"  which  deals  with 
the  Holy  Royal  Arch  and  the  historical,  symbolical  and  mystical 
significance  of  its  allegory  and  component  parts  as  unfolded  in  our 
ritual  and  drama.  Certain  definite  objections  developed  in  con- 
nection with  some  of  the  symbolic  and  mystical  interpretations  in 
the  manuscript  and  the  former  author  published  this  portion  under 
his  own  copyright,  without  the  approval  of  our  Grand  Chapter.  Sub- 
sequently, the  copyright,  and  the  outstanding  copies  were  purchased 
privately  and  presented  to  our  Grand  Chapter,  who  now  have  the 
title  and  the  power  to  use  as  much  of  the  material  as  is  agreeable  to 
Grand  Chapter.  Work  on  a  thorough  revision  has  proceeded  until 
now  the  completed  manuscript  of  the  proposed  revision  has  been 
typed  and  forwarded  to  our  Grand  Z  and  to  members  of  this  Com- 
mittee, as  far  as  the  number  of  typed  copies  would  permit.  All  will 
ultimately  be  supplied  as  the  copies  are  returned.  It  is  earnestly 
hoped  that  this  work,  which  has  taken  so  much  time  and  effort 
over  a  long  period  of  years,  may  now  be  completed  and  published 
by  our  Grand  Chapter  for  the  education  and  instruction  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  our  Jurisdiction,  for  it  is  written  primarily  in  con- 
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formity  with  the  development  of  our  own  Ritual  and  philosophy  of 
Capitular  Masonry. 

A  request  for  a  change  in  our  Constitution  to  make  mandatory 
the  examination  of  all  Candidates  for  the  Capitular  Degrees  in 
Lodge  and  Chapter,  was  forwarded  to  your  Chairman  and  was  dis- 
cussed fully  with  the  Advisory  Committee  and  Grand  Council,  when 
it  was  pointed  out  that  this  could  not  be  considered  at  this  Grand 
Chapter  Convocation  because  of  lateness  in  filing  the  amendment. 
The  procedure  suggested  was  as  follows: 
FOR  RECEPTION  AS  M.E.M. 

The  Lodge  to  open  in  the  M.M.M.  degree  and  the  Candidate 
examined,— then  retired.  The  Lodge  to  be  closed,  and  then  opened 
in  the  M.E.M.  degree  and  the  Candidate  'Received  as  a  Most  Ex- 
cellent Master.' 

FOR  EXALTATION  TO  SUPREME  DEGREE  OF 
HOLY  ROYAL  ARCH. 

The  Lodge  to  be  opened  in  M.E.M.  degree  and  the  Candidate 
examined.  The  Lodge  to  be  closed.  The  Chapter  to  then  be 
opened  in  the  Royal  Arch  and  the  Candidate  'Exalted.' 

Efficiency  for  both  of  the  above  degrees  to  be  at  the  discretion 
of  the  three  Principals  and  the  Assembly. 

On  presentation  of  Grand  Chapter  Certificates,  candidates  to 
be  examined  in  open  Chapter  as  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

The  view  expressed  at  the  joint  meeting,  however,  was  that  any 
Chapter  now  can  institute  such  a  procedure  but  to  make  it  a  man- 
datory condition  in  all  Chapters  would  not  likely  find  the  necessary 
two-thirds  majority  in  Grand  Chapter  to  amend  the  Constitution. 
All  are  agreed  on  the  desirability  of  more  effectively  impressing  all 
Candidates  with  the  content,  the  intent,  and  the  marvellous  and 
satisfying  conclusion  of  the  Mason's  search  for  "Truth"  and  "The 
Lost  Word,"  but  there  was  no  unanimity  that  this  can  best  be 
accomplished  by  the  memorization  of  the  obligations,  and  profici- 
ency in  answering  the  set  of  questions,  although  a  demonstration  of 
this  proficiency  in  the  presence  of  all  candidates  is  doubtless  of 
great  value. 

Surveying  the  year's  work,  a  great  deal  has  been  done  involving 
considerable  correspondence  to  keep  all  parties  informed  but  there 
still  remains  many  unfinished  ends,  dependent  on  the  meeting  of 
minds  on  the  exceedingly  complex  problems  involved  in  each  man's 
conception  of  the  interpretation,  the  scope  and  mission  of  the  Holy 
Royal  Arch  and  its  connection  with  and  its  contriubtion  to  the 
great  family  of  Masonry.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  MEMBERSHIP 

To  the  Most  Excellent,  the  Grand  First  'Principal,  Officers  and 

Members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of   Canada. 
Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions'. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Grand  Chapter  last  year  the  Most  Excellent, 
the  Grand  First  Principal,  set  an  objective  of  one  thousand  net 
increase  in  our  membership.  While  your  Committee  must  report 
thai  not  quite  fifty  per  cent  of  this  objective  has  been  attained  yet 
we  do  respectfully  suggest  that  statistics  alone  cannot  be  the  yard- 
stick used  to  estimate  the  progression  made  during  the  year.  We 
believe  that  a  wave  of  enthusiasm  among  the  Chapters  of  the  juris- 
diction has  been  brought  about  which  if  maintained  will  ultimately 
result  in  increased  membership  commensurate  with  the  expect- 
ations of  the  most  optimistic  of  any  in  the  Grand  jurisdiction.  In 
the  report  of  the  Grand  "Z"  will  be  found  complete  membership 
statistics  and  your  Committee  urges  all  Companions  to  make  a 
careful  study  thereof  so  that  all  may  become  familiar  with  the 
membership  picture  as  we  now  find  it  at  this  Convocation  of  Grand 
Chapter. 

Your  Committee  having  made  a  careful  analysis  of  the  member- 
ship statistics  feels  that  there  are  phases  of  it  which  are  worthy  of 
special  comment.  That  progress  has  been  made  is  borne  out  by 
the  over-all  increase  in  membership  during  the  past  year  of  477— 
an  increase  of  141  over  the  previous  year.  However,  it  is  important 
to  observe  that  during  the  year  1139  applications  for  Exaltation 
were  received,  75  Affiliations,  and  46  Restorations,  making  a  grand 
total  of  1260,  but  notwithstanding  this  excellent  figure  we  only 
complete  the  year  with  a  net  increase  of  477.  It  is,  therefore, 
equally  important  to  consider  the  serious  matter  of  withdrawals 
and  suspensions  and  in  these  two  categories  we  find  a  loss  in 
membership  this  year  of  383,  and  during  the  past  five  years  a  total 
of  1702.  Surely  we  must  all  agree  that  this  loss  is  a  serious  one 
and  demands  the  very  earnest  attention  of  all  Chapters. 

Your  Committee  finds  that  in  too  many  instances  Companions 
are  suspended  or  are  allowed  to  withdraw  without  any  investigation 
into  the  reasons  therefore.  Moreover,  we  are  respectfully  of  opin- 
ion that  a  Companion  withdraws  or  becomes  suspended  because 
of  non-payment  of  Dues,  only  by  reason  of  having  lost  interest  in 
his  Chapter  or,  perhaps,  has  some  form  of  minor  complaint,  which 
if  known  can  easily  be  rectified  and  his  membership  retained.  A 
call  on  these  Companions,  particularly  by  those  sponsoring  the  ap- 
plications may  result  in  not  only  retaining  their  membership  but  in 
all  probability  will  renew  their  interest,  thereby  having  them 
become  very  enthusiastic  members  of  their  Chapters.  We  suggest 
that  it  is  not  constitutionally  proper  or  reasonable,  as  will  be  found 

in  many  Chapters,  to  place  the  responsibility  of  suspensions  and 
withdrawals  entirely  within  the  recommendation  or  authority  of  the 

Scribe  "E",  and  your  Committee  finds  that  this  practice  obtains  in 
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too  many  instances.  We  suggest  that  each  case  should  be  dealt  with 
on  its  individual  merits  determined  upon  investigation  and  finally 
decided  upon  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  approved  by  the 
Chapter.  We  certainly  feel  that  a  definite  effort  should  be  made 
to  reduce  to  an  absolute  minimum  the  number  of  withdrawals  and 
suspensions  and  all  Chapters  should  take  under  careful  advisement 
this  very  important  matter. 

Your  Committee  on  reviewing  the  suspensions  with  the  Grand 
Scribe  "E"  regrets  to  learn  that  during  the  past  year  many  Com- 
panions have  been  suspended  for  non-payment  of  Dues  who  have 
held  membership  in  Chapters  for  periods  varying  from  twenty-five 
to  forty-three  years.  It  is  difficult  for  us  to  understand  why  Chap- 
ters find  it  necessary  to  suspend  any  member  of  long  standing  who 
has  fallen  in  arrears  of  Dues.  These  Companions  have  paid  Dues 
for  a  long  period  of  time,  have  been  interested  in  their  respective 
Chapters,  and  surely  are  deserving  of  more  charitable  treatment. 
In  many  cases  their  expectancy  of  life  cannot  be  great.  Therefore, 
rather  than  suspend  such  Companions  would  it  not  be  more  a 
practice  of  Masonic  beliefs  to  give  them  a  clear  Due  Card  which 
in  any  event  would  only  cost  Grand  Chapter  per  capita  of  seventy- 
five  cents  a  year.  There  is  of  course  an  alternative  in  some  instances, 
of  giving  Honourary  Memberships,  but  your  Committee  would  pre- 
fer to  see  the  Chapters  carry  such  Companions  on  the  books  and  pay 
the  Grand  Chapter  per  capita  fee. 

We  also  find,  with  much  regret,  that  our  ranks  are  depleted 
year  after  year  by  the  loss  of  those  who  have  been  called  to  the 
Grand  Chapter  above,  and  this  year  is  no  exception,  viz.  four 
hundred.  Your  committee,  therefore,  desires  to  draw  the  attention 
of  Grand  Chapter  to  these  pertinent  facts,  which  do  establish  that 
in  order  to  gain  a  net  increase  of  one  thousand  in  the  course  of  a 
year  we  must  strive  to  reach  an  objective  of  some  1800  by  way  of 
new  Admissions,  Affiliations  and  Restorations. 

Your  Committee  voices  its  congratulations  to  many  Chapters 
for  their  special  efforts  in  the  field  of  membership.  The  statistical 
table  will  show  13  Chapters  which  have  had  15  or  more  Exaltations 
during  the  year,  headed  by  Carleton  Chapter  of  Ottawa  with  37. 
However,  we  would  particularly  offer  commendation  to  those  Chap- 
ters showing  the  largest  percentage  of  net  gain,  because  in  every 
instance  in  this  category  we  find  the  smaller  Chapters  have  con- 
tributed a  more  than  ordinary  degree  of  effort.  Further  evidence  of 
progression  is  found  in  the  fact  that  there  are  only  seven  Chapters, 
of  which  three  are  inactive,  namely,  Pembroke  of  Mattawa,  Klon- 
dike of  Dawson,  Y.T.,  and  Kitchener  of  Russell,  which  have  not 
had  new  admissions  during  the  year.  We  voice  special  congratu- 
lations to  the  new  Chapter  at  Espanola,  which  during  the  year  has 
increased  its  membership  by  84.6%.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  these 
Chapters  with  the  largest  percentage  of  net  gain  are  in  the  more 
or  less  sparsely  Masonic  populated  areas.     We,  therefore,  suggest 
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this  should  be  a  challenge  to  those  districts  where  there  is  a  much 
larger  reservoir  of  applicants  and  where,  obviously,  full  advant- 
age thereof  has  not  been  taken,  and  we  are  constrained  to  say  that 
Chapters  in  the  larger  centres  have  a  tremendous  field  which  has 
not  been  thoroughly  explored  for  new  material. 

Your  Committee  is  not  surprised  to  observe  that  those  Chapters 
who  report  the  greatest  progress  in  increased  membership  all  have 
active  Membership  Committees  carrying  out  planned  efforts.  No 
Chapter  can  afford  to  be  without  an  active  Membership  Com- 
mittee and  we  would  urge  that  all  Chapters  without  such  a  Com- 
mittee immediately  appoint  one,  which  should  be  constantly 
directed  not  alone  by  a  Chairman  but  also  actively  supported  by 
the  First  Principal.  We  feel  that  the  latter  should  make  a  contin- 
uous endeavour  to  stimulate  all  the  Companions  of  his  Chapter  to 
seek  new  members  among  their  respective  Craft  Lodges.  With  this 
in  mind  it  must  naturally  follow  that  Companions  should  be  regular 
in  attendance  at  Craft  Lodges  and  avail  themselves  of  every  oppor- 
tunity of  participating  in  the  various  Lodge  activities.  Moreover, 
Membership  Committees  must  receive  the  co-operation  of  the 
Chapters  generally  in  that  business  should  be  conducted  efficiently 
and  with  despatch.  We  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  that  the 
various  Degrees  should  be  conferred  in  such  a  manner  that  they 
convey  lessons  which  are  to  be  found  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  be- 
cause only  by  so  doing  can  we  expect  to  inculcate  in  the  hearts  and 
minds  of  the  newly  exalted  Companions  a  degree  of  pride  in 
membership  which  will  instill  in  them  the  desire  to  encourage 
others  to  share  with  them  this  further  great  light  in  Masonry.  What 
a  magnificent  stimulus  to  Grand  Chapter  if  all  those  interested  in 
their  respective  Chapters  would  pledge  themselves  to  obtain  one 
new  application  during  the  course  of  a  year,  and  your  Committee 
feels  this  should  be  the  objective  set  for  the  forthcoming  year. 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  record  its  appreciation  to  the  First 
Principals  and  Chapters  who  as  shown  in  the  statistical  report  of 
Grand  Chapter  have  made  a  most  determined  and  successful  effort 
to  add  strength  to  their  membership.  However,  we  are  not  un- 
mindful that  the  annual  elections  bring  a  change  of  officers,  conse- 
quently we  must  remind  new  First  Principals  of  their  added  re- 
sponsibilities, particularly  to  maintain,  and  in  fact,  add  to  the 
enthusiasm  and  work  of  their  predecessors. 

It  is  gratifying  to  observe  that  all  districts  but  one  have 
Increased  their  membership  during  the  year  and  this  is  perhaps  the 
best  evidence  of  the  co-operation  your  Committee  has  received  from 
the  Grand  Superintendents  of  the  respective  ditsricts.  Indeed,  any 
campaign  program,  or  suggestions,  must  in  the  main  be  channelled 
through  the  Grand  Superintendents,  who  in  turn  must  at  all  times 
so  govern  themselves  that  they  lend  direction  and  stimulus  to  the 
Chapters  under  their  jurisdiction. 
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Your  Committee  desires  to  express  its  deep  sense  of  appreci- 
ation to  the  Grand  Superintendents  tor  the  excellent  contribution 
they  have  made  during  their  term  of  office,  but  we  believe  their 
successors  can,  by  concerted  efforts,  make  a  greater  contribution  to 
the  vital  question  of  membership  than  any  other  officers  of  Grand 
Chapter.  We  cannot  stress  too  strongly  to  the  incoming  Grand 
Superintendents  the  responsibilities  they  must  accept  in  the  im- 
portant field  of  membership.  Indeed,  your  Committee  has  found 
that  in  the  main  it  must  depend  upon  the  attitude  and  energy  of 
the  Grand  Superintendents  if  we  hope  to  obtain  a  marked  increase 
in  not  only  new  admissions  but  a  lessening  of  suspensions  and 
withdrawals. 

Your  Committee  suggests  that  heretofore  we  have  been 
neglectful  in  that  we  have  not  taken  the  opportunity  that  does  exist 
in  this  Grand  jurisdiction  of  sharing  with  others  the  joy  of  com- 
panionship and  the  lessons  taught  by  reason  of  membership  in 
Royal  Arch  Masonry.  Companions,  there  are  abundant  opportun- 
ities in  this  great  jurisdiction  of  ours  in  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  has  a  membership  exceeding 
125,000,  whereas  as  of  January  1st,  1954,  the  membership  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  is  21,771.  Surely  it  must  be  agreed  that 
one  in  approximately  six  is  not  enough.  Your  Committee  suggests 
that  this  is  a  direct  challenge  to  every  Companion  of  this  Grand 
jurisdiction,  and  we  would  ask  that  all  accept  it  so  we  may  one  year 
hence  report  that  the  Grand  "Zs's  objective  of  a  net  increase  in 
membership  of  one  thousand  has  not  only  been  met  but  surpassed. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  expresses  to  the  Most  Excellent, 
the  Grand  First  Principal,  appreciation  for  the  opportunity  to 
serve  and  the  co-operation  and  encouragement  he  has  given.  This 
equally  applies  to  the  Grand  Scribe  "E"  and  all  other  Grand 
Chapter  Officers.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION 
LAWS  AND  JURISPRUDENCE 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and 
Members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada: 
Most  Excellent  Sirs  and  Companions: 

Rt.  Excellent  Companion  M.  A.  Searle  has  presented  the 
following  notice  of  Motion:  — 
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"I  hereby  give  notice  thai  at  the  following  Convocation  of 
(.land  Chapter  I  will  move,  or  cause  to  be  moved,  that  Section 
208,  Paragraph  7.  ol  the  Constitution  of  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  ol  Canada  be  amended  by  deleting  the  words  "for 
unmasonic  conduct." 

While  there  is  no  legal  objection  to  this  motion  being  pre- 
sented to  this  Convocation  ol  Grand  Chapter,  your  Committee 
draws  attention  to  Section  85  of  the  Constitution. 

Section  85  ol  the  Constitution  reads  as  follows: 

"When  any  Grand  Lodge  suspends  or  expels  a  brother,  who 
is  a  Royal  Arch  Mason,  FOR  UNMASONIC  CONDUCT,  such 
action  shall  ipso  facto  suspend  or  expel  him  from  his  Royal  Arch 
privileges,  while  the  Craft  discipline  continues  in  force." 

Section  208    (7),  if  amended,  will  read: 
A  Companion,  who  has  been  suspended  or  expelled,  by  his 
lodge,  the  Grand  Master  or  Grand  Lodge,  shall  also  stand  suspended 
from  his  Royal  Craft  privileges  while  the  craft  discipline  continues 
in  force." 

Your  committee  suggests  that  consideration  be  given  to  the 
deletion  of  the  words  "for  unmasonic  conduct"  from  Section  85. 

Your  committee  has  also  considered  life  memberships  and 
particularly  those  purchased  under  present  Section  246  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  Grand  Chapter,  which  may  be  construed  as  payment  in 
advance  of  annual  chapter  dues.  These  purchases  of  life  member- 
ship were  made  under  our  Grand  Constitution  before  amendment, 
and  your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  amendment  under 
discussion  cannot  be  retroactive.  Therefore  your  Committee  sug- 
gests that  a  resolution  be  placed  before  Grand  Chapter  to  the  effect 
that  this  amendment,  when  approved,  will  not  affect  any  Com- 
panion who  was  a  life  member  prior  to  April  28th,  1954,  and  who 
ma)  have  been  suspended  by  his  lodge  for  non-payment  of  dues 
prior  to  adoption  of  these  amendments.        Fraternally  submitted,

REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  HISTORIAN 

To  the  Most  Excellent,  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and 
Members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Maso?is  of  Canada 
Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions, 

As  Historian  of  this  Grand  Chapter  I  wish  to  report  some 
slight  progress  in  rebuilding  the  story  of  the  Royal  Arch  in  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Chapter.  Early  in  the  year  a  typewritten 
manuscript  believed  to  be  the  first  few  chapters  of  "the  History 
of  the  Royal  Arch"  by  most  Excellent  Companion  John  Ross 
Robertson  came  into  my  possession.  From  this  information  a 
paper,  "The  Royal  Arch  in  Upper  Canada",  was  prepared  and 
presented  at  the  May  meeting  of  the  Canadian  Masonic  Research 
Association.  This  paper  will  eventually  be  published  by  that 
Association.  Unfortunately  the  information  abruptly  ended  at  the 
year  1842  so  that  the  period  from  then  to  the  formation  of  our 
present  Grand  Chapter  is  almost  a  complete  blank. 

Rt.  Excellent  Companion  McElhinney  has  kindly  placed  at 
my  disposal  a  number  of  copies  of  the  first  reports  of  our  first 
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Grand  Chapter   1818,    1819,   1820  and  other  documents.       These 
documents  and  others  from  him  are  very  valuable. 

The  Companions  of  Oshawa  have  forwarded  an  early  hand- 
written locked  copy  of  our  work.  This  is  being  carefully  studied 
by  the  Past  Grand  First  Principals.  We  owe  a  debt  ot  gratitude 
to  these  Companions  who  have  placed  this  material  at  our  disposal. 
On  your  behalf  1  wish  to  tender  to  them  your  thanks  and  appreci- 
ation. We  desire  to  assure  them  that  these  interesting  relics  of  our 
early  history  will  be  carefully  preserved.  Unfortunately  the  im- 
mense store  of  early  history  which  Most  Ex.  Companion  J.  R. 
Robertson  had  collected  has  been  lost.  It  is  possible  that  this  fund 
of  information  is  still  extant  but  all  attempts  at  discovery  as  yet 
have  been  futile. 

It  is  felt  that  numbers  of  documents  and  other  information 
dealing  with  this  early  period  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  might  be 
available.  If  any  such  information  is  in  possession  of  any  Com- 
panion it  would  be  very  helpful  if  those  in  possession  would  com- 
municate with  your  Grand  Historian  at  Box  717,  Brampton,  or  the 
Grand  Scribe  E  who  will,  I  am  sure,  pass  on  such  information. 
Original  documents,  letters,  newspaper  reports,  minutes  of  meet- 
ings, local  biographies  of  personages  who  were  Royal  Arch  Masons 
may  contain  information  which  will  be  of  untold  help  in  the 
effort  to  build  a  useful  historical  record  of  the  Royal  Arch. 

It  is  recommended  that  an  Archive  Section  be  established  in 
the  office  of  the  Grand  Chapter  so  that  any  material  loaned  or  do- 
nated to  the  Grand  Chapter  may  be  preserved.

FORWORD 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  and  satisfaction  that  the  Report  on 
the  Review  of  Capitular  Masonry  is  once  again  presented  for  your 
perusual  under  the  following  headings:  The  Holy  Royal  Arch,  The 
Soul  of  Man  is  Immortal  and  Imperishable.  Condition  of  the  Rite, 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  and  Youth,  Chapters,  Education,  Dues,  Sec- 
retaries, Charity,  Rewards,  Rulings,  Royal  Arch  Extension,  Mili- 
tary Chapters,  Proceedings,  Ritualistic  Work,  Insurance,  Historical 
Items,  Conference  of  Grand  Chapters  of  Canada,  The  Significance 
of  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  George  Washington  the  Man  and  Mason, 
the  Burning  Brush  and  Statistical  tables.  This  information  has 
been  gleaned  from  the  proceedings  of  59  Grand  Royal  Arch 
Chapters.  The  proceedings  of  Ireland  for  both  the  years  1952  and 
1953  were  reviewed.  Unfortunately  the  proceedings  from  Idaho, 
West  Virginia,  Wyoming,  Manitoba,  Queensland  were  not  received. 

The  task  itself  has  brought  its  own  reward.  The  first  and 
second  reviews  have  been  most  kindly  received  by  the  "Reviewers" 
in  other  Grand  Chapters.  My  thanks  are  tendered  to  my 
colleagues  in  other  jurisdictions  for  their  helpful  comments  and 
almost  too  flattering  welcome  to  the  ranks  of  the  guild  of 
reviewers. 

Several  Reviewers  have  changed  to  the  compilation  of  consoli- 
dated reviews.  These  contain  a  wealth  of  information  which  is 
very  valuable  and  easily  accessible  to  those  interested. 

Peace  and  harmony  exists  throughout  each  jurisdiction.  The 
craft  in  general  is  striving  manfully  to  meet  the  many  new  social 
conditions  as  they  rise  and  is  earnestly  attempting  to  give  strength 
and  assistance  in  all  worth  while  endeavours  towards  the  advance- 
ment of  those  seekers  interested  in  the  moral  and  spiritual  phases 
of  life. 

As  in  past  years  the  leaders  of  the  craft  with  one  accord  deplore 
the  loss  in  membership  by  demit,  resignation,  suspension  or  dropped 
for  non-payment  of  dues.  This  depletion  which  is  sapping  the 
strength  of  our  order  is  more  apparent  in  the  jurisdictions  on  the 
North  American  Continent  than  in  the  Jurisdictions  in  other  por- 
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tions  of  the  (.lobe.  Yet,  like  the  weather,  everyone  talks  about  it 
but  no  one  seems  to  do  anything  about  it.  A  determined  attempt 
to  find  the  reason  that  so  many  of  our  companions  so  lightly  permit 
themselves  to  be  separated  from  our  order,  might  lead  to  the  dis- 
cover ol  a  remedy  which  will  cure  or  at  least  alleviate  the  malady. 

Could  it  be,  that  in  our  mad  scramble  for  candidates,  we  have 
taken  into  the  ranks  members  whom  we  have  tailed  to  make  under- 
stand the  meaning  of  the  Royal  Arch?  It  must  be  recalled  that  in 
the  early  years  the  secrets  of  the  Royal  Arch  were  restricted  to  those 
who  had  passed  the  masters  chair  and  thus  had  proved  themselves 
complete  in  the  knowledge  available  in  the  three  earlier  craft 
degrees? 

Could  it  be,  that,  owing  to  the  undue  solicitation  of  friends, 
Ave  have  enticed  into  our  ranks  those,  who  were  apparently  satisfied 
with  the  knowledge  attained  in  the  Master's  Degree  and  had  no 
desire  to  advance  in  the  search  for  perfection?  Having  accepted  our 
invitation,  it  became  our  responsibility  to  properly  interpret  the 
Royal  Arch  so  that  their  interest  would  be  stimulated  to  once  again 
continue  their  daily  advancement  in  the  acquisition  of  Masonic 
knowledge. 

Have  we  overstressed  the  idea  that  the  search  for,  and  the 
recoverv  of  "The  Lost  Word"  as  the  sole  object  of  The  Royal  Arch 
and  forgotten  the  most  important  objective  of  Masonry  which  is 
striving  for  perfection?  That  perfection  which  will  bring  us  more 
closely  to  an  understanding  of  the  Infinite.  Although  man's  finite 
mind  cannot  and  never  will  comprehend  the  Infinite,  the  tenets 
and  precepts  of  the  Royal  Arch  point  the  way  towards  that  un- 
attainable summit.  Yet  the  striving  and  the  struggle  ever  onward, 
ever  upward,  to  aquire  merit  and  perfection  brings  its  own  reward. 

Has  the  cost  of  operating  our  larger  chapters  become  so  im- 
portant that  in  our  search  for  finances  we  have  overlooked  and 
paid  no  attention  to  the  individual  man,  and  in  the  perfection  of 
the  performance  of  ceremony,  we  have  neglected  to  use  the  indi- 
vidual, the  most  important  unit  in  our  chapters? 

Have  we  become  so  imbued  with  the  idea  of  teaching  and 
preaching  lessons,  expounding  principles  and  pointing  out  tenets 
which  only  act  downward  and  seldom  reach  past  the  sound-deafened 
ears  of  the  faithful  few  who  attend  our  convocations  and  never 
reach  the  consciousness  of  the  careless  and  indifferent  who  never 
attend  our  convocations?  While  this  may  create  some  satisfaction 
in  the  minds  of  the  teachers  and  preachers,  are  we  not  emptying 
our  chapters  ol  many  enthusiastic  companions  who  transfer  their 
activities  and  talents  to  some  more  active  organization  which  gives 
more  scope  to  their  desire  for  usefulness? 

In  the  struggle  constant  and  difficult  to  attain  that  perfection 
of  life,  some  will  grow  weary,  some  may  become  incapable  of  taking 
a  part,  some  are  and  will  be  indifferent.  What  is  the  goal?  Steimetz 


in  his  book  "The  Royal  Arch"  summarizes  as  follows:  "God  being 
a  spirit,  the  spiritual  state  is  perfection.  The  natural  state  of  Man, 
made  in  His  own  image  is  spiritual,  hence  perfect.  The  Kingdom 
of  God  is  within.  Within  then  is  the  only  place  to  seek  perfection. 
Thus  when  man  learns  this  great  truth  of  his  being,  "the  truth  shall 
make  him  free.  Free  from  the  dominance  of  his  material  body.  Free 
from  the  illusion  of  the  material  world." 

Face  to  face  with  his  Greator  seperated  in  spirit  from  his  Com- 
panions, at  that  time,  the  newly  exalted  Royal  Arch  Mason  should 
appreciate  and  understand  that  only  within  himself  and  by  himself 
is  it  possible  to  attain  "The  Lost  Word." 

Opinions  in  the  craft  differ  about  the  value  of  educational 
methods  in  arousing  and  maintaining  interest.  Ohio  pins  its  faith 
to  its  schools  and  is  establishing  an  additional  school  for  secretaries, 
while  Illinois  thinks  that  judging  from  the  results  obtained  from  its 
school,  the  money  would  be  more  advantageously  expended  on  a 
salary  for  a  permanent  full  time  employed  Grand  Lecturer.  Massa- 
chusetts claims  that  the  lecture  system  leading  to  perfection  in  the 
rendition  of  the  ritual,  will  cure  the  evils  of  poor  attendance  and 
loss  of  interest.  Texas,  more  practical,  devotes  its  major  effort  to 
its  home  for  aged  masons  and  joins  with  the  other  divisions  of  the 
craft  in  supporting  a  hospital  and  a  home  and  school  for  the  orph- 
ans of  masons  ....  A  number  of  Grand  Chapters  having  received 
no  calls  upon  their  funds  from  their  own  members  are  giving  their 
support  to  worthy  causes  outside,  the  Blind,  DeMolay,  Homes  for 
the  aged,  the  Red  Cross,  the  Cancer  Fund  of  America,  Blood  Banks, 
Hospitals  for  Crippled  Children.  Most  Grand  bodies  seem  to  be 
seeking  for  some  outlet  for  the  pent-up  desire  for  activity  on  the 
part  of  the  individual  Royal  Arch  Mason. 

Despite  some  apparent  appearances  of  lost  interest,  the  banners 
are  still  held  high  and  are  advancing  towards  our  goal.  Strong 
in  the  belief  in  man's  immortality,  inspired  by  a  firm  belief  in  the 
Fatherhood  of  God,  the  influence  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is 
second  only  to  the  Christian  Church  in  the  struggle  to  keep  men 
free. 

THE  HOLY  ROYAL  ARCH 

New  Zealand  (1953) 

The  newly  installed  First  Grand  Principal  said: 

"May  we  consider  for  a  moment  why  we  have  Capitular  Masonry  and  why 
more  of  our  Brethren  in  the  craft  should  be  encouraged  to  join  our  ranks. 

It  is  only  a  part  but  a  very  important  part  of  masonry.  The  Most  Sub- 
lime Degree  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch  is  the  fulfilment  of  the  desire  of  many 
masons  for  further  light  in  masonry.  The  ceremonies  of  this  degree  and  the 
secrets  revealed  bring  to  Masons  the  climax  of  their  Master  Mason  degree.  We 
cannot  think  of  Capitulary  Masonry  separate  and  apart  from  Ancient  Craft 
Masonry  upon  which  it  is  based  and  to  which  it  is  bound  by  the  closest  ties. 
When  we  think  and  talk  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  we  are  thinking  and  talking 
Masonry  in  a  broadened  and  extended  sense.  The  best  reason  for  the  existence 
and   confirmation   of  Capitular   Masonry   is   the   contribution   it   offers   towards 


making   better  masons  and    better   nun.   for   it    is   the   salient    spiritual   degree   in 
Freemasonry. 

Roval  Arch  Masonn  lias  been  handed  down  hv  a  chosen  few  and  it  is  our 
duty  to  preserve  its  ancient  landmarks,  maintain  its  value  to  the  craft,  extend  its 
Influence  to  a  greater  number  of  brethren  and  pass  it  on  to  succeeding  gener- 
ations as  .1  si rongcr  order  both  numerically  and  spiritually  than  it  was  when 
received." 
New  York  (1953) 
The  Grand  High  Priest  said: 

"Capitular  Freemasonry  is  a  life  to  be  lived,  not  a  series  of  'Ritualistic 
Forms'  to  be  perfunctorily  observed.  It  is  a  career  to  be  lived,  not  an  empty 
creed  to  which  Lip  Service'  is  given.  It  is  a  Life  with  constant  regard  for  our 
duties  to  God,  our  neighbours  and  ourselves,  organized  in  Morality,  mellowed 
bv  earnest  companionship,  humanized  in  love  and  charity,  and  dedicated  to 
Sei  \ ice." 
Kansas  (1953) 

The  Grand  High   Priest  added  litis: 

"The  Royal  Arch  is  an  integral  part  of  and  the  summit  of  Ancient  Craft 
Masonn;  the  unfolding  into  a  second  volume  the  story  of  that  which  was  lost, 
to  its  final  recovery.  It  brings  forcibly  to  our  minds  the  necessity  for  worship 
of  the  one  and  true  living  God,  in  whom  all  Masons  profess  to  put  their  trust. 
Its  philosophy  is  'Reverence  for  God,  and  hope  of  Life  Eternal.' 

There  has  never  been  so  great  a  need  in  the  history  of  our  country  and  the 
world  for  earnest  and  sincere  practice  of  the  philosophy  and  virtues  of  Masonry 
in  all  its  rites  and  branches.  We  hear  much  of  the  "Mysteries  of  Masonry." 
Its  mysteries  are  signs,  grips  and  passwords,  but  its  symbolism  and  philosophy 
should  be  understood.  We  talk  of  the  antiquity  of  Masonry  but  we  cannot 
trace  its  origin.  From  time  immemorial,  the  human  heart  has  longed  for  the 
great  fundamental  principles  taught  in  Masonry."

The  Grand  High   Priest  thus  concluded  his  address: 

"Every  Master  Mason  should  be  a  Royal  Arch  Mason.  He  has  that  right, 
and  it  is  his  duty  to  do  so.  He  needs  the  Royal  Arch  to  complete  his  Ancient 
(raft  Masonry.  The  duty  of  dispensing  Masonic  Light  and  knowledge  rests 
on  the  shoulders  of  every  Royal  Arch  Mason.  It  is  our  duty  to  enlighten  our 
Brothers  who  have  not  joined  with  us.  Our  ancient  Brethren  and  Companions 
handed  down  to  us  a  great  heritage,  a  great  tradition.  A  Royal  Arch  Chapter 
is  not  just  another  Masonic  Organizaztion.  It  is  an  institution  of  higher 
Masonic  learning.  Each  Chapter  and  each  Royal  Arch  Mason  has  a  job  to  do. 
When  we  take  our  Royal  Arch  Masonry  seriously,  when  we  truly  practice  Royal 
Arch  Masonry,  then  we  give  to  Freemasonry  that  which  our  early  English 
Brethren  intended  when  they  added  to  their  declaration  'Including  the  Su- 
preme Order  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch.'

The  Grand  High   Priest  adds: 

"Capitulary  Masonry  is  a  science.  It  seeks  to  instruct  and  develop  the 
mind,  it  provides  rules  of  life;  it  opens  the  door  to  proper  application  of  the 
Golden  Rule;  it  raises  men's  thoughts  to  an  eternal  hereafter,  and  provides  only 
the  highest  ideals  as  the  guide  of  men's  conduct.  The  Masonry  of  the  Blue 
(craft)  Lodge  lays  the  foundation  and  Royal  Arch  Masonry  raises  the  super- 
structure. We  have  the  opportunity  to  expand  our  usefulness,  and  as  has  been 
quoted  many  times,  'our  objective  should  be  the  making  of  better  Masons  out 
of  Masons'  " 

Missouri  (1953) 

The  Grand  High   Priest   points  out: 

"We  as  Royal  Arch  Masons,  have  a  great  opportunity  before  us.  From 
the  teachings  of  Capitular  Masonry  we  know  that  as  the  Chosen  People  carried 
the  Ark  of  the  Covenant  as  a  symbol  of  Divine  Presence,  so  we  are  reminded 
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by  our  ark  that  God  is  with  us  so  long  as  we  conform  to  "the  precepts  contained 
in  the  Book  of  the  Law."  Our  heritage  would  also  remind  us  that  as  the  builders 
of  old  labored  to  erect  a  temple  suitable  as  an  abiding  place  for  the  Most  Holy 
One,  so  should  be  labor  to  build  a  spiritual  temple  which  shall  "eventually 
contain  the  Divine  Ark  of  God  Himself."  My  observation  has  convinced  me 
that  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Missouri  have  learned  and  are  putting  into 
practice  these  two  great  teachings  of  our  craft." 

Our  responsibility  does  not  end  here.  It  is  not  enough  to  learn  and  to  live 
according  to  the  teachings  of  our  God.  We  are  also  privileged  to  carry  the 
work  to  those  who  do  not  know.  We  should  not  be  content  until  every 
uninformed  worthy  brother  has  had  an  opportunity  to  learn  the  teachings  of 
Royal  Arch  Masonry." 
Pennsylvania  (1952) 
The   Grand   High    Priest   Said: 

"As  Royal  Arch  Masons,  we  often  hold  in  too  light  regard  the  great  insti- 
tution of  which  we  are  a  part,  and  whose  destiny  is  more  or  less  committed  to 
our  hands.  Before  Masonry  can  influence  the  thought  and  action  of  the  world 
at  large  it  must  first  influence  the  thought  and  action  of  Masons  themselves." 

The  degrees  possess  far  more  than  passive  beauty.  There  is  an  infinitely 
greater  significance  to  each  degree  than  can  be  gained  at  its  first  witnessing. 
Therefore,  each  method  of  conferral  of  Degrees  has  merit.  The  significant  fact 
remains  that  each  man  must  continue  his  own  diligent  search  for  the  divine 
truths:  it  never  comes  to  the  man  who  seeks  it  not.  It  is  necessary  to  go  on  the 
highways  and  create  enthusiasm  for  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  If  this  is  done  we 
will  enjoy  greater  success  than  in  the  past."

The  Grand  Hig.1i  Priest  advises: 

"With  the  world  situation  as  it  is,  with  the  Brotherhood  of  Man  and  the 
Fatherhood  of  God  forgotten  principles  in  many  countries,  and  our  own  fra- 
ternity surpressed  in  those  principalities,  it  behooves  us  as  Royal  Arch  Masons 
to  strive  to  preserve  the  heritage  that  has  been  handed  down  to  us  and  see  that 
our  lives  measure  up  to  the  standard  of  good  work,  true  work  and  square 
work." 

Alberta  (1953) 

The  Grand  First  Principal  points  out: 

"Doubts  and  misunderstandings  are  around  us  on  every  side,  but  Love, 
Mercy,  Faith  and  Charity  still  remain  as  bulwarks  of  our  faith,  and  as  un- 
changing as  ever.  We  have  only  to  open  our  hearts  to  the  full  beauty  of  our 
teachings  to  experience  and  fulfill  our  high  purpose  in  life  and  to  impart  this  in 
some  measure  to  our  fellow  men.  In  Royal  Arch  Masonry  we  have  the  means 
to  do  so,  and  when  the  opportunity  arises,  let  us  be  found  worthy  of  our 
Great  trust. 

Companions  we  live  in  a  world  of  conflicting  opinions,  of  great  social 
upheavals;  sometimes  we  are  even  mistrustful  of  those  in  our  own  midst.  How 
quiet  and  peaceful  it  often  feels  to  sit  in  the  comfort  of  our  Chapters  and  to 
rest  ourselves  from  the  burdens  of  our  busy  world;  Here  we  are  taught  the 
material  and  spiritual  side  of  our  life  in  proper  balance,  and  to  apply  these 
lessons  to  our  every  day  life;  we  therefore  as  individuals  and  particularly  as 
Royal  Arch  Masons,  have  a  duty  to  perform  outside  the  Chapter  in  practising 
the  human  needs,  more  cheer,  more  goodwill  and  love,  more  of  mercy,  and 
more  of  faith  and  charity  towards  one  another,  believing  that  in  this  atomic  age 
and  era  of  mass  production,  the  strength  of  human  feelings  is  the  most  potent 
force  affecting  world  affairs  and  our  every  day  life."

Sir  Andrew  Murray,  O.B.E.,  D.L.,  J. P.,  L.L.  D.  in  proposing  the  toast  to  the  Supreme  Grand 
Royal  Arch   Chapter  of  Scotland  said: 

"The  Masonic  road  is  not  a  straight  man  made  road  which  man  must  travel 
with  movement  neither  to  the  right  nor  left,  nor  is  it  an  ill-defined  track  lead-

fog  by  devious  route  to  skirt  the  heights.      The  Masonic  road  is  a  progress  of 

Ihe  mind  and  the  spirit,  of  the  heart  and  of  the  head  and  it  leads  from  moun- 
tain peak  to  mountain  peak  as  they  in  their  majesty  keep  silent  communion 
each    with    the    other.     The    Supreme    (.rand    Royal    Arch    Chapter    ol    Scotland 

gives  the  freedom  of  the  masonic  peaks It  lifts  men  to  the  heights  and 

displays   in   the  coronet   of  the  mountains   the  wonders  of  the   secrets  of  man's 
Masonic   progress.  .....  Is  it  too  great  a  dream,  too  hopeless  a  vision,  to  hope 

and  to  believe  that  in  the  unfolding  of  the  mysteries  of  our  Craft  we  have  not 
only  a  rule  of  life  that,  followed,  will  lift  men  and  their  thoughts  and  their 
actions  above  the  sordid,  above  the  mean,  the  selfish  and  the  hurtful  and  that 
in  its  unfolding  and  in  its  companionship  men  can  find  an  understanding  that 
will  he  stronger  than  aggression  and  a  very  weapon  itself  against  greed  and 
gain,  war  and  hate.  Men  seek  not  only  the  paths  of  peace  but  the  guidance 
that  will   lead   them   to  it." 

New  South  Wales  (1952) 

The  First  Grand  Principal  adds  this: 

"Selflessness,  life  lived  under  a  sense  of  duty  rather  than  in  a  struggle  tor 
privileges  and  a  clamour  for  rights— how  the  world  needs  that  virtue  today! 
The  Craft  sets  it  before  us  indeed,  as  the  secret  of  the  good  life:  Duty  to  God, 
duty  to  our  neighbour,  duty  to  our  own  higher  self— these  are  the  three  great 
lights.  Devotion,  dedication,  zeal— how  many  causes  fail!  how  many  high  ideals 
remain  unrealized,  how  many  lovely  sentiments  fade  on  the  desert  air,  because 
of  the  lack  of  this  quality?    We  are  not  sufficiently  in  earnest  about  our  ideals, 

we  do  not  serve  them  with  sufficient  devotion Let  us  dedicate  ourselves 

anew  and  with  greater  earnestness  and  enthusiasm  to  the  great  enterprize  of 
building  a  Temple  to  the  Lord  God,  the  great  enterprize  of  making  our  society 
reflect  the  characteristics  of  a  temple— a  place  where  God's  presence  is  realized, 
his  fellowship  sought:  His  guidance  accepted  and  our  service  pledged.  In  such 
a  society  the  brotherhood  of  man  will  no  longer  be  an  ideal  but  an  experience."

The  Grrnd  Hizh   Priest  has  this  admonition: 

"Let  it  never  be  said  of  us,  that  our  Companions  lost  interest  in  Royal  Arch 
Masonry,  because  we  first  lost  interest  in  them.  If  we  are  to  live,  Masonry  must 
do  two  things.  It  must  have  a  reason  for  being,  and  it  must  be  placed  on  a 
sound  operating  basis.  It  is  beyond  words  what  a  man  or  a  group  of  men 
can  do  for  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  if  they  are  willing  to  be  used.  Often  one  man 
can  alter  an  age,  opening  new  doors.  How  then,  can  we  obtain  what  we  want? 
Emmerson  once  said: 

•Our  destinies  are  in  proportion  to  our  desires.  The  little  infinite  soul  of 
man  asked  for  the  highest— asked  to  share  the  life  of  God,  to  be  a  partner  in  His 
Creative  work! 

We  have  a  part  in  great  creative  work-building  human  character.  Every 
year  we  add  a  little  to  what  we  had  the  year  before.  It  is  like  a  Mason  laying 
bricks.  A  single  brick  goes  only  a  little  way  in  the  making  of  a  wall,  yet  it 
helps  to  make  the  work  whole.  So  build  we  the  wall,  day  by  day,  year  by  year. 
No  one  can  say  just  which  particular  brick  built  the  wall,  nor  which  particular 
Chapter  built  the  structure  of  Capitular  Masonry.  Nonetheless,  each  is  equally 
important  in  the  completion  of  the  final  structure!  Not  that  we  merely  stand 
still.  Not  merely  that  we  should  be  better  Royal  Arch  Masons,  but  that  we 
should  all  have  a  better  understanding  of  the  great  organization  of  which  we 
are  a  part  and  earnestly  labor  together  for  a  finer  stronger  and  effective  in- 
stitution, "ROYAL  ARCH  MASONRY."

sight  of  Divine  Light  and  Truth;  and  in  his  bewilderment  he  knows  not  where 

o  turn  from  the  very  brink  of  disaster  to  which  he  has  brought  his  civilization 

In  the  opinion  of  a   famous  and  noted  Brother  Mason,  Admiral   Byrd    Free 
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masonry  has  the  answer  and  the  solution.  If  so,  let  us  examine  our  assets, 
assess  our  values  and  determine  that  for  which  we  stand  and  whither  we  should 
direct  our  steps.  We  are  but  a  small  body  within  this  jurisdiction.  Neverthe- 
less, if  we,  within  and  through  our  chapters  and  elsewhere,  shall  set  ourselves 
earnestly  to  dispense  Masonic  and  Capitular  light  and  Truth  to  all  within  our 
circle,  and  interpret  them  through  more  devoted  action  and  consecrated  living, 
we  may  well  prove  to  be  'the  little  leaven'  which  'leaveneth  the  whole  lump'  of 
our  society  and  our  civilization.  We  must  know,  however,  our  Capitular  Rites, 
their  history,  their  legend,  their  symbolism,  and  those  eternal  verities  for  which 
they  stand.  With  such  light  and  knowledge  we  shall  be  able  to  help  reconcile 
and  interpret  the  Divine  plan  to  our  fellow-men. 

'Once  let  the  spiritual  laws  be  understood 
Material  things  must  answer  and  obey.' 
Amid  all  the  uncertainty  and  present  day  unrest,  there  appears  to  be  an  earnest 
seeking  after  the  key  to  right  living  and  the  answer  to  man's  great  problem  and 
question.

There  is  no  magic  in  freedom.  We  know  that  we  shall  be  challenged  again  and 
again  by  forces  of  evil.  As  Freemasons  let  us  realize  that  freedom  to  us  is  a 
value  and  a  responsibility  which  we  are  to  treat  and  handle  with  discipline 
care,  and  due  restraint  if  we  are  to  retain  it."

The  Grand  High  Priest  commenced  his  address  thus: 

"The  twentieth  century  has  brought  the  world  great  inventions,  unbeliev- 
able scientific  progress,  and  the  means  for  unsurpassed  comforts  and  joys.  Yet, 
with  these  great  developments,  mankind  in  general  is  confused,  unhappy,  and 
fearful  of  the  future.  The  peace  that  men  dreamed  of  and  sacrificed  for,  con- 
tinues to  elude  us.  The  world  still  looks  for  the  solution  to  its  ills.  As  Masons, 
the  cause  of  humanity  is  our  cause— we  are  obliged  to  aid  in  fighting  tyranny 
and  oppression  throughout  the  world.  Our  great  objective— of  making  men 
better  than  they  are— will  be  attained  when  truth  and  justice  prevail  throughout 
the  world." 
Mississippi  (1953j 
The  Grand  High  Priest  said: 

"It  has  been  said  that  the  greatest  tragedy  is  not  that  men  are  poor,  for 
everyone  has  at  some  time  experienced  some  degree  of  poverty;  not  that  men  are 
evil,  for  who  can  claim  to  be  good;  not  that  men  are  ignorant,  for  who  among 
us  can  say  that  he  is  smart?  No,  it  is  none  of  these  things.  The  greatest 
tragedy  is  that  men  are  strangers.  Of  all  people,  this  should  not  be  said  about 
Masons.     Yet  in  a  large  measure,  this  is  true.       Let  us  resolve  to  do  something 

about  this  situation If  we  make  an  honest  endeavour  to  really  know  each 

other,  the  result  will  inevitably  be  that  we  love  one  another."

The  Grand  High  Priest  adds  this: 

"In  the  world  about  us,  on  a  score  of  fronts  at  home  in  our  schools  and 
from  high  places,  there  are  forces  at  work  to  put  out  the  light  of  liberty  and 
undermine  the  principles  of  our  political  faith.  They  would  stamp  out  personal 
initiative  and  freedom  and  make  the  individual  subservient  to  the  State.  We 
need  not  fear  the  scourge  of  Communism  from  abroad  as  much  as  the  more 
terrifying  apathy  toward  an  acceptance  of  the  unclean  doctrine  of  the  Welfare 
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state,  to  the  succumbing  to  the  wornout  and  proven  false  refrain  promulgated 
during  the  past  twenty  vears.  that  government  is  a  more  intelligent  manager 
than  private  enterprise  and  that  security  is  more  precious  than  liberty.  Such 
fuzzy  thinking  is  destructive.  It  weakens  the  morale  of  our  people  by  strang- 
ling initiative  and  encouraging  an  equality  undreamed  of  by  the  Founding 
Fathers,  which  makes  no  distinction  between  the  industrious  and  the  indolent. 
There  is  no  strength  in  a  people  who  believe  that  government  will  provide  se- 
curity indiscriminately  for  all.  Security  exists  only  in  those  who  have  the  per- 
sonal integrity  and  love  of  freedom  to  build  their  own  strength.  Although  these 
false  doctrines  are  foreign  to  Free  Masonry,  we  cannot  as  an  organization  inter- 
vene. Yet  if  we  are  to  pass  on  to  our  successors  the  priceless  jewel  of  liberty, 
we  must  open  our  eyes  to  what  is  going  on  around  us  and  sharpen  our  purpose 
to  oppose  and  change  the  trend. 

We  are  called  upon  as  never  before  to  practice  earnestly  and  sincerely 
Masonic  principles,  to  lead  as  our  predecessors  led  our  nation  back  from  the 
path  that  has  always  and  always  will  lead  to  self  extermination.  We  must  re- 
affirm the  simple  faith  of  (in  the)  Deity  that  develops  integrity  and  makes  men 
broad  enough  to  live  and  help  others  to  live.  Then  will  our  great  institution 
become  a  mighty  power  throughout  the  land.

The  Grand  High  Priest  suggests: 

"There  are  a  number  of  questions  which  we  should  be  thinking  about: 
What  part  if  any,  is  Masonry  to  have  in  helping  to  build  a  better  world?  What 
is  the  future  of  Masonry  in  America?— in  the  World?  It  seems  to  me  that 
Masonry  must  somehow  find  its  place  and  take  its  part  by  assisting  in  some 
way  to  bring  order  out  of  confusion.  Speculative  Masonry  can  become  Oper- 
ative by  being  co-operative  in  its  spirit,  labor  and  efforts  and  thus  make  effective 
the  spirit  of  unity  and  purpose  as  an  influence  for  making  good  will  among 
men  throughout  the  world." 

Arizona  (1952) 

The  Grand  Hieh  Priest  in  concluding  his  address  said  this: 

"Let  us  bend  every  effort  to  do  our  utmost  in  the  coming  year  to  inculcate 
in  the  minds  of  men  everywhere  the  principles  of  the  great  lessons  we  are  taught 
in  Freemasonry  and  let  each  of  us  do  his  utmost  to  bring  about  the  time  when 
this  old  war-torn  and  chaotic  world  will  change  its  emphasis  from  destructive 
atom  bombs  to  constructive  use  of  atomic  energy:  from  tearing  down  ancient 
civilization  to  raising  the  living  standards  of  hundreds  of  millions  in  vast  under- 
privileged portions  of  the  world;  ever  remembering  that  communism  thrives 
on  poverty,  oppression  and  race  discriminaton,  and  cannot  be  crushed  by  mili- 
tary weapons. 

Let  us  continue  our  labours  in  this  worth  while  field  with  zeal  and  fidelity; 
let  us  continue  to  disseminate  true  Masonic  Light  and  knowledge  to  our  less 
informed  brethren  wherever  they  may  be  found,  that  they  also  may  be  thrilled 
by  the  additional  light  thrown  upon  the  Symbolic  Lodge  by  the  truly  inspiring 
degree  of  the  Royal  Arch."

The  Grand  Lecturer  closed  his  report  with   this  thought: 

"All  of  the  glorious  freedoms,  privileges  and  blessings  that  we  enjoy  didn't 
just  happen.  They  were  earned  for  us  by  our  ancestors,  the  hard  way;  by  un- 
told hardships,  war,  strife  and  every  sort  of  privation.  In  order  for  us  and 
future  generations  to  continue  our  way  of  life  in  this  fair  land,  it  is  our  duty 
to  be  eternally  alert,  to  the  end  that  the  present  threat  of  subversive  conduct 
and   un-American   thinking  may  be  wholly   eliminated. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  leave  this  thought  with  you  from  the  pen  of  Alonzo 
Newton  Benn.  OPPORTUNITY— Each  golden  sunrise  ushers  in  new  oppor- 
tunities for  those  who  retain  faith  in  themselves  and  keep  their  chins  up.  No 
one  ever  saw  a  cock  crow  with  its  head  down,  but  always  high  in  the  air,  nor 
can  one  gain  the  right  outlook  on  life  with  his  head  held  low.     Courage  to  start

and  willingess  to  keep  everlastingly  at  it  are  the  requisites  for  success.  Meet 
the  sunrise  with  confidence  and  fill  every  golden  minute  of  the  day  with  right 
thinking  and  worthwhile  endeavour  and  there  will  be  joy  for  you  in  each 
golden  sunset."

The  Giand  High   Priest   thus  closes  his  address: 

Human  nature  is  not  so  much  different  than  in  olden  times.  Actually, 
mankind  in  general  lives  on  a  higher  moral,  intellectual  and  spiritual  plane 
than  in  the  past.  But  our  physical  abilities  and  material  development  seem  to 
have  run  far  ahead  of  our  moral,  intellectual  and  spiritual  development.  The 
result  is  that  the  gap  between  the  two— always  too  great  for  human  peace  and 
safety— now  is  widened  to  a  disastrous  degree. 

But  let  us  not  be  pessimistic— humanity  is  not  yet  lost.  The  same  quality 
of  brains  and  intellectual  energy  exists  today  as  in  the  days  of  other  trying  times 
when  the  cause  of  freedom  was  at  stake.  Our  forefathers  solved  their  problems 
of  social  order  and  human  relationships. 

True,  time  is  running  to  waste— the  evidence  of  approaching  danger  is  plain 
for  every  one  to  see.  The  great  hope  is  that  a  careful  appraisal  of  our  situation 
—will  arouse  all  clear  thinking,  God-fearing  people  to  action— not  blind  hyteri- 
cal  action  but  sober,  well  considered  and  well  directed  action." 

Pennsylvania  (1952) 

The   Grand  High   Priest  supplies   this  formula: 

If  you  want  to  do  anything,  pray  about  it.  Pray  about  it  to  be  sure  it  is 
a  right  thing;  test  it  with  God  in  prayer.  If  you  find  it  is  the  right  thing, 
visualize  its  attainment.  Then  work  hard  to  attain  it.  I  am  positive  that  each 
of  you  think  this  goal  is  the  right  thing;  that  you  wll  leave  here  determined 
to  do  all  in  your  power  to  create  success  in  your  individual  Chapters.  As  you 
think  success,  you  will  change  conditions  and  you  will  begin  to  create  success. 
If  you  have  been  thinking  it  is  impossible;  shift  to  thinking  positive.  Inform 
your  companions  that  by  faith  there  resides  in  the  mind  of  man  such  power 
that  he  can  overcome  difficulties  and  realize  his  aspirations.  Let  us  teach  them 
that  there  are  in  this  universe  not  only  natural  powers  but  spiritual  powers." 

Nevada  (1953) 

From   the  address  of  the   Grand  Orator  this  is  quoted: 

"One  of  the  saddest  things  in  the  world  today  is  that  men  have  learned 
not  to  live  and  get  along  with  one  another.  All  this  is  due  to  ignorance  of 
the  moral  law  and  the  great  truths  taught  in  that  great  light  that  lays  upon 
our  altar. 

But  we  could  do  a  great  deal  more,  by  putting  just  a  little  more  effort 
in  teaching  our  candidate,  a  little  more  about  masonry.  "Masonry  is  a  science 
of  Morality,"  but  it  is  a  sorry  spectacle  to  see  how  little  some  of  our  brethren 
get  out  of  it. 

It  is  only  through  the  good  taught  in  Masonry  and  the  teachings  of  other 
morally  good  organizations  that  we  can  ever  hope  to  obtain  happiness  among 
men  and  peace  in  the  world.  It  must  be  a  process  of  spiritual  education  to 
achieve  this  and  all  other  methods  will  fail. 

When  men  learn  to  love  their  fellow  men,  and  it  is  impossible  to  love  God 
or  make  any  headway  spiritually  until  man  has  learned  this,  then  and  only 
then  will  there  be  no  more  wars  and  peace  will  reign  on  earth. 

How  far  are  we  from  such  wisdom  is  revealed  by  the  fact  that  even  our 
religious  life  so  called,  is  full  of  strife,  envy  and  confusion.  Sect  is  set  against 
sect,  and  the  church  which  talks  so  eloquently  about  universal  peace  cannot 
keep  the  peace  in  its  own  fellowship.  Are  such  words  synical?  Far  from  it, 
they  merely  state  the  facts  we  have  to  face.  In  the  church  as  in  the  lodge, 
our  ideals  are  made  dim  because  we  have  not  men  enough  who  will  be  loyal 
to  them,  serving  them  with  high  courage  and  fidelity. 

Nothing  is  easier  than  to  save  the  world  on  paper.    A  plan  is  made,  but 
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where  are  the  workmen  to  erect  the  temple?  Only  time,  taet,  patience  and  a 
heavenl)  wisdom  can  train  the  builders  to  build  the  house  of  God  on  earth. 
For  that  reason  Our  wise  Masonry  does  not  waste  its  time  with  programs  and 
projects  of  reform,  but  spends  all  its  influence  in  the  making  of  men  by  training 
them  in  moral  insight,  in  the  use  of  spiritual  laws,  and  in  the  fine  art  of  man- 
hood.    Let  us  not  be  lax  or  indifferent  to  our  duties. 

Manifestly,  if  we  are  ever  to  have  a  City  of  God  on  earth  it  must  first  have 
citizens.  The  making  and  mending  of  men  is  the  primary  basic  work  without 
which  no  dream  can  come  true  and  no  ideal  can  be  wrought  into  reality."

From  an  address  on  "The  Lost   Word"  by  the  Grand  Chaplain  this  is  extracted: 

"Is  the  Legend  of  the  Lost  Word  anything  more  for  our  chapters  than  a 
ritualistic  crvtogram?  Is  the  Lost  Word,  God,  actually  the  keystone  to  an 
abundant  way,  a  thoroughly  satisfactory  way  of  life?  Is  there  truly  a  deep 
and  everlasting  meaning  in  it?

There 
seems,  some  times  to  be  no  reason  or  purpose  in  what  has  taken  place.  In  the 
dark  hour  of  a  great  loss,  sick  with  loneliness  and  anguish  our  hearts  cry  out 
for  an  explanation.

We  cannot  reconcile  ourselves  to  a  theory  that  leads  to  ultimate  extinction. 

The 
intellect"  the  heart,  the  conscience  demands  it.  There  is  an  assurance  in  man, 
rooted  in  his  very  being  that  death  is  but  a  change  and  not  the  end  as  Alfred 
Tennyson  wrote:  — 

Thou  wilt  not  leave  us  in  the  dust, 
Thou  madest  man,  we  know  not  why, 
We  think  he  was  not  made  to  die, 
And  thou  hast  made  him:  Thou  art  just. 
This  conviction  is  at  the  heart  and  centre  of  our  religion,  and  rests  upon 
our  faith  in  God  in  whom  we  confessed  to  believe.      If  God  be  for  us,  who  can 
be  against   us.       God  is  good.       All   is   well. 

The  greatest  grief  of  life  is  the  parting  with  friends  whose  lives  have  been 
entwined  with  each  other.  Love  cannot  endure  separation.  If  death  is  the 
end  of  all,  then  it  is  the  greatest  evil  to  come  upon  us.  Our  conviction  is  that 
death  is  only  another  event  in  life  and  'Love  can  never  lose  her  own.' 

Our  faith  in  the  immortality  of  the  soul  ultimately  rests  upon  our  belief 
in  the  nature  and  character  of  God.  When  we  look  over  the  earth  and  see  its 
marvels,  its  vastness  and  its  grandeur,  we  must  believe  in  a  Great  and  Loving 
God,  and  when  we  know  that  human  personality  is  the  highest  and  the  noblest 
product  of  all,  we  cannot  believe  that  physical  death  ends  it  all.  There  is  more 
to  this  life  than  can  be  packed  into  a  few  short  years.

We  must  of  necessity,  then,  believe  the  Master  of  Men  who 
has  assured  us  that  He  goes  to  prepare  a  place  for  us,  that  where  He  is  we 
shall  be  too."

From  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Dead  this  has  been  taken: 

"Therefore  my  companions,  we  would  be  calm  and  confident  through  our 
belief  in  the  immortality  of  the  soul:  and  rest  assured,  that,  after  having  faith- 
fully performed  the  great  duties  we  owe  to  God  our  neighbors,  our  families  and 
ourselves,  we  shall  stand  in  the  presence  of  the  Eternal  Master,  and  be  given  a

He  has  nothing  to 
fear.  God  is  with  him.  Angels  wait  to  conduct  him  to  regions  of  immortality. 
And  even  this  perishing  body  will  rise  again,  to  die  no  more." 
South  Dakota  (1953) 
The   Grand  High    Priest  advised: 

The  dead  friends  lived  and  always  will 

Their  presence  hovers  round  us  still, 

It  seems  to  me  they  come  to  share 

Each  joy  or  sorrow  that  we  bear. 

In  sacred  memories  below. 

Still  live  the  friends  of  long  ago.  —Guest 

Their  passing  has  impressed  deeply  upon  all  of  us  the  necessity  of  accomplish- 
ing as  much  as  possible  of  our  own  mission  here  on  earth  before  we  too  are 
called.' 

Washington  (1953) 

The    Committee   on    Obituaries    reported   as  follows: 

"As  it  has  pleased  Almighty  God,  our  Heavenly  Father  to  call  188  souls  of 
thy  servants,  our  companions,  to  thy  home  on  high:  look  with  favour  upon 
these  Thy  people,  and  grant  that,  increasing  in  knowledge  and  love  of  Thee, 
they  may  go  from  strength  to  strength  in  the  life  of  perfect  service,  in  thv 
Heavenly  Kingdom. 

We  seem  to  give  them  back  to  Thee  Dear  Lord,  who  gavest  them  to  us. 
Yet  as  Thou  did'st  not  lose  them  in  giving  so  we  have  not  lost  them  bv  their 
return.      For  what  Thou  givest  Thou  takest  not  away;  for  what  is  Thine  is  al-

We  pray  Thy  Blessing  on  each  and  every  member  of  the 
bereaved  families.  We  pray  Thy  blessing  upon  this  gathering  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons.  Wilt  Thou  bless  our  action.  And  when  at  last,  link  by  link  this 
chain  shall  have  been  severed,  wilt  Thou  gather  together  in  the  Home  which 
Thou  has  prepared  a  united  fraternity  to  share  the  blessings  of  eternal  sal- 
vation. All  of  this  we  ask  in  the  name  and  for  the  sake  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  The  Holy  Ghost."  —  Amen. 

CONDITION   OF   THE   RITE 

Connecticut  (1953) 

The  Gtand  High  Priest  reported: 

''More  than  ever  before  do  we  realize  that  Freemasonry  is  founded  upon 
the  principles  that  should  govern  all  mankind  and  our  success  in  promoting 
these  ideals  among  our  fellow  men  depends  upon  the  extent  to  which  we 
practice  those  great  principles  and  seek  to  enlist  Master  Masons  under  the 
banner  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  where  they  might  continue  their  search  for 
more  light. 

Many  of  our  constituent  Chapters  have  enjoyed  a  very  successful  capitular 
year,  both  from  a  standpoint  of  gain  in  membership  and  in  the  promotion  of 
the  teachings  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 

However,  there  are  a  few  chapters  which  present  a  picture  of  apathy  with 
lagging  interest.  To  the  High  Priest  of  these  chapters  may  I  suggest  that  you 
consult  with  your  district  Custodian  and  arrange  for  visitations  to  other  near-by 
chapters  with  your  officers;  also  invite  the  officers  of  other  chapters  to  confer 
the  various  degrees  at  your  Chapter.  I  feel  that  this  will  rekindle  the  spirit 
of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  the  heart  of  each  Companion  and  a  desire  to  be  of 
greater  service  to  Capitulary  Masonry." 
Montana  (1953) 
The  Grand  High  Priest  also  reported: 

"The  Rite  is  in  a  more  prosperous  and  progressive  condition  than  it  was 
a  year  ago,  as  indicated  by  the  annual  membership  returns.  Our  net  member- 
ship gain  this  year  is  double  that  of  a  year  ago.  It  is  not  easy  to  definitely 
determine  this  renewed  zeal  for  the  order  but  it  appears  to  stem  from  the 
unsettled  condition  of  the  world  and  men's  minds  which  in  turn  is  now  result- 
ing in  a  drift  towards  the  universal  Brotherhood  found  in  our  order  Nor 
should  we  overlook  the  added  interest  which  the  District  Convocations  create 
These  not  only  create  added  interest  as  a  result  of  the  publicity  and  the  wider 
acquaintance  among  the  Companions  and  Officers  of  the  Chapters  in  each 
district,  but  they  afford  some  masons  the  opportunity  to  take  the  several  chap- 
ter degrees  with  a  minimum  loss  of  time.  The  time  required  to  take  the  decrees 
in  the  usual  course  of  proceedure  is  a  deterring  factor  in  some  instances." 
Saskatchewan  (1953) 
The   Committee  on  the  Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  reported  in  parf 

"Every  chapter  has  exalted  one  or  more  candidates  during  the  year-a  total 
ot  160 Thls  1S  a  verY  commendable  effort,  but  your  Committee  feel  we 
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can  and  should  do  better.  There  are  thousands  of  Craft  Masons  in  the  Prov- 
ince who  should  be,  and  probably  would  become  Royal  Arch  Masons,  il  pro- 
perly approached  by  some  members  of  the  Chapter.  This  is  a  matter  that 
vitally  concerns  every  Royal  Arch  Mason.  Let  us  each  and  every  one  put 
forth  an   honest   effort   to  interest   at   least   one  Mason  in  our  organization." 

Minnesota  (1953) 

The  Grand  High  Priest  .slated: 

•It  lias  been  a  privilege  and  pleasure  to  travel  throughout  our  State  visiting 
the  subordinate  Chapters.  Most  Chapters  are  doing  fine  work.  There  a  few 
however,  who  are  having  trouble  getting  out  of  a  slump.  I  am  glad  to  report 
that  there  are  many  young  men  taking  over  the  stewardship  of  our  chapters 
and  it  is  pleasing  and  gratifying  to  look  over  these  assembled  Companions  and 
see  the  look  of  satisfaction  and  elation  on  the  faces  of  the  older  companions 
who  have  served  well  and  are  now  in  a  position  to  give  encouragement  and 
advice." 

Wisconsin  (1953) 

The   Grand  High   Priest  said: 

"While  we  have  shown  an  increase  in  Exaltations,  we  have  not  done  so 
well  in  the  Exclusion  and  Demit  departments.  We  are  in  the  same  position 
as  the  preacher  who  said  that  they  had  lost  almost  as  many  through  the  back 
door  as  were  taken  in  through  the  front  door.  One  hundred  and  eighty  were 
excluded  during  the  year.  Only  33  were  reinstated.  The  number  lost 
through  exclusion  is  far  too  many. 

A  concrete  program  to  see  that  dues  are  collected  when  due,  will  go  far 
to  cut  this  figure  to  a  minimum.  We  must  endeavour  to  make  our  Chapter 
rooms  so  attractive  and  friendly  and  interesting  that  no  companion  would  permit 
himself  to  get  into  a  position  where  he  would  be  excluded." 

Ohio  (1953) 

The  Grand  Hig.li   Priest  stated: 

"I  believe  that  this  report  will  satisfy  and  convince  you  that  our  Grand 
Chapter  is  in  a  condition  that  may  be  classified  as  healthy.  Of  course  we  are 
not  satisfied  with  our  total  number  of  members  and  should  not  be  until  every 
Symbolic  Mason  is  a  Royal  Arch  Mason." 

Louisana  (1952) 

The  Giond  High  Priest  observed: 

"While  the  majority  of  the  Chapters  are  remaining  active  and  doing  a 
fair  share  of  degree  work,  our  net  gains  will  be  considerably  smaller  unless  we 
watch  our  suspensions  and  the  reason  for  them.  An  interested  Mason  will 
never  voluntarily  allow  himself  to  be  suspended.  It  is  up  to  our  leaders  to 
supply  the  incentive  to  keep  all  men  active." 

Ireland  (1952) 

V.  E.  Pondolpph  H.  G.  Boys  writes: 

"The  most  noticeable  feature  of  the  past  year  has  been  the  increased 
enthusiasm  of  demonstrating  Teams  and  the  high  standard  of  the  work.  A 
decided  improvement  in  attendances  has  been  very  encouraging  and  has  un- 
doubtedly been  a  contributary  facior  in  the  success  of  the  Convocations." 

Mississ;ppi  (1953) 

The  Grand  High  Priest  stated: 

"I  am  glad  to  say  that  a  numLer  of  Chapters  who  have  been  dormant  for 
some  time  have  awakened  and  are  doing  fine  work.  Some  who  for  several 
years  have  depended  on  other  chapters  to  do  their  degree  work  are  now  doing 
it  themselves  and  seem  to  be  getting  a  great  joy  out  cf  their  wcrk.' 

Iowa  (1953) 

The  G  and  High  Priest  points  out: 

"You  are  well  informed  on  the  law  of  the  Grand  Lodge  requiring  a  one 
year  waiting  period  from  the  time  a  Master  Mason  has  Droven  his  proficiency 
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in  the  Master  Masons  Degree  before  he  can  petition  for  the  Capitular  degrees. 
As  Royal  Arch  Masons  we  abide  by  the  law  and  give  it  our  support  although 
Capitular  Masonry  probably  loses  hundreds  of  members  that  will  not  petition 
after  the  period  of  waiting  is  over." 

Oregon  (1953) 

The  Grand  High  Priest  is  not  satisfied: 

"I  wish  beyond  all  else  that  I  could  say  to  you  without  qualification  that 
Capitular  Masonry  throughout  our  entire  Grand  Jurisdiction  is  in  excellent  con- 
dition. Such,  however,  would  be  a  mis-statement  of  fact,  and  I  believe  that  you 
assembled  in  this  convocation  to  hear  the  unvarnished  truth,  at  least  as  far  as 
your  Grand  High  Priest  is  capable  of  analyzing  the  facts  as  he  sees  them. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  largest  percentage  of  your  chapters  are  function- 
ing proficiently,  and  I  have  found  that  harmony  prevails  everywhere.  But  to 
this  note  of  optimism  I  must  add  a  contrasting  note  of  alarm.  Too  many,  too 
large  a  percentage  of  our  Chapters  are  operating  in  too  perfunctory  manner 
and  below  that  standard  of  efficiency  and  effectiveness  which  your  Grand 
Chapter,  your  candidates  and  your  Associate  Masonic  bodies  have  a  reasonable 
right  to  expect.  This  is  true  in  Chapters  where  the  Officers  and  Companions 
have  not  realized  their  responsibility  to  the  Craft  and  have  not  made  an  honest 
effort  to  dispense  Masonic  information  to  lodge  members." 

YOUTH  AND  ROYAL  ARCH  MASONRY 

New  York  (1953) 

The  Grand  High   Priest   points  out   to   all: 

"The  youth  of  today  are  the  potential  Leaders  of  tomorrow.  Nothing  is  so 
imperative  to  the  future  of  our  Royal  Craft  as  the  attention  we  should  be  giving 
to  the  young  men  in  the  State.  We  can  ill  afford  to  overlook  the  importance 
of  the  place  the  Order  of  De  Molay  holds  in  the  future  development  of  Royal 
Arch  Masonry.  While  there  is  a  small  number  of  these  young  men  who  petition 
our  lodges  and  Chapters,  it  is  nothing  compared  to  what  it  can  be.  What  a 
world  of  freshness  these  young  people  can  bring  to  us.  It  is  always  necessary 
to  replenish  our  losses  with  a  steady  stream  of  alert  young  minds.  To  keep 
any  organization  alive  and  active,  there  must  be  a  constant  flow  of  younger 
men  to  take  the  place  of  those  lost  by  death.  New  blood,  new  ideas,  younger 
eyes;— these  are  some  of  the  things  youth  can  supply.  Then  let  us  seek  to 
cultivate  the  youth  of  today.  These  are  the  things  to  revitalize  and  make  our 
craft  strong  and  virile." 

Report  of  Committee  on  the  promotion  of  DeMolay  in  New  York  State 
recommends  that— A  committee  be  again  established  to  further  carry  on  this 
work  with  a  view  to  establishing  a  fund  to  remain  in  the  hands  of  Grand 
Chapter,  such  fund  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  loaning  to  Chapters  of 
DeMolay  (to  be  established)  under  the  sponsor-ship  and  responsibility  of  the 
local  Chapter  R.A.M.  The  funds  are  to  be  raised  through  voluntary  subscrip- 
tions. It  is  further  recommended  that  this  committee  investigate  the  possi- 
bility of  furthering  youth  promotion,  aside  from  the  Order  of  DeMolay 
exclusively  such  as  Boy  Scouts,  etc.,  and  work  with  a  view  toward  expansion 
along  these  lines.  We  are  builders  and  have  the  youth  of  America  as  material 
to  erect  with.  "And  I  will  travel  onward  at  his  side,  his  brother,  yea  his  counselor 
and  guide  and  we  will  travel  upward,  I  and  he,  that  he  may  be  the  man  I 
hoped  to  be." 

Rhode  Island  (1953) 

The  Rcbort  of  Special  Committee  on  Grand   Chapter  Objective  reported  in  part: 

"The  special  Committee  of  Grand  Chapter  Objectives  laid  the  plans  for  and 
conducted  a  one-week  summer  camp  for  boys  of  the  order  of  DeMolay,  on  a  basis 
similar  to  that  carried  out  in  the  preceeding  two  summers The  contri- 
butions from  Royal  Arch  and  DeMolay  Chapters  and  interested  Masons  were 

most  generous The  seventeen  boys  who  did  attend  thoroughly  enjoyed 

the  week  of  worthwhile  activities." 
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Wisconsin  (1953) 

The  S'iii,   Depmty  foi   DeMolay  reported: 

"That  DcMolav  is  in  a  better  state  of  affairs  tlian  a  year  ago  due  to  the  fact 
that,  besides  the  moral  support  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Wisconsin  we  are 
receiving  financial  support.  This  was  one  of  the  things  so  vitally  needed  in 
this  great  undertaking." 

CHAPTERS   AND    MEMBERS 

Victoria  (1952) 

The  First  Grand  Principal  reports'. 

"To  meet  the  needs  of  Chapters  outside  the  Metropolitan  area,  it  is 
intended  to  form  an  official  exemplification  team,  which  will  visit  country 
centres,  and  exemplify  the  correct  working  of  the  ritual.  It  will  also  give  an 
exemplification  in  Melbourne  on  a  date  which  all  chapters  will  be  advised." 

Ohio  (1953) 

The   Grand   High    Priest    states: 

"The  Companions  of  large  chapters  are  not  acquainted  with  one  another— 
the  feeling  of  fraternal  friendship  does  not  exist  as  it  does  in  the  smaller  Chap- 
ters. The  percentage  of  members  who  have  an  opportunity  to  take  an  active 
part  in  the  ritualistic  work  or  get  into  line  of  elective  officers  is  very  low.  It 
does  not  take  very  long  for  companions,  particularly  the  newly  axalted  Com- 
panions to  learn  that  they  have  little  or  no  chance  to  become  an  officer  or  to 
take  an  active  part  in  the  affairs  of  the  chapter— they  soon  become  discouraged 

and  dissatisfied,  then  stay  away  from  the  meetings— their  interest  is  lost 

The  percentage  of  attendance  as  stated,  as  well  as  special  convocations  is  danger- 
ously low One  solution  to  this  problem  is  more  chapters  located  in  Sub- 
urban areas If  the  members  cannot  or  won't  come  to  the  present  chapter 

meeting  places,  let  us  take  the  chapters  to  them." 

The  Committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  recommended  that:  — 
"All  representatives  present  at  this  convocation  to  seriously  consider  the  urgent 
need  for  more  chapters  in  community  centres  surrounding  our  larger  cities  and 
that  the  representatives  of  every  chapter  whose  membership  is  over  600  im- 
mediately take  steps  to  organize  a  new  chapter  or  chapters  in  their  community. 

We  repeat  what  we  have  said  in  previous  years  that  a  chapter  whose 
membership  exceeds  600  or  700   is   headed  for   trouble." 

lndianna  (1953) 

The   Grand   High   Priest   reported: 

I   feel  that  he    (The  Grand  Lecturer)    is  rendering  a  valuable  service   to 

Capitular  Masonry As  has  been  the  custom,  following  the  receipt  of  the 

visitation,  I  have  written  to  the  High  Priests  of  the  Chapter  visited,  commenting 
on  the  various  items  of  the  report  and  offering  any  suggestions  that  I  might 
believe   helpful." 

Nebraska  (1952) 

The  Grand  Hie.li  Priest  says: 

"Owing  to  the  fact  that  we  have  a  large  number  of  slow  chapters,  verv 
little  work  is  being  done.  Some  are  still  having  losses  because  they  do  not  have 
any  or  very  few  candidates  to  overcome  deaths  and  suspensions.     Some  are  onlv 

showing  slight  gains some  of  the  officers  do  not  want  candidates  for 

fear  they  will  have  to  go  to  the  trouble  of  learning  the  work,  and  they  are 
not  interested  enough  to  take  the  time  to  do  it There  are  too  mam- 
chapters  whose  members  will  not  go  out  of  their  wav  in  their  own  town  to 
solicit  candidates." 

Colorado  (1953) 

The  Grand  High   Priest   recommends  what   may  be  the  easy  way  to  deal  with    this  problem: 

"Consolidation   in  some  instances  would  seem   to  be   the  proper  course  to 

follow  even  though  none  of  the  chapters  merging  are  in  actual  distress  at  this 

time.       By   consolidation   we  can   accomplish   a   great   many    worthy    objectives. 
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The  finances  and  assets  of  the  weak  Chapters  would  be  pooled  and  the  ex- 
penses of  operation,  formerly  a  burden,  would  be  eliminated  since  only  one 
rental  would  have  to  be  paid  and  only  one  set  of  records  kept  by  a  single 
secretary." 

Missouri  (1953) 

The  Grand  High  Priest  recommends: 

"  (a)  Making  available  to  the  chapters  a  program  for  Chapter  adminis- 
tration, chapter  planning  and  Royal  Arch  Mason  Activity. 

(b)  Planning  Grand  Chapter  convocations  with  greater  emphasis  placed 
on  chapter  officers. 

(c)  Having  nearby  strong  chapters  or  members  of  those  chapters  help  in 
active  chapters  in  so  far  as  possible. 

(d)  Joining  more  closely  with  the  other  York  Rite  bodies  in  the  pro- 
motional program  of  the  rite." 

Quebec  (1953) 

The  Revert   of   the    Committee   on   Fraternal   Correspondence  submits   one   answer 

tic   this  problem: 

"Personal  contact  is  still,  we  think,  the  best  method  in  endeavouring  to 
interest  a  brother  and  urge  him  to  become  a  companion.  The  careful  distri- 
bution and  later  follow-up  pamphlets  has  proved  successful  in  some  jurisdictions. 
A  membership  committee  in  each  chapter  would  be  of  great  benefit.  Comp. 
Joiner  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Texas,  one  of  our  foremost  Reviewers,  say, 
'unless  a  lot  of  real  devoted  and  zealous  service  is  given,  we  are  headed  for 
another  cycle  of  loss  and  discouragement." 

New  Jersey  (1953) 

From   the  Report  of  the   Committee  on  Membership  this  suggestion    is  taken: 

"We  believe  that  the  regular  attendance  of  the  officers  of  our  Chapters, 
proficiency  in  ritual  and  conferring  of  degrees,  visitations  to  and  from  other 
chapters,  personal  contact  with  absentees  and  interesting  notices  of  past  and 
future  events,  would  not  only  be  advantageous  to  our  membership,  but  would 
also  encourage  those  who  are  continually  striving  for  the  success  of  their 
Chapter." 

EDUCATION 

Illinois  (1953) 

1  he   Grand  High   Priest  reports: 

"Although  four  state  schools  were  held  at  Mattoon,  Chicago,  Carbondale, 
Geneseo  and  Jacksonville  the  attendance  during  the  day  sessions  was  extremely 
small  and  seventy  four  chapters  were  not  represented.  We  must  admit  that  oui 
schools  are  not  reaching  the  chapters  that  are  dormant  and  need  help  and  that 
the  money  we  are  spending  for  schools,  the  chapters  throughout  the  state  receive 
very  little  return.  I  am  convinced  that  the  Grand  Chapter  would  benefit  far 
more  by  abolishing  the  present  system  of  schools  and  employing  a  companion 
who  would  devote  his  entire  time  to  carrying  out  the  work  as  started  a  number 
of  years  ago  by  going  into  the  weak  and  dormant  chapters  giving  them  the 
assistance  needed  to  get  them  started,  teaching  them  how  to  conduct  the  affairs 
of  their  chapter  and  thus  keep  them  on  the  roll  of  active  chapters." 

The  committee  on  the  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  concurrs  in  this 
recommendation. 

Massachusetts  (1952) 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reports: 

District  Grand  Chapters  of  Instruction  are  now  being  held  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  under  the  supervision  of  our  grand  lecturers  and  will  continue 

throughout   the  spring  season The  lecture  program   like   all  reforms 

designed  for  human  progress  has  met  with  enthusiasm  and  cooperation  in  some 
quarters    and    with    apathy    and    resistance   in    others." 
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Missouri  (1953) 

The  Gtand  High    Priest   is  enthusiastic: 

"Probably  one  of  the  most  outstanding  accomplishments  of  the  past  year 

was   tlu    establishment   of   the  St.   Louis  Chapter  of   Instruction The 

(  haptei  of  Instruction  lias  grown  in  interest  and  attendance  since  its  institution 
twelve  months  ago." 

Ohio  (1952) 

The  Grand  High   Priest  reports'. 

At  the  present  time  District  Schools  are  being  started  on  a  conrse  of  in- 
struction that  requires  two  years  to  complete.  This  program  is  offered  by 
(.rami  Chapter  to  promote  a  knowledge  and  appreciation  of  the  Capitular  Rite 
to  all   Royal   Arch   Masons  A\ho  desire. 

Schools  are  conducted  at  Grand  Chapter  expense  in  each  inspection  district 
where  a  sufficient  number  of  Companions  signify  a  desire  to  attend.  There 
au  six  classes  each  year  and  at  the  close  of  the  course  a  certificate  of  proficiency 
in  Ro\al  Arch   Masonry   is  presented  to  those  who  successfully  complete." 

Kansas  (1953) 

The  Grand  Hig.li  Priest  has  this  to  say: 

"The  speakers  bureau  which  was  organized  over  a  year  ago  was  planned  to 
meet  the  need  to  educate  Master  Masons  in  Capitular  Masonry.  It  contemplated 
meetings  held  by  various  chapters  to  which  Master  Masons  would  be  invited, 
having  a  short  program  and  a  Companion  well  versed  in  the  York  Rite  Masonry 
to  give  a  short  talk  on  relation  between  the  degrees  of  York  Rite  Masonry  and 
the  symbolic  degrees." 

Minnisota  (1953) 

The  Gvend  High   Priest  makes  this  Observation: 

"Our  ritual  is  just  the  doorway,  beyond  which  lies  the  great  story  of  Free- 
masonrv.  To  some  this  may  be  just  another  empty  room,  with  no  sound  except 
the  echo  of  their  own  voices.  Others  find  the  year  an  opportunity  to  unlock 
for  others  the  great  treasure  chest  of  Freemasonry  to  broaden  their  Masonic 
Education  and  to  deepen  their  faith  and  appreciation  of  the  great  truths  which 
Masonry  has  to  offer  to  those  whom  would  seek  beneath  the  surface.  Royal  Arch 
Masons  who  get  the  most  out  of  Masonry  are  always  those  who  know  the  most 
about  our  Royal  Craft,  and  those  rewards  are  never  ending." 

New  Mexico  (1953) 

The  Deputy   Grand  High  Priest  reported: 

"We  should  all  concentrate  on  the  degrees,  keeping  uppermost  in  our  minds 
that  we  are  trying  to  put  a  message  across  to  our  candidate  in  an  impressive 
manner  so  as  to  inspire  him  to  be  active  in  the  furtherance  of  the  teachings 
of  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  May  we  never  forget  that  the  most  important  person 
at  an  initiation  is  the  candidate.  It  is  not  necessary  the  Chapters  which 
have  the  best  equipment,  nor  is  it  the  organizations  which  have  a  wealth  of 
ability  which  are  accomplishing  great  things.  Those  chapters  which  are 
consecrated  to  the  duty  of  putting  across  a  message  and  a  program  of  helping 
to  better  build  the  temple  of  their  lives  are  the  most  successful.  May  we  never 
lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  we  need  to  be  loyal  and  devoted  to  the  advancement 
of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  and  its  teachings." 

DUES 

Indianna  (1953) 

TJie   Grand   Secretary   is  very   proud   to   report: 

"Subordinate  Chapters  collected  dues  from  their  membership  during  the 
year  amounting  to  S67.151.45.  This  is  98.6475%  of  the  dues  assessed.  No 
allowance  is  made  for  deaths,  demits,  suspensions  or  remissions.  This  is  truly  a 
remarkable  record." 
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District  of  Columbia  (1953) 

An  ammendment  to  the  constitution  was  proposed  which  would  compel  all 
members  to  submit  a  certificate  of  good  standing  in  the  craft  lodge,  before  a 
chapter  certificate  in  good  standing  is  to  be  issued,  by  the  chapter  secretary. 
Maryland  (1952) 

The  Grand  Secretary  of  Grand  Lodge  forwards  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of 
Grand  Chapter  twice  a  year,  a  complete  lits  of  all  suspensions,  expulsions,  re- 
instatemets,  demits  and  deaths.  Copies  of  this  list  are  forwarded  to  the  secretary 
of  each  constituent  chapter.  It  would  appear  from  this  statement  that  the 
Secretaries  of  the  constituent  chapters  are  to  correct  their  lists  of  members  and 
that  suspension  or  expulsion  is  automatic  following  the  action  of  the  lodge." 
Illinois  (1953) 
The  Grcnd  High  Priest  recommended  that: 

"Since  the  adoption  of  the  automatic  suspension  law,  this  Grand  Chapter 
has  suffered  a  great  loss  in  membership  brought  about  to  a  great  extent  by  having 
such  a  law  on  our  books.  It  has  provided  such  an  easy  way  to  suspend  members 
without  putting  forth  the  effort  to  collect  dues  and  has  resulted  in  many  of 
our  members  being  suspended  who  without  such  a  law  would  still  be  Royal 
Arch  Masons.  I  therefore  recommend  that  sections  705,  706,  707,  708  and  709 
of  the  code  be  repealed  and  that  the  Jurisprudence  committee  be  requested  to 
provide  suitable  legislation  to  replace  these  codes." 

The  committee  of  Jurisprudence  presented  the  necessary  ammendments 
which  were  approved  by  Grand  Chapter.  One  provision  section  709  provides 
'a  two  thirds  vote  by  ballot  by  the  members  present  shall  be  necessary  to  suspend 
a  companion  for  non-payment  of  dues.  These  proceedings  shall  be  deemed 
due  notice  and  fair  trial. 
Washington  1953) 
The   Grand-  High   Priest   has  this  advice: 

"Many  Companions  have  been  dropped  from  our  rolls  in  the  past  few 
years,  some  for  financial  or  other  reason  over  which  they  themselves  have  no 
control.  When  a  companion  shows  signs  of  becoming  delinquent  we  should 
make  tactful  and  discreet  inquiries  as  to  the  cause  then  bend  every  effort  to 
see  that  he  is  not  dropped.  In  my  opinion,  it  is  much  more  desirable  to  keep 
the  member  we  already  have  than  to  take  in  a  new  member.  If  a  companion 
is  allowing  himself  to  be  dropped  through  lack  of  interest,  then  perhaps  it  is 
time  for  us  to  take  stock  of  ourselves,  determine  wherein  we  may  be  at  fault, 
then  take  steps  to  eliminate  the  cause  of  such  lack  of  interest." 
Georgia  (1953) 
The   Grand   Hig.Ii    Priest   points   out: 

"We  are  losing  too  many  companions  by  suspension  and  if  you  will  check 
the  record  you  will  find  that  the  suspensions  in  some  of  our  better  chapters  are 
all  out  of  line  with  the  times  and  conditions,  which  clearly  indicates  negligence 
on  the  part  of  someone  and  we  plead  with  the  representatives  of  their  respective 
chapters  to  see  that  those  charged  with  the  collection  of  dues  discharge  their  duty 
promptly  and  not  allow  the  companions  to  get  several  years  behind  and  event- 
ually have  to  be  suspended. 

We  are  confident  that  this  condition  can  be  remedied  by  keeping  the  dues 
on  a  current  basis  and  the  Secretaries  using  more  diligence  in  the  collection  of 
dues;  for  companions,  we  are  hurting  ourselves  when  we  take  a  brother  into 
our  chapter  and  then  permit  him  to  be  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues 
in  a  very  short  time.  We  earnestly  solicit  the  cooperation  of  all  companions  in 
this  endeavour  that  we  may  hold  those  we  now  have  and  add  new  companions  to 
our  roll  each  year."  , 
Tennessee  (1953) 
The  Grand  High  Priest  reports: 

"We  would  make  note  of  the  fact  that  our  net  gain  of  744  this  year  is  only 
one  less  than  that  of  last  year This  has  been  accomplished  in  spite  of  the 
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tact  thai  om  Chapters  had  nearly  100  less  exaltations  than  last  year,  tlie  gain 
being  accounted  for  by  a  chop  in  N.P.D.  suspensions,  for  which  the  secretaries 
oi  the  subordinate  Chapters  are  i\uc  most  of  the  credit,  and  we  commend  them 
for  their  assiduity  and  zeal.       I  here  is  still  a  fertile  field  for  restorations." 

SECRETARIES 

Missouri  (195S) 

The  Grand  I  Hah  Priest  stated: 

*\\Y  commend  the  many  faithful  secretaries  for  their  neat  and  accurate 
work.  There  seems  to  be  a  definite  relationship  between  the  way  the  returns 
arc  made  and  the  general  condition  of  the  Chapter  and  the  activity  that  takes 
place  in  each  chapter." 

California  (1953) 

The   (■■tnul   High    Priest   said: 

'Your  secretary  holds  a  very  important  office  in  your  chapter:  his  own  duties 
properly  performed,  require  all  his  time.  He  should  not  be  burdened  with  re- 
sponsibilities in  reality  belonging  to  the  High  Priest  or  other  officers  or  com- 
mittee members.  Too  often  a  good  secretary  has  been  lost  to  a  chapter  because 
of  added  work.       Look  well  to  this  office." 

Ohio  (1953) 

The  Grand  High   Priest   looks  at   the  other  side  of  the  page  and  says: 

"Entirely  too  many  of  our  secretaries  are  not  fulfilling  their  duties.  Some 
of  them  are  uninformed  or  negligent  of  their  duties  to  the  point  of  seriousness 
—to  the  extent  of  retarding  the  activities  and  healthy  growth  of  the  chapters 
the\  serve.  Among  these  is  that  group  of  veteran  secretaries  who  have  served 
their  chapters  for  many  years  and  are  loved  and  respected  by  all  of  their  com- 
panions, but  because  of  age  and  their  infirmities,  are  unable  to  take  an  active 
interest  and  to  do  more  than  follow  a  fixed  routine.      It  is  a  difficult  statement 

to  make  but  true,  that  they  should  be  replaced  or  given  assistance Why 

not  make  those  Companions  "Secretary  Emeritus"  with  a  younger  companion  to 
do  the  work." 

"In  order  to  give  help  and  instruction  to  the  Secretaries  I  recommend  that  a 

series  of  schools  be  conducted  exclusively  for  them I  have  talked  with 

the  Grand  Secretary  about  this  plan  and  he  is  in  complete  accord  wTith  it  and 
is  willing  to  conduct  five  district  schools  a  year." 

CHARITY 

Texas  (1953) 

The   Grand  High   Priest   points  with   pride  and  joy   to: 

"Our  home  for  aged  Masons  at  Arlington  is  the  pride  and  joy  of  Capitulary 
Masonry  in  Texas.  This  home  has  been  the  main  objective  during  my  steward- 
ship as  your  Grand  High  Priest." 

He  also  commends— The  Grand  Lodge  for  its  home  and  school  which  takes 
care  of  children  who  are  orphans. 

The  Grand  Council  for  its  contribution  to  the  Grand  Chapter  Home. 

The  Grand  Commandery  for  the  hospital  at  the  Home. 

The  Scottish  Rite  Masons  for  their  crippled  Childrens  Hospital  at  Dallas. 
Illinois  (1953) 

The  Royal  Arch  Hospital  at  Sullivan  built  by  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  is 
operated  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois. 
New  York  (1953) 

The  Grand  Chapter  expended  $6,421.15  for  the  relief  of  distressed  tuber- 
culous Royal  Arch  Masons. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  recommends  that  an  appropriatioon  of  SI, 400.00  be 
made  for  charitable  purposes  to  be  disbursed  under  the  direction  of  the  Grand 
High  Priest. 
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Arizona  (1952) 

Grand  Chapter  supported  a  blind  student  whose  education  was  being 
sponsored  and  also  contributed  $100.00  to  the  Arizona  School  for  the  blind. 

Iowa  (1953) 

Five  per  cent  of  the  gross  annual  income  of  Grand  Chapter  is  transferred 
to  the  Grand  Chapter  Charity  Fund. 

Missouri  (1953) 

Interest  of  $150.00  from  the  Bulblitz  Foundation  has  been  paid  out  to  the 
Masonic  Service  Association  of  the  United  States  for  use  of  the  Pusan  (Korea) 
Masonic  Club  and  their  work  with  Korean  orphan  children. 

Arizona  (1953) 

The  Giand  High   Priest  recommends  that: 

We   continue   the  donation   of  $100.00   for   the   year   to   the   school   of   the 
blind. 
Massachusetts  (1952) 

The  Grand  High  Priest  recommends  that  a  fund  be  established  to  be  known 
as  the  Raymond  T.  Sewall  Charity  Fund.       He  also  reported  that  a  substantial 
sum    had   been    contributed   anonymously    towards    this   fund. 
Quebec  (1953) 

The  Grand  Chapter  contributed  $200,00   to  the  Canadian   Red   Cross  and 
$1000.00  to  the  Childrens  Memorial  Hospital. 
Tennessee  (1953) 

The  Ways  and  Means  Committee  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $250.00  be 
contributed  to  the  American  Red  Cross  and  $250.00  to  the  American  Cancer 
Society. 

Alberta  (1953) 

The  Committee  on  Benevolence  reported  that: 

No  request  has  been  presented  for  consideration.       It  is  recommended  that 

grants  be  made  as  follows:  —

REWARDS   AND   AWARDS 

Scotland  (1953) 

Service  diplomas  were  presented  to  a  companion  who  had  served  as  treasurer 
of  his  chapter  for  25  years  and  to  another  companion  who  had  served  25  years 
as  Scribe  Ezra. 

Rhode  Island  (1953) 

The  Grand  High   Priest  at  his  own  expense  presented   a   lapel   button   to 
those  who  had   attained   fifty   years  membership   in   a   chapter.     The  die   was 
provided  by  Grand  Chapter. 
Arkansas  (1953) 

Grand  Chapter  elected  and  installed  their  Grand  Secretary  as  Grand  High 
Priest  in  order  that  he  might  have  the  status  of  a  Past  Grand  High  Priest  as 
a   reward   for   his   faithful   and   efficient   performance   of  his   duties   as    Grand 

RULINGS 

Massachusetts  (1952) 

The  Grand  High  Priest  ruled  that: 

"Any  member  of  a  Constituent  Chapter  in  this  jurisdiction  who  shall  lose  his 
good  standing  in  his  lodge,  either  by  dimit,  suspension  or  any  other  process  and 
shall  remain  in  that  condition  for  one  year,  shall,  for  this  reason  be  suspended 
from  membership." 
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Montanna  (1953) 

The  Giond  High  Priest  ruled: 

"That  a  Life  Member  of  a  Chapter  who  has  been  suspended  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues  by  the  lodge  in  which  he  held  membership  as  a  Master  Mason 
is  also  suspended  in  the  chapter  and  he  should  be  dropped  from  the  chapter 
membership  roll.  Restoration  in  the  lodge  will  restore  him  to  his  previous 
status  of  membership  in  the  chapter." 

ROYAL  ARCH  EXTENSION 

Scotland  (1953) 

The   District    Grand   Superintendent   for    Central   South    Africa    reports: 

"The  Netherlands  Constitution  consecrated  their  first  Royal  Arch  Chapter 
in  South  Africa  in  accordance  with  the  English  Constitution  on  28th  May 
19f>3  at  Cape  Town." 

MILITARY    CHAPTERS 

Ireland  (1953) 

R.A.C.  \o.  646  in  The  Kings  Royal  Irish  Hussars  have  105  members  entered  on  the  roll  of 
the  Chapter  since  it  was  constituted  in  1933  and  the  membership  stands  at  73.  V.  E. 
Companion    Thomas   E.    Johnson,   Registrar  reports: 

"The  post  war  unsettlement  still  affects  considerably  the  practice  of  Military 
Masonry  but  the  military  chapters  have,  nevertheless  been  able  to  overcome 
any  difficulties  they  may  have  occasioned.  The  chapter  is  able  to  hold  its  few 
meetings  with  some  regularity.  These  meetings  are  regarded  as  events  in  the 
year  and  the  large  attendance  show  the  interest  that  is  taken  in  Irish  Royal 
Arch  Masonry,  there  seldom  being  a  meeting  without  a  Royal  Arch  Degree. 
Until  its  constitution  it  was  practically  impossible  for  a  Military  Mason  to  obtain 
the  Irish  Royal  Arch  Degree. 

Until    recently   R.A.C.   No.   646,   served   all   the   travelling    Military    Lodges 
over  the  world  but  with  the  advent  of  R.A.C.  571    in  the   1st   Kings  Dragoon 
Guards  as  a  sister  Military  Chapter  the  pressure  on  R.A.C.  No.  646,  should  be 
greatly  eased." 
Quebec  (1953) 

The   Giand  Superintendent,  No.    1    District  has   this  sound  suggestion: 

"We  have  two  official  languages  in  Canada  and  Masonry— a  world  wide 
fraternity— knows  no  language  barrier.  In  Quebec  we  are  proud  to  have  three 
strong  virile  craft  lodges  operating  in  the  French  language,  many  of  whose 
members  speak  little  English,  even  as  many  English  speaking  Masons  speak  little 
French.  These  French  Speaking  Masons,  whose  sacrifices  on  behalf  of  Masonry 
are  too  little  known  to  most  of  us  provide  a  fruitful  source  of  members  but  the 
majority  are  hindered  by  language  difficulty.  Of  these  who  are  bilingual, 
several  have  joined  us  and  proved  themselves  capable  and  efficient  officers  in 
their  respective  chapters.  They  should  be  encouraged  to  form  a  French  Langu- 
age Chapter  in  order  to  enable  our  French  speaking  brethren  to  complete  their 
Masonic  Education." 

PROCEEDINGS 

Missouri  (1953) 

The  Capitular  Year  by  Most  Excellent  Companion  Ray  Denslow  (All  rights 
reserved)  consists  of  81  pages  of  Capitular  information  which  is  intensely  inter- 
esting. Articles  in  his  usual  inimitable  style  on,  'How  does  your  chapter  conferr 
degrees;  Those  things  called  titles;  The  Chapter  Records;  Marks  and  the  Book 
of  Marks;  How  do  you  select  your  officers;  Rituals  and  Monitors;  How  to  get 
attendance;  Reception  of  Grand  Officers;  Masonic  Education;  Dispensations,  and 
their  use;  Water  and  paint;  Publicity.  These  with  his  usual  excellent  topical 
and  statistical  review  makes  this  a  complete  education  in  most  phases  of  craft 
Education.  Ever)  Masonic  student  should  at  least  have  access  to  this  fund  of 
Roval   Arch   information. 
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CANADIAN  MASONIC  RESEARCH  ASSOCIATION 

Nova  Scotia  (1953) 

Tlie  G:and  Archivist  reports: 

The  Canadian  Masonic  Research  Association  was  formed  in  1949  under  the 
aegis  of  the  All  Canadian  Conferences  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Chapters 
as  well  as  the  support  of  the  Sovereign  Great  Priory  of  Canada  and  the  Supreme 
Council  A.&A.  Scottish  Rite.       The  Association  has  about  a  hundred  individual 

members Seventeen  papers  have  been  presented,  of  which  seven  have 

been  printed  and  circulated. 

While  most  of  the  papers  so  far  presented  have  dealt  with  basic  Craft 
History,  there  have  been  several  of  much  interest  to  students  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  including  one  on  the  History  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Upper  Canada, 
1780  to  1858. 

Nova  Scotia  has  some  of  the  oldest  records  of  Capitular  Masonry  on  this 
continent  and  in  due  time  papers  dealing  with  our  R.A.  History  will  be  read 

before  the  Association  and  later  published," The  Grand  Archivist,  Most 

Excellent  Companion  Reginald  Harris  is  Secretary  of  the  Association. 

RITUALISTIC  WORK 

British  Columbia  (1953) 

The   Grand   Superintendent   of  District   No.    3    Comments: 

"A  depressing  feature  in  nearly  all  Chapters  in  the  almost  total  lack  of  music 

in  convocations The  Ritual  of  the  M.M.M.  and  M.E.M.  Degrees  explicitly 

calls  for  the  singing  of  prescribed  odes  during  the  perambultions,  and  properly 
speaking  the  opening  and  closing  ceremonies  of  the  chapter  should  be  enriched 
by  the  singing  of  appropriate  hymns.  Indeed  most  Chapters  possess  cards  bearing 
the  words  of  such.  In  addition,  soft  music  should  be  played  during  certain 
episodes  in  several  places  in  the  ritual  where  the  spoken  word  is  not  used." 

INSURANCE 

California  (1953) 

The   Grand  High  Priest  points  out: 

"Insurance  is  an  important  item  for  serious  consideration  by  some  chapters, 
which  find  themselves  under-insured  both  for  present  values  and  for  limits  of 
liability.  We  again  remind  you  of  the  Grand  Chapter's  blanket  Comprehensive 
Liability  insurance  policy  for  those  chapters  desiring  to  cover  all  known  and  un- 
known hazards  at  rates  and  limits  sufficient  for  any  need. 

BE  SAFE-NOT  SORRY.       Protect  your  investment  and  liability  of  yom 
chapter  and  members." 
Oregon  (1953) 
The    Grand  High    Priest   also   points   out: 

"I  find  that  a  very  large  percentage  of  the  chapters  are  not  protecting  their 
funds  by  bonds,  also  that  their  equipment  is  not  adequately  protected  by  fire 
insurance.     These  things  should  be  given  serious  consideration." 
Wisconsin  (1953) 
The   Report   of   the    Committee    on    Returns   recommends: 

"Attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  many  chapters  do  not  carry  insurance 
on  their  equipment  and  particularly  to  the  fact  that  one  third  of  the  chapters 
do  not  have  a  fireproof  place  for  their  records.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that 
some  chapters  do  not  utilize  the  fireproof  facilities  which  are  available.  It  is 
strongly  recommended  that  steps  be  taken  by  these  Chapters  to  forestall  the  loss 
of  irreplacable  records." 

HISTORICAL    NOTES 

Virginia  (1953) 

The  Fraternal   Correspondent   introduces  his  report  as  follows: 

"Instead  of  the  sort  of  foreword  usually  prepared  it  is  thought  that  the 
following  may  be  of  interest  to  Royal  Arch  Masons  generally. 
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■•  Two  hundred  vears  ago,  on  the  22nd  day  of  December  1753,  the  lodge 
at  Fredrickaburgta  (believed  to  be  known  at  that  time  as  a  Lodge  of  York 
Masons)  conferred  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  on  three  brethren  of  the  Symbolic 
Lodge.  The  written  record  of  that  action  is  the  prized  possession  of  the  present 
Frediicksburgh  Lodge.  No.  4,  A.F.  &  A.M.  and  is  the  oldest  account  of  the 
conferring  of  the  Roval  Arch  Degree  now  known  to  the  Fraternity.  Not  even 
the  archives  of  the  English,  Irish  or  Scottish  Masonry  can  supply  an  older 
record.  Consequently,  our  own  Fredricksburg  lodge,  No.  4,  remains  the  proud 
|,ovs(sM,i  of  the  oldest  recorded  minute  of  the  conferring  of  the  Royal  Arch 
Degree  to  be  found  anywhere  in  the  world." 

England  (1953) 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  England  issues  a  Centenary  Charter.  The  members 
of  such  chapter  are  permitted  to  wear  the  centenary  Jewel.  The  fee  for  a 
charter  authorizing  a  chapter  to  wear  the  jewel  or  (bicentenary  Bar)  is  five 
guineas." 

Nova  Scotia  (1953) 

From   the   report  of  the  Grand  Archivist  roe  again  quote: 

"The  chief  historical  work  undertaken  by  your  Grand  Archivist  during  the 
past  vear  has  been  the  exhaustive  study  of  our  records  in  this  province  with  a 
view  of  obtaining  all  the  evidence  in  support  of  our  position  that  the  United 
Grand  Lodge  of  England  and  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  England  in  the 
period  1780  to  1869,  authorized,  and  thus  recognized  the  Mark,  Past,  Most 
Excellent,  and  Royal  Arch  Degrees  as  we  now  have  them  as  part  of  our 
Capitular  system,  and  appointed  the  Hon.  Alexander  Keith  to  supervise  Capi- 
tular Masonrv  in  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick,  Prince  Edward  Island  and  New 
Foundland,  and  in  1869-70  unreservedly  recognized  our  present  Grand  Chapter 
as  the  supreme  governing  authority  over  the  Capitular   Rite." 

CONFERENCE  OF  GRAND  CHAPTERS  (CANADA) 

British  Columbia 

The  Grand  First  Principal  suggests: 

That  membership  of  our  Grand  Chapter  in  the  conference  of  Canadian 
Grand  Chapters  be  reviewed.  The  question  is  being  asked  how  many  of  us  can 
spare  the  time  to  travel  to  Eastern  Canada  or  Nova  Scotia  and  is  it  worth  the 
time  and  expense  involved?  Perhaps  the  conference  could  be  divided  into  two, 
ie.  Canada  East  and  Canada  West." 

This  was  concurred  in  by  the  Committee  on  the  Address  of  the  Grand 
First    Principal. 

"Your  committee  finds  a  difficulty  in  assessing  the  value  of  our  Member- 
ship in  the  Conference  of  Canadian  Grand  Chapters,  and  we  are  very  much  in 
agreement  with  the  opinion  of  the  Grand  First  Principal  that  the  question 
should  be  reviewed.  We  recommend  that  the  Incoming  Grand  First  Principal 
appoint  a  special  committee  of  Past  Grand  First  Principals  to  study  the  matter 
and   report  at  the  next  Annual  Convocation." 

Alberta  (1953) 

The  Grand  First  Principal  Reports: 

"This  was  a  verv  happy  occasion  and  matters  were  discussed  which  were 
of  great  interest  and  mutual  benefit  to  every  Grand  Chapter  in  Canada.  These 
conferences  contribute  to  the  understanding  of  many  problems  which  have 
remained  unanswered  in  many  Grand  Jurisdictions  and  particularly  help 
Grand  Chapter  Officers,  and  will  redound  to  the  general  benefit  of  the  better 
working  of  constituent  chapters.  These  conferences  should  be  encouraged  and 
greater  interest  taken  therein." 
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THE    SIGNIFICANCE    OF    ROYAL   ARCH    MASONRY

■  ■■■  "Masonry  is  conceived  under  two  headings  operative  and 
speculative.  In  both,  capitular  Masonry  has  its  significance.  Its 
history  extends,  I  believe,  far  back  into  the  days  of  the  operative 
craft— not  necessary  I  hasten  to  add  with  its  legend  and  symbolism 
about  the  time  of  origins  of  which  we  know  nothing,  but  as  an 
established  branch  of  the  craft.  Some  one  has  said  that  Masonic 
history  is  made  largely  of  enthusiastic  imaginings,  to  which  I  may 
now  be  about  to  add.  I  cannot  prove  that  my  ideas  are  correct 
but  I  think  that  my  reconstruction  of  the  past  has  sufficient  basis 
in  fact  to  be  reasonable. 

The  operative  craft  flourished  during  the  Middle  Ages  both 
in  Great  Britain  and  on  the  continent.  But  except  in  rare  in- 
stances in  large  centres  like  London,  it  was  not  organized  as  were 
other  craft  guilds  of  the  time  or  as  are  our  lodges  today,  in  perm- 
anent groups  local  in  character.  Rather  it  consisted  of  individual 
members.  When  a  building  was  to  be  erected,  a  call  went  out. 
Craftsmen  accompanied  by  their  apprentices  gathered  and  a  lodge 
was  formed  for  the  purpose  of  the  building.  The  work  done,  the 
lodge  disbanded.  The  men  were  well  paid  and,  doubtless,  many 
less-skilled,  men  not  properly  trained  members  of  the  craft,  tried 
to  join  the  work;  these  men  were  called  cowans.  To  guard  against 
them,  the  craftsmen  had  certainly  their  modes  of  recognition- 
signs  and  tokens  and  possibly,  though  not  certainly,  passwords. 
Bonesack,  master  builder  of  the  Cathedral  of  Magdeburgh,  had 
his  own  likeness  carved  over  one  of  the  doorways.  He  is  kneel- 
ing on  his  right  knee  and  giving  the  due  guard  of  a  fellowcraft. 
In  addition  to  these,  each  fellow  had  his  mark  which  was  duly 
registered,  by  which  he  could  be  held  responsible  for  his  work 
and  according  to  which  he  probably  was  paid.  This  feature  of  the 
craft  goes  far  back  into  antiquity.  Students  of  classical  antiquity 
are  familiar  with  Mason's  marks  on  the  stones  of  many  buildings 
and  they  are  regularly  found  on  medieval  structures. 

But  there  were  secrets  of  the  craft  which  were  not  entrusted 
to  ordinary  fellows.  They  were  taught  to  deal  in  right  angles, 
horizontals,  and  perpendiculars;  in  other  words  to  cut,  trim, 
square,  and  lay  stones.  They  were  competent  under  direction  to 
do  the  work  of  building.  They  were  not  trained  in  the  planning 
of  buildings  nor  probably  in  the  secret  of  the  arch,  or  the  vault 
which  is  but  a  series  of  arches.  The  master  builder  alone  knew 
how  to  do  these  things.  He  only  knew  how  to  place  the  walls  and 
supports  and  to  raise  the  lofty  arches  which  are  the  glory  of  the 
Medieval  Cathedrals.     His  knowledge  seems  to  have  extended  also 
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to  the  laying  of  foundations.  In  1099  a  bishop  in  Utrecht  engaged 
a  master  builder,  Latomus  Pertissimus,  a  most  skilled  stone  work- 
er, to  erecl  a  cathedral  for  him  on  swamp}  ground.  Appalled  at 
the  cost,  he  bribed  the  builder's  son  to  disclose  to  him  his  lather's 
secret  of  how  to  erect  a  building  on  such  ground  and  then  pro- 
ceeded to  dispense  with  the  builder's  services.  When  his  treachery 
was  disclosed,  the  builder  killed  him— apparently  with  impunity, 
These  master  builders  or  architects  as  we  would  call  them,— mag- 
ister  operis,  master  of  the  work,  or  magister  iabricae,  master  of 
the  building,  is  their  medieval  name,— appear  in  the  records 
wherever  building  was  done.  Though  a  lew  came  from  what  may 
be  called  the  educated  class,  most  were  drawn  from  the  operative 
members.  We  know  that  when  a  lodge  was  formed  a  highly 
skilled  fellow  would  become  the  master,  or  we  wotdd  say  fore- 
man. Such  men  would  be  given  or  would  acquire  the  secrets 
which  made  them  master  builders.  It  may  be  as  Koop  suggested 
that  the  tradition  of  the  substitute  word  and  the  true  word  goes 
back  into  the  middle  ages  to  mark  the  distinction  between  the 
two  levels  of  the  craft.  However,  that  mav  be.  and  it  seems  likelv 
to  me,  these  master  builders  from  the  character  of  their  know- 
ledge certainly  could  be  said  to  have  been  exalted  to  the  Most 
Sublime  Degree  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch. 

It  is  tragic  that  we  know  nothing  of  the  ritual  of  these  medi- 
eval craftsmen.  We  do  not  know  when  the  Solomonic  legend  was 
adopted  by  the  craft.  Personally  I  am  inclined  to  push  it  back 
into  the  middle  ages  though  many  scholars  mav  not  agree. 
Nevertheless,  it  is  significant  that  the  Royal  Arch  degree  appeared 
so  soon  after  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  and 
that  the  Ancients  insisted  that  it  was  a  part  of  ancient  craft 
masonry  and  that  the  United  Grand  Lodge  affirmed  that  Masonry 
consisted  of  three  degrees.  Entered  Apprentice.  Fellowcraft,  and 
Master  Mason,  including  the  Most  Sublime  Degree  of  the  Holv 
Royal  Arch.  An  extraordinary  outburst  of  ritual  creation  follow- 
ed the  establishment  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Many  degrees  are 
known  and  a  few,  Royal  Ark  Mariner  and  Secret  Monitor,  for 
example  are  still  worked.  This  movement  culminated  in  the 
rites  of  Memphis  with  ninety-nine  degrees.  Amid  this  fervour, 
we  find  the  Mark  and  Past  Master  and  the  Royal  Arch  Degrees, 
appearing  in  the  work  of  the  lodges  to  whom  thev  belonged.  The 
minute  book  of  Eagle  Lodge,  Xo.  10  in  Hillsboro.  N.C.,  which  I 
have  seen,  contains  records  of  the  meetings  of  the  brethren  in  a 
Master  Mason's  Lodge.  In  the  back  of  the  book  we  find  further 
minutes  "Eagle  Lodge  met  on  the  above  date  as  a  lodge  of  "Mark 
Masters"  and  on  the  next  page  as  a  Lodge  of  Past  Masters."  Else- 
where we  have  records  of  lodges  conferring  the  Royal  Arch  De- 
gree. This  continued  until  chapters  and  Grand  Chapters  were 
organized  about  the  turn  of  the  century. 
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This  control  over  the  degrees  by  subordinate  lodges  convinces 
me  that  these  degrees  were  part  of  the  inheritance  from  ancient 
craft  Masonry  rather  than  new  creations. 

We  turn  now  from  the  operative  to  the  speculative  craft. 
Masonry  we  are  told  is  a  beautiful  system  of  morality  veiled  in 
allegory  and  illustrated  by  symbols.  These  allegories  and  symbols 
are  transmitted  to  us  in  the  ritual  and,  highly  as  we  prize  that,  we 
must  still  penetrate  the  veil  of  the  allegory  and  understand  the 
symbols  to  reach  that  beautiful  system  of  morality  which  is  Masonry. 

The  allegory  of  the  Royal  Arch  is  magnificent  in  the  way  it 
spans  the  centuries  and  presents  in  succint  form  one  of  the  most 
thrilling  stories  in  human  history.  I  should  like  to  review  it  briefly 
combining  if  I  may,  history  with  Masonic  tradition  to  show  you 
its  scope  and  what  seems  to  me  to  be  its  significance.  It  starts  with 
one  of  the  most  stupendous  and  important  events  in  history,  that 
event  symbolized  by  the  story  of  Moses  at  the  burning  bush. 

This,  one  of  the  most  significant  events  in  history  an  event, 
which  cannot  be  gainsayed,  was  the  coming  to  Moses  of  a  vision 
of  the  one  ever  living  and  true  God.  The  stories  of  magic  which 
follow,— the  rod,  the  leprous  hand,  and  the  water  on  dry  ground, 
and  even  the  plagues  of  Egypt— seem  to  me  to  indicate  that  neither 
Moses  nor  the  story  teller  who  gave  the  account,  realized  the  true 
meaning  of  time.  However,  it  gave  Moses  courage  to  face  and 
defy  the  king  of  Egypt  and  to  lead  his  people  out  of  bondage.  Out 
of  the  continuing  vision  at  Sinai  came  fuller  realization,  and  with  it 
the  promulgation  of  the  highest  type  of  religion  known  to  the  world 
at  that  time  and  the  finest  code  of  morals  in  the  ancient  world. 
The  vision  was  too  great  for  his  people  as  the  stories  of  the  golden 
calf  and  the  murmurings  in  the  wilderness  show.  Indeed  under 
Moses'  successors,  his  God  became  a  tribal  war  god  who  demanded 
the  complete  destruction  of  his  enemies,  the  death  of  every  man, 
woman,  and  child  of  the  Amalaketes.  But  it  remained  the  strong 
fort  of  the  Israelites.  It  held  them  together  during  the  days  of  the 
conquest  and  gave  them  the  strentgh  to  resist  the  powerful  Phili- 
stines. More  than  this,  it  caused  them  to  reject  the  agricultural 
cults  of  the  Cananites  with  their  gods  in  high  places,  their  temple 
prostitutes  and  their  child  sacrifices,  and  therewith  kept  them  from 
being  swallowed  by  the  older  richer  civilizations  in  their  new  homes, 
the  fate  of  so  many  invaders  in  history.  It  made  them  a  unique 
people.  It  placed  David  at  the  throne  and  inspired  Solomon  to 
build  the  celebrated  structure  which  immortalized  his  name.  For 
Solomon  built  his  temple  to  furnish  an  earthly  dwelling  place  for 
this  greatest  of  visions;  this  vision  of  the  one  everliving  and  true 
God.  The  workmen  did  not  understand  the  full  meaning  of  their 
work.  We  have  a  curious  contradiction  in  our  ritual  when  we  say 
that  neither  discord  nor  confusion  was  permitted  to  disturb  the 
peace  and  goodfellowship  which  prevailed  among  the  workmen; 
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and,  at  the  same  time,  Masonic  tradition  informs  us  that  greed 
and  ambition  did  enter  the  scene  and  cause  a  horrid  conspiracy  that 
resulted  in  the  assassination  of  the  great  architect  of  the  temple 
and  the  loss  of  the  true  word.  I  often  wonder  what  beauties  were 
lost  to  the  temple  because  Hiram  Abift  did  not  live  to  see  his  work 
completed. 

I  should  like  to  digress  here  a  moment  to  dwell  on  the  mean- 
ing of  this  allegory.  For  it  is  to  me  an  allegory  of  human  life.  We 
have  high  ideals  as  we  start  out  on  some  great  adventure,  as  we 
build  our  spiritual  temples.  But  before  we  have  finished,  does  not 
some  human  frailitv  hamper  us  in  our  work,  destroy  perhaps  some 
important  element  in  our  idealism  so  that  the  finished  structure 
does  not  measure  up  to  our  full  capabilities. 

The  temple  was  finished  and  dedicated  with  great  ceremony 
and  inspiring  words  from  the  wise  king.  Yet,  the  story  of  his  life 
which  follows,  shows  only  too  clearly  how  little  he  himself  under- 
stood the  heritage  which  was  his:  and  the  kings  who  followed  him 
fell  away  from  it.  Quarrels  led  to  the  sundering  of  the  kingdom 
and  to  intercine  wars  in  which  one  side  or  the  other  sought  aid 
from  the  enemies  of  both.  Rulers,  princes,  and  priests  went  over 
to  older  religions,  practising  the  abominations  of  the  heathen  and 
polluting  the  house  of  God  by  putting  in  it  the  sacred  pillars  and 
the  phallic  symbols  of  Baalim  and  of  Islitar.  Men  turning  aside 
from  God  and  the  teachings  of  Moses  snatched  so  greedily  for  land 
that  Amos  accuses  them  of  panting  after  the  dust  or  the  head  of 
the  poor.  The  people  looking  for  security  rather  than  freedom 
under  God,  turned  to  the  false  doctrine  of  Islitar  The  Queen  of 
Heaven,  because  they  said  "When  we  burnt  incense  to  the  Queen 
of  Heaven  and  poured  out  drink  offerings  to  her  we  had  plenty 
to  eat  and  were  well  and  saw  no  evil. 

The  vision  did  not  die.  A  small  group  of  vailent  men,  the 
messengers  of  God,— the  prophets,  kept  alive  and  burning  as  they 
strove  to  recall  the  people  from  their  wickedness.  And  as  they 
worked  the  vision  grew,  broadened  and  extended,  ever  reaching  to 
higher  levels.  I  recall  to  you  "the  still  small  voice"  of  the  vision 
of  Elijah  and  Micah's  "what  does  the  Lord  require  of  thee  but  to 
do  justly  to  love  mercy,  and  to  walk  humbly  with  thy  God."  Their 
message  was  lost,  not  in  vain,  though  at  the  moment  they  failed  in 
their  purpose.  Corruption  in  high  and  low  places  that  would  not 
be  corrected  brought  on  the  inevetable  end.  The  ten  tribes  in  the 
north  fell  to  the  Assyrians  and  without  their  God,  were  swallowed 
up  by  the  peoples  among  whom  they  settled  and  were  lost  to 
history.  The  Jews  of  the  south  happily  escaped  this  fate.  Carried 
into  captivity  in  Babylonia  by  Nebuchadnezzar,  they  felt  discour- 
aged and  lost.  "By  the  rivers  of  Babylon,  there  we  sat  down,  yea 
we  wept  when  we  remembered  Zion.  We  hanged  our  harps  upon 
the  willows  in  the  midst  thereof.  For  there  they  that  carried  us  away 
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captive  required  of  us  a  song,  and  they  that  wasted  us  required  of 
us  mirth  saving,  sing  us  one  of  the  songs  of  Zion.  How  shall  we 
sing  the  Lord's  song  in  a  strange  land."  Out  of  tribulation  arose 
salvation. 

To  them  in  the  midst  of  their  suffering  and  bewilderment 
came  the  answer  "Comfort  ye,  comfort  ye  my  people,  Saith  God," 
the  great  prophet  of  the  exile  brought  the  vision  of  Moses  back  to 
them  with  his  inspired  and  inspiring  words.  He  put  the  worship  of 
the  people  on  the  highest  plane  it  could  attain,  indeed  so  high 
that  modern  Judaism  seems  to  me  to  be  based  essentially  on  the 
words  of  the  prophet. 

Then  after  the  decrees  of  Cyrus  and  Darius,  the  sojourners 
wearily  trod  their  way  across  the  desert  sands  and  the  hills  of  Syria 
to  rebuild  their  city  and  the  House  of  God  without  hope  of  fee  or 
reward.  They  were  poor  and  beset  by  enemies  yet  they  persisted 
and  Haggai  made  the  bold  statement  that  the  "Glory  of  this  latter 
house  shall  be  greater  than  of  the  former"— surely  a  vain  boast.  Here 
is  no  wise  King  Solomon,  no  rich  and  strong  Hiram  of  Tyre;  no 
clever  architect  like  Hiram,  the  widow's  son;  no  wealth  of  material 
piled  up  by  David,  the  people  were  weak  and  the  favour  of  the 
Persian  Darius  capricious.  Yet  the  glory  of  the  latter  house  was 
greater,  for  these  people  had  seen  the  vision.  The  true  dedication, 
the  true  temple  was  in  their  hearts,  as  out  of  trial  and  tribulation 
had  come  a  vital  realization  of  the  presence  in  their  midst  of  the 
God  whom  Moses  heard  at  the  burning  bush.  This  was  why  as 
they  searched  in  the  ruins  of  the  past  they  were  able  to  recover  the 
secret  that  had  so  long  lay  hidden  and  learn  at  last  the  true  word. 
They  were  exalted  indeed  to  the  Sublime  Order  of  The  Holy  Royal 
Arch. 

Such  is  the  allegory  of  our  tradition.  Has  it  a  message  to  the 
world  today?  It  is  in  deed  full  of  meaning  and  I  should  like  to  tell 
you  what  it  means  to  me. 

One  hundred  sixty  five  years  ago,  a  group  of  men  met  in 
Philadelphia  under  the  leadersihp  of  that  most  distinguished  leader 
of  our  craft,  George  Washington.  They  had  a  great  vision  of  a 
people  living  under  God,  enjoying  freedom,  and  obeying  laws  of 
their  own  making.  "To  form  a  more  perfect  union,  establish 
justice  insure  domestic  tranquility,  provide  for  the  common  defence, 
promote  the  general  welfare,  and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  to 
our  selves  and  our  prosperity"  was  their  statement  of  their  purpose 
in  creating  the  constitution,  building  we  might  say  a  temple  of 
American  liberty.  Human  frailties,  jealousies  and  ambitions,  en- 
tered the  scene  and  compromises  had  to  be  made.  The  structure 
was  not  perfect,  but  it  gained  greatly  in  the  almost  immediate 
adoption  of  the  Bill  of  Rights.  They  had  a  true  word  enshrined 
at  the  heart  of  the  new  nation  they  thus  created.  It  was  not  secret 
but  blazoned  forth  for  all  the  world  to  see  and  we  still  have  it 
inscribed  on  our  coins.    "In  God  we  trust".  Under  the  constitution, 
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this  nation  conceived  in  liberty  and  under  God  has  grown  and 
nourished  mightily.  Some  parts  of  the  structure  have  become  out- 
worn with  time  and  have  had  to  be  replaced.  Some  alterations 
have  had  to  be  made.  The  structure  still  stands  but  its  basis  is 
threatened.  Without  stands  a  deadly  enemy  and  within  are  those 
following  its  lead  in  following  the  false  religion  called  Communism, 
aetheistic  in  doctrine  and  dictatorial  in  practice.  Its  victory  would 
destroy  all  we  hold  dear.  But  another  danger  which  seems  to  me 
more  insidious  looms  within,  even  more  closely  paralleling  that 
force  which  destroyed  ancient  Israel.  I  mean  the  cynical  material- 
ism with  its  attendant  corruption  based  on  greed  and  ambition 
which  stains  American  life  today.  We  hear  much  of  the  use  of  in- 
fluence and  bribes  in  high  places  and  we  rightfully  condemn  the 
public  officials  who  yield  to  temptation.  May  I  call  it  to  your 
attention  that  this  could  not  happen  were  there  not  many  more 
willing  to  corrupt  officials  and  use  undue  influence.  We  hear  of 
gamblers  and  racketeers  often  buying  police  protection  and  wield- 
ing political  influence.  Could  they  exist  if  many  more  were  not 
seeking  to  get  something  for  nothing?  The  disease  has  descended  to 
the  point  where  we  have  recently  heard  of  college  athletes  accepting 
bribes  to  throw  games.  Others  pose  as  amateurs  when  they  are 
really  professionals  with  hidden  pay  from  overenthusiastic  men 
who  place  victory  above  honour.  Some  are  even  willing  to  make 
huge  profit  at  the  expense  of  the  nation  and  even  at  the  cost  of  the 
lives  of  our  fighting  men.  Some  traffic  with  the  enemy  in  the 
pursuit  of  money.  We  hear  shocking  stories  of  easy  divorce  and 
of  gross  immorality.  It  is  possible  indeed  to  paint  a  black  picture 
of  this  our  modern  America.  I  am  not  despondent  because  I  believe 
the  heart  of  the  nation  is  sound.  The  vital  tradition  of  trust  in 
God  is  being  vigorously  supported  by  many  in  our  churches  and 
synagogues,  in  our  own  and  in  other  fraternal  orders.  In  my  work, 
I  deal  constantly  with  college  youth,  and  I  find  honor  and  integ- 
rity and  high  idealism  prevalent  among  them.  The  courage  with 
which  some  are  fighting  in  Korea  and  most  of  the  rest  are  facing 
the  future  proves  the  soundness.  But  the  danger  is  here.  As  Royal 
Arch  Masons  with  our  great  tradition  and  marvelous  allegory,  it 
is  our  peculiar  duty  to  guard  well  their  heritage,  to  keep  the  true 
word  in  our  own  minds  and  hearts,  and  to  pass  it  on  to  those 
around  us  and  to  those  who  shall  come  after  us,  ever  remembering 
that  the  basic  strength  of  America  lies  not  in  our  industrial  achieve- 
ments, our  matchless  resources  and  our  great  armed  forces,  import- 
ant and  necessary  as  they  are,  but  in  the  fact  that  these  and  all  other 
places  of  the  American  way  of  life  are  based  on  the  true  word  of 
the  United  States— "In  God  we  trust."  This  is  the  significance  of 
Royal  Arch  Masonry." 


GEORGE    WASHINGTON    THE    MASON

"We  pause  in  our  deliberations  to  pay  homage  to  a  man  and  a 
mason  whom  we  all  agree  was  the  greatest  American  that  ever 
lived. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  every  Master  Mason  is  aware  that  this  is 
the  bi-centennial  of  the  raising  of  George  Washington  as  a  Master 
Mason,  and  history  informs  us  that  this  great  man  was  raised  to 
the  sublime  degree,  on  November  4,  1752  in  Fredericksburgh,  Vir- 
ginia, and  the  Old  Lodge  is  now  known  as  Fredericksburg  Lodge 
No.  4,  therefore,  the  bi-centennial  occurs  on  November  4th  in  this 
year  1952. 

There  have  been  many  books  written  about  George  Washing- 
ton, his  career  as  a  soldier,  as  a  statesman  and  as  a  Mason. 

Some  appear  to  be  duplication  of  effort  and  others  are  unique 
in  themselves. 

This  discourse  this  evening  is  presented  with  all  humility, 
reverence  and  admiration  that  a  young  man  in  this  modern  era 
can  express  and  is  a  part  of  the  observance  by  this  Grand  Chapter 
of  this  Historical  event. 

George  Washington  was  a  great-grandson  of  the  immigrant, 
John  Washington,  who  emigrated  from  South  Cave  in  the  East 
Riding  of  Yorkshire  near  the  City  of  Beverly,  England,  in  1657, 
landing  in  Virginia,  patented  a  large  tract  of  land  in  Westmorland 
County,  about  75  miles  below  our  present  national  capitol. 

John  Washington  erected  his  residence  on  Pope's  Creek,  near 
the  Potomac  River  and  later  erected  a  colonial  mansion  known  as 
"Wakefield",  which  was  the  family  residence  for  two  generations. 

Colonel  John  Washington  is  reputed  to  have  been  a  man  of 
considerable  wealth  and  importance  in  the  colony,  participating 
in  its  military  and  political  affairs  and  became  an  extensive  planter. 

Colonel  John  Washington  was  active  in  the  shipping  industry 
between  Virginia  and  the  mother  country  and  in  consideration  of 
his  transporting  100  new  settlers  to  Virginia,  received  from  Lord 
Culpepper  a  tract  of  land  of  5000  acres  situated  on  the  Potomac 
River.  This  was  the  original  grant  to  the  Washington  family 
which  has  since  become  famous  throughout  the  civilized  world  as 
"Mt.  Vernon  on  the  Potomac." 

Col.  John  Washington  died  in  1677  at  the  age  of  54,  and 
his  will  was  admitted  to  Probate  in  Westmorland  County,  January 
16,  1677.  His  homestead,  "Wakefield",  and  2500  acres  of  land 
was  devised  to  his  oldest  son,  Lawrence  Washington. 
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Lawrence  Washington  married  Anne  Pope  and  died  at  his 
residence  "Wakefield"  in  March  1698,  at  the  age  of  thirty-seven. 
Lawrence  was  survived  by  a  son  John,  a  son  Augustine  (the  father 
of  General  George  Washington)  and  a  daughter,  Mildred  and  his 
widow  Anne. 

After  the  death  of  Lawrence,  his  widow  and  three  children 
moved  to  England  where  she  married  a  second  husband  George 
Gale. 

Augustine,  the  father  of  General  Washington,  was  born  in 
1694  and  spent  his  early  life  in  England  and  returned  to  the  Colony 
about  1712,  and  in  1715  married  Jane  Butler,  the  daughter  or 
Caleb  Butler,  an  eminent  lawyer  of  that  time. 

Augustine  Washington,  in  addition  to  his  large  farming  inte- 
rests owned  and  commanded  a  seagoing  vessel  and  engaged  in  the 
transportation  of  iron  ore,  from  the  numerous  furnaces  which  he 
and  others  successfully  operated,  to  England,  returning  with  car- 
goes of  merchandise,  immigrants  and  slaves. 

History  reveals  that  Virginia,  and  Augustine  Washington  in 
particular,  had  a  very  extensive  export  of  pig  iron  and  in  1750 
produced  and  exported  to  the  English  market  410  tons  of  pig  iron 
which  would  indicate  the  extent  of  the  industry  in  the  colony  at 
that  early  period. 

The  first  wife  of  Augustine  Washington,  Jane  Butler,  died 
in  1728,  and  on  March  6,  1730..  he  married  his  second  wife,  Mary 
Ball,  a  daughter  of  Colonel  Joseph  Ball  of  Lancaster  County,  Vir- 
ginia, who  was  affectionately  known  as  "The  Rose  of  Epping 
Forest"  and  she  was  the  mother  of  General  George  Washington. 

The  original  estate,  it  will  be  recalled,  was  acquired  by  Colonel 
John  Washington,  by  grant  from  Lord  Culpepper  who  devised  to 
his  son  Lawrence,  who  devised  it  to  his  daughter,  Mildred  Gregory, 
and  she  in  turn  on  May  7,  1726  sold  the  property  to  her  brother, 
Augustine  Washington. 

History  is  not  clear  as  to  just  which  member  of  the  Washing- 
ton family  erected  "Mount  Vernon",  it  is  certain  that  the  original 
mansion  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1739,  probably  was  rebuilt  upon 
the  same  site  by  Augustine  Washington,  at  least  historians  agree 
that  Augustine  Washington  rebuilt  the  middle  portion  of  the 
present  "Mt.  Vernon"  house. 

Augustine  Washington  died  April  12,  1743,  at  the  age  of  49 
and  his  will  was  admitted  to  probate  in  King  George  County,  May 
6,  1743,  and  his  estate  was  divided  among  his  wife  and  children. 
The  then  living  children  were  Lawrence  and  Augustine  by  his  first 
wife,  Jane  Butler,  and  George,  Elizabeth,  John  Augustine,  Charles 
and  Samuel,  by  his  second  wife,  Mary  Ball.  To  Lawrence  he  willed 
the  Mt.  Vernon  property  with  the  mill,  consisting  of  2500  acres  of 
land,  more  or  less,  together  with  several  tracts  of  land  and  his 
interest  in  several  iron  works.

The  title  to  Aft.  Vernon  remained  in  the  Washington  family 
until  1858  when  Colonel  Augustine  Washington  transferred  it  to 
the  Lady's  Aft.  Vernon  Association  of  the  Union. 

The  early  life,  military  and  political  career  of  George  Wash- 
ington, is  too  well  known  to  be  restated  here. 

Little  is  known  of  the  Masonic  record  of  General  George 
Washington  from  the  time  he  received  his  Afaster  Afasons  Degree 
in  Fredricksburgh  Lodge  in  1752  until  the  beginning  of  the  Revol- 
utionary War.  The  records  of  his  mother  lodge  covering  a  part  of 
the  early  period  of  his  Afasonic  life  were  lost  or  destroyed  and  as 
that  old  institution  was  one  of  the  first  established  and  among  the 
very  first  existing  in  the  colony  when  Washington  became  a  Mason, 
the  loss  of  these  records  deprives  the  fraternity  at  large  of  the  valu- 
able information  relating  not  only  to  Washington,  but  to  a  large 
number  of  his  fraternal  contemporaries,  who  in  after  years  rose  to 
distinction  in  both  military  and  civilian  life. 

From  1752  to  1775  Washington  probably  enjoyed  few  oppor- 
tunities to  visit  any  organized  Afasonic  body.  From  the  date  of  his 
raising  until  the  latter  part  of  1758  he  was  engaged  in  military 
affairs  and  spent  most  of  his  time  on  the  frontier  with  the  Provincial 
Army,  and  from  the  spring  of  1759  with  an  occasional  visit  to 
Williamsburgh  as  representative  in  the  House  of  Burgesses,  to 
1775,  he  lived  the  quiet,  uneventful  life  of  a  planter  at  "Mt. 
Vernon,"  nearly  50  miles  from  the  nearest  Afasonic  body  which  was 
his  home  lodge  of  Fredricksburgh.  Nevertheless  there  can  be  little 
doubt  that  on  his  occasional  visits  to  his  mother  and  sister,  he  took 
advantage  of  such  opportunities  to  pay  his  respects  to  the  brethren 
of  lodge  No.  4,  and  it  would  be  interesting  indeed  to  read  of  those 
visits  and  to  know  who  greeted  him  on  such  occasions.  Many  of 
his  intimate  friends  and  early  associates  lived  in  around  the  little 
town,  where,  when  nothing  but  a  youth  he  had  received  his 
degrees. 

That  he  was  well  known  in  Afasonic  circles  and  kept  up  his 
fraternal  associations  through  these  unrecorded  years  when  oppor- 
tunity permitted,  is  only  strongly  indicated  by  his  active  partici- 
pation in  important  Afasonic  functions  and  the  numerous 
distinguished  attentions  paid  him  by  the  fraternity  from  the 
beginning  of  the  Revolutionary  struggle.  Had  he  held  aloof  and 
abstained  from  all  intercourse  with  the  fraternity,  prior  to  the 
Revolution,  there  is  not  sufficient  reason  to  believe  that  he  would 
have  been  subject  of  such  attention  and  interest  at  the  beginning 
of  that  period.  He  was  not  then,  as  he  grew  to  be  a  few  years 
later,  and  as  he  is  today,  world  renowned.  Favourably  known  it  is 
true,  as  a  capable  Provincial  Soldier,  and  an  Indian  Fighter,  he 
was  as  yet  untried  as  a  Commander-in  chief  of  an  extensive  army 
and  his  fame  as  a  statesman  was  a  long  way  in  the  distance.  Thus 
we  must  search  for  some  other  reason  why  the  craft  should  select 
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him  as  a  particular  object  of  attention  in  those  early  days  of  that 
famous  struggle  and  throughout  the  remainder  of  his  life,  and  the 
only  logical  conclusion  at  which  one  can  arrive  is  that  Washington 
was  well  known  for  his  zealous  attachment  to  the  fraternity  before 
the  beginning  of  the  mighty  struggle  for  American  independence. 

It  is  claimed  that  General  Lafayette  was  made  a  Mason  in  an 
army  lodge  at  Morristown,  and  although  the  minutes  of  this  meet- 
ing make  no  reference  to  the  fact,  circumstances  suggest  this  as  the 
interesting  occasion.  There  must  have  been  something  of  extra- 
ordinary interest  to  have  brought  together  such  an  unusual  as- 
semblage:  something  besides  the  celebration  of  the  festival  of  the 
patron  saint. 

It  was  at  this  meeting  also  that  active  steps  were  taken  by  the 
Army  Lodges  to  consider  the  appointment  of  a  National  Grand 
Master,  and  General  Gist  of  Maryland,  afterwards  Grand  Master  of 
South  Carolina,  was  appointed  Chairman  of  a  Committee  to  bring 
the  subject  before  the  several  Grand  Lodges.  The  movement  was 
subsequently  taken  up  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  who 
unanimously  recommended  to  the  several  lodges,  the  appointment 
of  George  Washington  to  that  position. 

Owing  to  the  unsettled  conditions  of  that  time,  the  effort 
fell  through,  although  it  received  the  endorsement  of  a  number  of 
Grand  Lodges.  It  nevertheless  shows  that  Washington  was  fore- 
most in  the  minds  of  the  leading  Masons,  indeed  of  all  Masons, 
of  that  day. 

In  his  address  at  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone  of  the  Washing- 
ton Monument  in  Richmond,  the  Honourable  Robert  C.  Scott  of 
Virginia  in  speaking  of  Washington's  zeal  as  a  Mason,  referrs  to  a 
visitation  made  to  lodge  No.  9  at  Yorkton,  just  after  Cornwallis' 
surrender.  "In  that  Village,"  he  said,  "was  Lodge  No.  9,  where,  after 
the  siege  had  ended,  Washington,  Layfayette,  Marshall  and  Nelson 
came  together  and  by  their  union  bore  abiding  testimony  to  the 
beautiful  tenets  of  Masonry." 

Every  year  and  almost  every  month  during  that  eventual 
period  brought  him  some  testimonial  of  respect  or  mark  of  atten- 
tion from  the  craft.  Lodges  were  named  for  him.  Masonic  liter- 
ature dedicated  to  him  and  in  numerous  other  wrays  the  fraternity 
acknowledged  and  saluted  him  as  their  most  distinguished  patron, 
not  only  in  America,  but  abroad. 

It  is  claimed  without  support  of  any  evidence,  that  Washing- 
ton received  other  degrees  in  Masonry  and  some  writers  go  so  far 
as  to  claim  Washington  received  other  Masonic  Degrees  in  Army 
Lodges  during  the  period  of  the  American  Revolution.  It  seems 
inconsistent  to  anyone  with  a  military  background,  that  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief of  Military  forces,  during  the  period  of  an  active 
campaign  would  have  had  the  time  or  opportunity  to  have  received 
Masonic  Degrees. 
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Lafayette  visited  Washington  at  Mt.  Vernon  in  August  of 
(1784)  and  presented  him  with  a  white  satin  Masonic  Apron. 
Embroidered  upon  the  apron  were  the  many  symbols  of  craft 
Masonry  and  on  the  flap  in  embroidery,  the  emblem  of  the  Mark 
Degree.  In  the  centre  is  the  beehive,  rather  than  the  Book  of  Holy 
Scriptures  as  we  know  the  emblem  to-day. 

As  much  as  we  would  like  to  claim  this  distinguished  Mason 
as  a  Companion  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  there  is  no  evidence  to 
support  the  claims  that  he  was  exalted  to  the  sublime  degree  of  a 
Royar  Arch   Mason. 

The  earliest  known  record  of  the  conferring  of  Chapter  De- 
grees is  found  in  Fredricksburgh  Lodge  where  Washington  was 
raised,  which  gives  rise  to  unsupported  presumption  that  Washing- 
ton may  have  received  the  capitular  degree. 

The  corner  stone  of  our  nation's  capitol  at  Washington  in 
the  District  of  Columbia  was  laid  on  September  18,  1793  by  George 
Washington,  acting  as  Grand  Master  of  Virginia.  The  ceremony  is 
worded  as  one  of  the  most  colorful  and  impressive  events  of  the 
time  with  an  out  pouring  of  Masons  from  all  over  the  then  existing 
United  States  of  America.  George  Washington  never  served  as 
Grand  Master  of  Virginia  although  he  was  proposed  for  that  high 
office  in  1777,  but  declined. 

George  Washington  was  the  only  President  of  the  United  States 
to  serve  as  Master  of  his  Lodge  while  serving  as  President  of  the 
United  States.  None  of  the  other  twelve  Masonic  Presidents  held 
office  as  Master  during  his  term  as  President. 

George  Washington  was  elected  an  Honorary  member  of 
Alexandria  Lodge,  No.  39,  in  the  year  1784  and  retained  his 
membership  in  Fredricksburgh  Lodge  and  Alexandria  Lodge  until 
his  death  on  December  14,  1799. 

The  Masonic  correspondence  of  George  Washington  prior  to 
his  retirement  from  the  Presidency  of  the  United  States  has  not  been 
carefully  preserved,  however,  his  Masonic  correspondence  thereafter 
has  been  well  preserved  and  the  correspondence  between  George 
Washington  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  will  be  found 
in  the  proceedings  of  Grand  Lodge. 

In  the  proceedings  of  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  Volume 
11,  page  97,  will  be  found  a  resolution  to  draft  an  address  to  111. 
Bro.  George  Washington  and  in  the  proceedings  for  June,  1797 
will  be  found  the  address  which  is  signed  by  Paul  Revere  as  Grand 
Master. 

The  ideals  which  Washington  exemplified  in  his  lifetime,  both 
in  the  spoken  word  and  writing,  have  been  a  beacon  light  to  guide 
the  generations  of  men  who  have  followed,  not  only  in  the  affairs 
of  Government,  and  the  administration  of  Government,  but  in 
the  Masonic  Fraternity  as  well. 
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In  the  swift  moving  events  of  government  and  of  nations,  men 
have,  from  time  to  time,  lost  sight  of,  ignored  the  ideals  and  the 
Principles  which  Washington  so  magnificently  exemplified,  and 
upon  which  this  nation  was  founded.  Not  so  in  the  Masonic  Fra- 
ternity. Free  Masonry  continues  to  honour  the  memory  of  this 
distinguished  Mason  and  our  Grand  Lodge  annually  at  the  feast 
of  St.  John,  pays  its  tribute  to  him. 

The  Masons  of  America  have  contributed  generously  to  the 
erection  of  the  George  Washington  National  Masonic  Memorial  at 
Alexandria,  Virginia.  The  Grand  Lodge  and  all  the  collateral 
bodies  have  contributed,  and  are  contributing  to  the  furnishing  and 
decorating  of  portions  of  this  memorial. 

The  room  on  the  fifth  floor  in  the  Tower  has  been  designated 
as  the  Royal  Arch  Room  and  all  Royal  Arch  Masons  have  been 
invited  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  furnishing  and  decorating 
of  this  room. 

This  beautiful  building  is  the  visible  token  of  the  esteem 
that  all  Masons  have  for  the  memory  of  this  distinguished  man. 

We  as  Masons,  should  redouble  our  efforts  to  exemplify  in 
our  daily  lives,  the  ideals  and  principles  which  Washington  gave 
to  us,  which  is  the  clear  cut  declaration  of  the  value  of  human  rights 
and  liberties  and  the  equality  of  man. 

It  is  not  only  our  duty  to  practice  these  principles  but  to 
teach  them,  so  that  they  may  be  passed  on  to  our  posterity  unim- 
paired to  remain  as  the  hope  and  the  salvation  for  the  soul  of  man 
until  time  shall  be  no  more."

The  Rev.  Daniel  C.  MacKenzie 
"And  Moses  said:  I  will  now  turn  aside,  and  see  this 
great  sight;  why  the  bush  is  not  burnt." 

—Exodus  3:3 

THE  BURNING  BUSH 

"What  the  burning  bush  was  no  one  will  ever  know.  Perhaps, 
as  has  been  suggested,  it  was  some  trick  of  the  midday  sun  blazing 
down  on  an  isolated  shrub.  But  this  we  do  know:  it  was  the  means 
of  leading  Moses  into  the  presence  of  God. 

We  are  familiar  with  the  injunction,  "Draw  nigh  to  God  and 
He  will  draw  nigh  to  you."  The  implication  is  that  it  is  possible 
to  live  at  a  distance  from  God. 

Here  we  have  an  example  of  a  man  within  reach  of  great  bless- 
edness. He  came  upon  a  bush  that  was  burning  but  was  not  con- 
sumed; and  he  "turned  aside  to  see  this  great  sight."  When  he 
halted  in  his  going  and  turned  aside  to  see,  he  was  repaid  with  a 
wonderful  revelation:  God  spoke  to  him. 
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The  business  of  finding  God  is  one  which  demands  concen- 
tration. He  who  starts  out  to  find  God  everywhere  may  end  up 
by  finding  Him  nowhere.  Moses  was  about  to  receive  a  revelation, 
and  a  revelation  is  not  just  information  about  God.  God  was 
about  to  say  to  this  man  "I  AM."  That  is  a  very  different  thing 
from  hearing  another  say,  "HE  IS?"  What  was  true  of  Mosess 
and  of  others  who  turned  aside  to  see  is  true  of  us  always;  we  get 
a  revelation  of  God  and  rich  spiritual  blessing  when  we  take  time 
from  the  hurry  of  life  and  turn  aside  to  see.  God  is  always  seeking 
to  command  our  attention,  and  when  we  are  attracted  for  a  moment 
that  is  our  moment  of  opportunity  which  we  must  not  let  pass. 

Let  us  turn  aside  in  reverence.  "The  place  where  thou  standest 
is  holy  ground",  Moses  was  told  as  he  paused.  We  need  to  learn 
anew  what  holy  ground  is.  That  place  where  our  attention  is  ar- 
rested is  for  us  a  holy  place.  There  God  would  meet  with  us  -and 
speak  with  us. 

Let  us  turn  aside  when  the  first  impulse  touches  us.  Moses 
was  not  satisfied  with  a  brief  look  at  the  burning  bush,  he  let  his 
impulse  to  stop  and  consider  have  its  way.  Then  the  reward  came. 
So  with  us  who  feel  that  our  business  demands  such  close  appli- 
cation of  ourselves  that  we  have  not  time  to  pause  and  reflect  upon 
spiritual  things;  if  we  will  turn  aside  the  blessing  will  be  ours. 
"Be  still  and  know  that  I  am  GOD,"  really  means,  "Quiet  your 
clamouring  and  rushing  about  as  if  everything  depended  upon  you, 
and  remember  that  I  am  GOD." 

Let  us  turn  aside  to  hear  God  speak  to  us  in  His  Word.  The 
business  man  attends  to  his  mail  and  reads  his  letters.  This  he 
would  not  neglect.  But  the  Bible  is  like  a  letter  to  him  lying  on  his 
desk  unopened.  As  we  aim  at  prudence  in  all  our  affairs  let  us 
learn  that  it  is  the  highest  prudence  to  turn  aside  and  hear  what 
God  has  to  say  to  us  in  His  Word. 

Let  us  turn  aside  and  see  how  God  would  work  through  us. 
Moses  was  in  that  place  because  his  sympathies  had  once  been 
aroused  by  seeing  a  fellow  Jew  ill-treated  by  an  Egyptian.  He  had 
struck  the  Egyptian  and  killed  him,  and  had  to  flee  for  his  life. 
Now  God  was  to  show  him  a  new  kind  of  power,  a  spiritual  power 
which  blazes  and  burns  and  yet  does  not  exhaust  itself.  This  is 
what  the  burning  bush  portrayed.  Our  zeal  often  flags,  our  en- 
thusiasm often  dies  down.  God  would  introduce  us  to  a  spirit 
which  maintains  Us  life,  if  we  will  turn  aside  to  see.  With  such 
a  spirit  we  can  do  the  work  He  was  for  us  to  do."
